IV.  The  Selling  Art. 

I"  N  a  recent  article  retail  methods  in  pharmacy  were 
X  frankly  criticised.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  to  offer 
suggestions  especially  for  the  benefit  of  assistants  and 
apprentices.  Salesmanship  is  too  often  thought  to  consist 
merely  in  inducing  the  customer  to  buy  "something  of 
our  own,"  something  which  yields  more  profit  than  the 
article  actually  asked  for.  Some  think  it  means 
selling  a  shilling  article  when  a  sixpenny  one  iis 
asked  for,  others  that  it  means  selling  out  the 
stock  of  some  slowly-moving  line.  Salesmanship 
is  none  of  these  things  :  it  is  an  art  that  is 
little  understood  and  scarcely  to  be  defined  in  a  short  sen- 
tence. It  is  not  easily  learned,  certainly  not  acquired 
without  thought  and  study ;  salesmen  are  made,  rarely 
have  they  naturally  the  selling  ability.  To  cultivate  it 
one  must  study  human  nature  and  endeavour  to  understand 
something  of  the  motives  which  prompt  customers  to 
enter  the  shop,  how  to  influence  their  mental  attitude,  to 
appeal  to  mind  and  sense,  and  direct  the  mental  process 
into  the  desired  channel.  This  is  not  easy  to  do  and  is 
rarely  done  unconsciously.  You  do  not  impress  another 
by  some  fortuitous  speech  or  action,  but  by  a  carefully 
laid  train  of  circumstance. 

It  appears  a  platitude  to  say  you  must  know  your  goods, 
but  it  is  most  important  to  emphasise  this  point,  it  is  so 
rarely  one  sees  a  pharmaceutical  salesman  who  does.  You 
are  asked  for  a  sponge  or  a  comb  ;  your  stock  of  the  former 
ranges  from  2s.  to  10s.  6d.  and  of  the  latter  from  6d.  to 
2s.  6c?.  What  is  the  difference  between  them  and  why 
should  the  customer  buy  the  most  highly  priced  ?  Learn 
the  differences,  practise  until  you  can  put  the  salient 
points  in  a  clear,  concise,  and  forcible  manner,  then  when 
you  have  guided  the  choice  of  your  customer  to  the  higher- 
priced  article,  he  leaves  you  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction 
that  he  has  got  something  better  than  he  expected  to  have. 
If  you  induce  him  to  give  2s.  6c?.  for  what  he  hoped  to  get 
for  Is.  6c?.,  he  leaves  you  feeling  that  he  has  been  some- 
thing of  a  fool ;  whereas  if  he  knows  how  he  benefits  by 
paying  more,  he  is  satisfied  and  ready  to  come  again.  Do 
not  look  disdainfully  at  the  customer  who  asks  for  a  six- 
penny comb  or  a  cheap  sponge.  Meet  his  wishes  exactly  and 
produce  the  desired  article  ;  allow  him  to  examine  it  and 
place  some  better  qualities  within  his  reach.  Soon  his  eye 
will  wander  to  them,  then  tactfully  introduce  them,  bring- 
ing out  their  good  points,  never,  however,  decrying  the 
cheap  article  (you  ought  never  to  have  useless  articles  in 
stock),  but  in  telling  phrases  bring  out  the  claims  of  the 
higher-pi-iced  goods,  taking  advantage  of  his  gradual 
weakening  desire  for  the  sixpenny  article,  and  the  sale  is 
effected  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties. 

In  addition  to  knowing  the  goods  you  sell,  know 
what  they  are  for.  This  is  simple  enough  in  the 
case  of  sponges,  but  not  so  when  drugs  and 
medicinal  articles  are  concerned.  A  man  comes  in 
for  twopennyworth  of  boric  acid  and  you  may  succeed 
in  selling  him  instead  a  tin  of  foot-powder  and  some 
corn-paint,  and  he  ■will  come  back  and  bless  you.  Apart 
from  the  actual  meeting  of  the  demand,  there  is  a  definite 
antagonism  between  buyer  and  seller.  The  customer  for 
the  2s.  sponge  does  not  want  to  spend  4s.  6d.  until  you 
smooth  away  that  antagonism  by  establishing  confidence. 
You  can  only  do  this  by  understanding  it  and  tactfully 
meeting  it,  but  not  by  persuasion.  Persuasiveness  is  not 
salesmanship. 

Be  careful  not  to  imply  in  anything  you  say 
that  your  customer  is  ignorant.  If  he  asks  for  an 
article  do  not  bring  out  something  else  which  is  "  far 
better  and  cheaper,"  but  produce  the  required  article 
readily,  and  tactfully  lead  the  conversation  until  the 
opening  comes  for  you  to  introduce  that  which  you  wish 
to  sell.  If  you  infer  that  the  article  asked  for  is  cheap 
or  useless  you  cast  a  slur  on  the  ability  of  your  customer. 
So  many  opportunities  occur  for  you  to  sell  goods  in 


addition  to  those  asked  for.  Do  not  neglect  them,  but  be 
careful  how  you  use  them.  Pushfulness,  persuasiveness, 
solicitation  must  be  absent  from  your  methods.  You  have 
to  make  your  customer  feel  that  he  has  purchased  the 
goods  of  his  own  unfettered  choice,  and  not  as  a  result 
of  influence  exerted  by  you.  For  example,  a  customer 
makes  a  request  and  you  find  his  eyes  resting  on  a  nicely 
arranged  display  of  shaving-brushes.  You  hand  him  his 
purchase,  remarking  on  the  shaving-brushes  in  the  manner 
you  consider  best  in  the  circumstances.  Perhaps  he 
is  thinking  his  own  is  nearly  worn  out  and  a  sale  results. 
He  thinks  he  hais  bought  because  he  happened  to  notice 
them.  Not  at  all,  he  bought  because  you  took  advantage 
of  that  fleeting  glance ;  you  made  up  his  mind  for  him. 
You  have  a  thousand  things  in  the  shop  to  sell.  It  rests 
with  you  to  bring  them  forward  by  verbal  introduction, 
by  display,  by  every  artifice  known  to  salesmanship. 

To  be  a  salesman  you  must  have  the  goods  to  sell,  and 
it  often  rests  with  you  to  dress  the  counter-stands  and 
please  your  own  taste  in  doing  it.  Then  dress  them  with 
goods  you  wish  to  introduce,  wait  that  fleeting  glance,  and 
seize  that  opportunity.  A  hot  day — a  stack  of  lavender 
salts  (not  merely  one  with  a  dirty  cap  looking  like  a  last 
year's  date) — one  open  and  ready  to  hand  to  the  languid 
lady  customer — a  sale  follows. 

Let  your  selling  methods  be  calculated,  not  fortuitous. 
Do  not  be  discouraged,  you  will  not  succeed  every  time. 
Be  alert  to  meet  the  customer,  quick  to  meet  his  needs, 
ready  to  meet  his  mood.  Be  affable  but  not  too  wordy, 
courteous  but  not  subservient,  and  do  not  talk  of  the 
weather.  This  is  an  expensive  way  of  using  the  few 
moments  the  customer  is  within  your  sphere  of  influence. 
Think  and  think  hard  how  you  can  best  use  this  golden 
opportunity.  "What  can  I  sell  him?"  "How  shall  I 
do  it?"  A  few  months  of  such  counter  methods  will 
result  in  a  wonderful  difference  to  your  employer's  takings, 
and  doubtless  to  your  own  salary.  But  you  will  love 
salesmanship  for  its  own  sake. 


A  Chinese  Pharmacy. 


THIS  illustration  shows  a  Chinese  pharmacy  which  is 
open  to  the  street.  The  assistant  on  the  left  is  work- 
ing out  by  means  of  the  abacus  the  amount  which  the  lady 
customer  is  required  to  pay  for  her  purchases.  The  next 
assistant  is  weighing  a  drug,  and  on  his  left  another  is 


engaged  in  cutting  up  a  root  in  a  drug-cutter.  The  pro- 
prietor, from  his  desk  behind,  keeps  a  watchful  eye  on 
the  proceedings.  On  either  side  of  the  shop  are  inscrip- 
tions giving  in  Chinese  the  name  of  the  pharmacist  and 
the  words  "Drugs  from  every  province."  Other  notices 
at  the  back  announce  "Medicines  for  prolonging  life," 
"  Remedies  against  the  opium  habit,"  and  "  Come  in  and 
see  jen-sen."

Brevities. 

The  Walsall  Town  Council  have  granted  two  applica- 
tions for  poison-licences. 

Three  cases  of  corrosive-acid  throwing  Cc'.me  before 
London  magistrates  at  different  police  courts  on  August  18. 
The  accused  were,  in  each  instance  remanded. 

At  the  two-days'  regatta  held  at  Cowes  this  week  by 
the  British  Motor-boat  Club,  Mr.  T.  Desnos  (Jules  Denoual 
&  Co.)  took  the  second  prize  with  his  Cockle  Shell  in  the 
handicap  race  for  the  International  Challenge  Cup. 

In  order  to  cope  with  extensive  Insurance  dispensing 
Mr.  Rex  Allen,  West  Bromwich,  has  had  the  interior  of 
his  pharmacy  considerably  altered.  The  arrangements 
have  been  ingeniously  planned  and  very  effectively  carried 
out. 

The  last  day  for  receiving  applications  for  the  Aitchi- 
son  Memorial  Scholarship  is  for  candidates  desiring  to 
be  examined  at  a  local  centre  September  1,  and  for 
candidates  to  be  examined  in  London  September  13. 
Application-forms  can  be  had  from  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  H.  F.  Parser,  35  Charles  Street,  Hatton  Garden, 
London,  E.C. 

A  note  in  "  The  Hospital  "  for  August  16  states  that 
the  Prison  Commissioners  are  favourably  considering  a 
revision  of  salary  for  prison  officers,  and  in  the  meantime 
have  granted  the  pharmacists  an  increase,  of  about  5  per 
cent.  The  salary  will  now  start  at  109i.  4s.  and  finish 
at  156Z. ,  in  addition  to  certain  emoluments  valued  at 
about  251.  per  annum.  The  advance  is  given  largely  on 
account  of  the  increased  cost  of  living. 

In  the  current  number  of  the  "  Annals  of  Tropical 
Medicine  and  Parasitology,"  issued  by  the  Liverpool 
School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  there  is  an  account  by  Dr. 
J.  W.  Scott  Macfie,  of  the  Medical  Research  Institute, 
Lagos,  of  a  new  form  of  sleeping  sickness  which  has 
appeared  in  the  Eket  district  of  Southern  Nigeria.  The 
form  of  the  sickness  produced  is  comparatively  mild, 
and  most  commonly  attacks  young  people.  Dr.  Scott 
Macfie  has  named  the  new  trypanosome  which  produces  it 
T.  nigfiriense. 

Government  Wood  Distillery. 

The  new  Government  wood  distillery  in  the  Forest  of 
Dean,  opened  by  Mr.  Runciman  last  month,  has  cost 
15.0CXW.  to  build  and  equip.  The  bulk  of  rough  wood 
required  by  the  retorts  in  the  Meyer  process,  which  have 
a  capacity  of  3,360  cords  of  wood,  is  expected  to  be 
derived  from  the  Crown  lands  there.  The  factory  will 
produce  grey  acetate  of  lime,  charcoal,  wood-spirit,  and 
tar.  If  the  experiment  is  a  success  it  is  intended  to  lay 
lay  down  plant  for  making  acetone,  so  essential  for  the 
cordite  industry. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  Deptford  analyst  (Mr.  H.  G.  Harrison,  F.I.C.) 
reports  that  during  the  last  year  ten  samples  of  drugs 
were  analysed,  all  being  certified  as  genuine. 

In  his  annual  report  the  Hull  medical  officer  of  health 
(Dr.  J.  Wright  Mason)  states  that  forty-three  drug 
samples  were  taken  for  analysis  during  the  year.  Of 
these,  one  of  grey  powder  and  three  of  tincture  of  iodine 
were  adulterated. 

Mr.  Harold  F.  Barke,  B.Sc.  F.I.C,  has  been  appointed 
by  the  Salisbury  City  Council  as  public  analyst,  at  251. 
per  annum,  in  succession  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Stoddart,  F.I.C, 
who  has  resigned  after  thirty-three  years'  service.  Mr. 
Barke  had  acted  as  additional  analyst  with  Mr.  Stoddart 
for  some  time. 

Mr.  A.  H.  M.  Muter,  public  analyst  for  Wandsworth, 
reports  that  during  the  past  year  forty -three  samples  of 
drugs  were  analysed  and  all  proved  to  be  genuine,  with 
the  exception  of  one  formal  and  two  informal  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  out  of  nine  submitted  for  analysis.  Mr, 
Muter  states  that  the  result  is  most  satisfactory,  when  it 
is  noted  that  out  of  twenty-one  different  drugs  examined, 
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the  three  deficient  samples  all  occurred  in  one  type — 
camphorated  oil.  They  were  deficient  12,  16,  and  20  per 
cent,  in  camphor,  and,  as  the  deficiency  was  so  small,  the 
Public  Health  Committee  decided  not  to  prosecute,  but  to 
■warn  the  vendors.  The  drugs  reported  as  genuine  were 
citric  acid  1  sample,  tartaric  acid  2,  cream  of  tartar  2, 
Friar's  balsam  2,  lime-water  4,  glycerin  7,  citrate  of  mag- 
nesia 2,  almond  oil  1,  eucalyptus  oil  1,  Gregory's  powder  1, 
compound  liquorice-powder  1,  powdered  rhubarb  1,  sul- 
phate of  quinine  1,  saffron  2,  spirit  of  ammonia  1,  milk 
of  sulphur  1,  tincture  of  iodine  1,  ammoniated  tincture 
of  quinine  2,  and  ipecacuanha-wine  1.

Shops  Act. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
County  of  London  Association  of  Pharmacists  on 
August  14,  a  letter  from  the  Deputy-Clerk  of  the  London 
County  Council  was  considered,  as  also  the  report  of  the 
Council's  Public  Control  Committee.  The  County  Council 
asked  for  information  as  to  the  day  most  favoured  by 
chemists  for  a  general  half -holiday.  There  was  a  long 
discussion,  the  views  of  the  chemists  in  the  south-western 
area  being  expressed  in  letters  received  from  their  repre- 
sentatives. The  committee  ultimately  agreed  that  at  present 
pharmacists  generally  were  in  favour  of  closing  on  Thurs- 
day (with  Saturday  as  an  alternative  day),  but  owing  to 
the  difficulty  in  consideration  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act.  a  closing  order  could  not  be  satisfactorily  operative.

Meat  Wines. 

The  Deptford  medical  officer  (Dr.  W.  H.  Whitehouse) 
in  his  annual  report,  in  referring  to  the  sale  of  meat  and 
medicated  wines,  states  that  it  may  be  said  that  many 
women  are  "tricked"  into  taking  alcohol  by  the  popular- 
ad  vert isements  concerning  these  wines,  whose  use  rests 
upon  a  thin  stratum  of  distorted  physiology,  which  has  the 
usual  seductiveness  of  a  half-truth.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  learn,  he  states,  that  some  retail  chemists,  realising  the 
harm  these  highly  alcoholised  preparations  might  spread, 
refuse  to  stock  them.  In  some  towns  leading  chemists  will 
not  supply  them — an  example,  he  was  informed,  followed 
by  others.  This  sacrifice  of  commercial  profit  for  the  good 
of  (he  common  weal  is  worthy  of  recognition.  But  the 
ubiquitous  grocer  steps  in  where  the  conscientious 
chemist  refused  to  tread,  and  those  in  whom  the  liking 
for  alcohol  has  been  roused  by  these  wines  have  no  diffi- 


culty in  keeping  it  alive  by  recourse  to  the  grocer's 
counter. 

Bristol  Notes. 

Messrs.  Boots,  Ltd.,  have  secured  a  fine  corner  site  in 
Bedminster  for  erecting  a  branch  business  there. 

"  Rexall  "  goods  are  making  a  brave  show  in  Bristol; 
but  there  is  a  good  deal  of  leeway  to  make  up  before  the 
public  become  unfaithful  to  home-made  articles. 

Many  chemists  with  a  photographic  connection  are 
now  displaying  the  "Happy  Moments"  posters,  whicil 
6eem  to  give  them  an  advantage  over  their  colleagues 
who  have  not  entered  into  the  scheme. 

At  the  sixth  annual  show  for  kidney  beans  and  asters, 
in  connection  with  Ferris  &  Co.'s  Horticultural  Society, 
at  Bristol,  the  prize-winners  were  :  Plate  of  kidney 
beans,  any  variety  :  1,  G.  Baker ;  2,  A.  Harding ;  3,  E.

A  novel  door-blind  is  to  be  seen  in  Clifton.  The 
blind,  a  red  one,  is  somewhat  longer  than  the  pane  of 
glass  it  covers  ;  when  fully  drawn  it  displays  the  legend 
"  Hours  of  Business,  etc."  The  shop  is  ai  lock-up  one; 
and  when  the  proprietor  goes  home  he  pulls  the  string  and 
the  legend  then  runs,  "  Hours  of  Business,  etc.,  closed. 
In  case  of  emergency  apply  private  address."  On  early- 
closing  days  it  is  pulled  up  to  within  18  in.  of  the 
top,  and  reads  thus  :  "  Shops  Act,  1913,"  with  the 
official  notice  printed  in  letters  of  the  orthodox  size. 
Fires. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  August  18  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  premises  of  Raimes  &  Co.,  wholesale  drug- 
gists, Micklegate,  York.  An  employe  was  searching  for 
a  leakage  of  oil  with  a  naked  light  when  a  cask  near  by 
caught  fire.  The  flames  were  subdued  by  the  use  of  sand 
before  serious  damage  had  been  done. 

An  explosion  following  the  dropping  of  a  small  drum 
containing  some  chemical  near  a  gas-stove  was  the  initial 
cause  of  the  fire  which  gutted  the  factory  of  the 
Chemical  Supply  Co.,  at  Plaistow,  London,  E.,  on 
August  19.  The  building  involved  was  about  35  ft.  by 
40  ft.,  and  consisted  of  two  storeys.  The  large  works 
of  the  Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd.,  were 
seriously  endangered  for  some  time,  but  the  West  Ham 
fire-brigade  succeeded  in  preventing  the  flames  spread- 
ing across  the  few  feet  separating  the  two  factories. 
Manchester  Notes. 

Mr.  Walter  White,  F.R.C.S.,  Manchester,  who  died  at 
Colwyn  Bay  on  August  19,  aged  seventy-eight,  was  for 
many  years  one  of  the  leading  surgeons  in  the  North.  He 
originated  two  operations — for  haemorrhoids  and  on  the 
tongue — using  special  blunt-pointed  scissors  for  the  cutting 
■stages. 

The  Manchester  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  has 
arranged  a  ramble  over  Kinderscourt  on  August  31.

An  Amateur  Vet. 

The  King's  Heath  (Birmingham)  Magistrates  on 
August  19  fined  Ernest  Rudge,  of  Halesowen,  20s.,  and 
costs,  for  cruelty  to  a  horse.  Defendant  had  attempted 
to  stitch  up  a  large  gaping  wound  with  an  ordinary 
needle  and  thread,  but  the  stitches  had  been  placed  so 
near  the  edge  of  the  wound  that  they  had  broken  away. 
The  Magistrates  thought  accused  had  erred  in  ignorance. 
Athletics  and  Sports. 

The  tie  between  Mr.  J.  M.  Mackenzie  and  Mr.  A. 
Boyes  in  the  B.P.  Conference  golf  match  on  July  25, 
for  a  rose-bowl  presented  by  the  London  Chemists'  Golf- 
ing Society,  was  played  off  at  North  Queensferry  on 
August  16,  when  Mr.  Boyes  won  on  the  twentieth  green. 

The  Wholesale  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  League  match, 
played  at  Wadham  Lodge  on  August  16,  between  Allen- 
burys' CO.  and  The  British  Drug  Houses  C.C.  ended 
after  a  keen  and  exciting  game  in  a  win  for  Allenburys 
by  9  runs.  Scores  :  Allenburys,  58;  B.  D.  H.,  49.  For 
the  victors  W.  J.  Stokes  took  seven  wickets  for  20  runs,

Brevities. 

At  Strathpeffer,  the  health  resort,  radium  water  is 
■being  sold  at  2s.  6d.  per  glass.  As  only  about  forty 
glasses  a  day  can  be  obtained,  a  queue  form's  daily  outside 
the  radium  room. 

An  Australian  pioneer  colonist  named  William  Robbie, 
aged  ninety-one,  who  was  generally  supposed  to  be  indi- 
gent, has  died  at  Ballarat  and  bequeathed  30,000/.  to  the 
University  of  Aberdeen  for  establishing  scholarships. 
Edinburgh. 

The  "tip"  in  last  week's  0.  db  D.  to  place  a 
/piece  of  sulphur  in  drinking-water  has  been  im- 
parted by  a  chemist  to  several  customers,  who  said  that 
most  insect-powders  were  of  little  value  in  coping  with 
the  plague  of  fleas  following  the  long  spell  of  hot  weather. 
In  one  or  two  instances  it  has  given  individuals 
immunity. 

It  is  feared  that  Mr.  Robert  Lewis,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, will  not  be  able  to  get  about  again.  He  is  now  in 
his  eighty-eighth  year  and,  until  his  illness  a  year  or 
two  ago,  he  was  a  welcome  visitor  at  pharmacies' in  this 
and  other  towns.  Genial,  sprightly,  and  witty  at  that 
time,  many  a  chemist  could  not  believe  that  he  was  being 
-entertained  with  stories  of  the  long  ago  by  an  octogenarian 
who  himself  had  figured  in  some  of  them.  Mr.  Lewis 
paid  a  hundred  and  fifty  guineas  as  premium  for  appren- 
ticeship. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Green,  F.R.S.E.,  in  a  paper  on  "The  Local 
Incidence  of  Cancer  in  Relation  to  Fuel,"  in  the  "  Edin- 
burgh Medical  Journal  "  for  August,  states  he  is  convinced 
that  the  etiology  of  cancer  will  ultimately  be  found  to  be 
connected  with  the  fuel  question.  He  lays  stress  on  the 
apparent  connection  between  the  increased  proportion  of 
sulphur  in  peat  (approaching  the  amount  in  coal)  in  dis- 
tricts in  Scotland  where  cancer  is  very  common,  and  the 
low  proportion  in  the  peat  places  where  cancer  is  rare. 
iSulphur  dioxide  is  named  as  the  exciting  influence. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Assistant  Professorships. — Nine  positions  of  assis- 
tant-professor in  the  principal  French  schools  of  phar- 
macy will  be  open  for  competition  in  1914  at  Paris  :  on 
February  25  in  the  Section  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  and 
Toxicology  (four  vacancies)  ;  on  May  24  in  Natural  His- 
tory (four  vacancies)  and  in  Pharmacy  (one  vacancy  at 
Montpellier) . 

In  "Greater  France." — M.  Morel,  Minister  of 
Colonies,  has  issued  a  decree  affecting  the  importation  of 
certain  drugs  into  the  French  possessions  in  India.  The 
introduction  and  stocking  of  cocaine,  morphine,  and  their 
salts,  also  of  their  derivatives  or  preparations  having 
analogous  physiological  action,  such  as  holocaine,  novo- 
caine,  tropacocaine,  alypin,  stovaine,  and  heroin,  may 
only  be  permitted  in  the  case  of  persons  referred  to  by 
the  tenth  clause  of  the  decree  of  April  10,  1911  (i.e., 
pharmacists).  The  authorisation  is  given  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  town  where  the  importer  resides,  and  a  copy  is  to 
be  addressed  to  the  General  Secretary  at  Pondichery  and 
to  the  Administrator  of  each  of  the  dependencies. 

"  Stink-balls  "  were,  it  is  said,  last  used  by  the  Chinese 
in  warfare,  but  their  final  disappearance  from  the  field  of 
battle  is  apparently  destined  to  coincide  with  their  intro- 
duction as  police  weapons.  It  is  an  open  secret  that  since 
the  Bonnot  "siege"  the  question  has  been  considered  of 
"  smoking  out  "  defiant  outlaws  who  fortify  and  hold  their 
last  resort.  The  latest  news  from  New  Caledonia  is  that  a 
liberated  convict  of  sixty-eight,  having  wounded  his  wife 
after  a  scene  of  jealousy,  barricaded  himself  in  his  house 
and  defied  the  police,  shooting  one  of  his  assailants  dead. 
M.  Fruitet,  a  Noumea  pharmacist,  arrived  with  a  formol 
pump.  With  remarkable  courage  he  went  right  up  to  the 
door  of  the  house,  and,  with  the  aid  of  two  volunteers, 
passed  the  tube  under  the  door.  The  formol  vapours 
slowdy  but  steadily  did  their  work,  and  after  an  hour's 
work  the  ex-convict  was  obliged  to  leave  the  house,  and 
was  "brought  down"  the  minute  he  left  his  refuge. 

Indiarubber  Teats. — M.  Lutz,  assistant  professor  at 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  presented  to  the  Academy 
of  Medicine  a  report  on  indiarubber  teats.  He  has 
found  that  those  made  in  "  feuille  anglaise  " — i.e.,  pure 
rubber,  vulcanised  hot  in  a  sulphur  bath — are  inoffensive. 
In  others,  the  real  rubber  is  mixed  with  rubber  substitute 
obtained  by  the  action  of  chloride  of  sulphur  on  drying 
oils,  and  this  mixture  can  only  be  vulcanised  by  the  cold 
method,  which  does  not  permit  of  the  total  elimination 
of  the  vulcanising  agent.  The  colouring  agent  may  also 
be  objectionable,  especially  when  red  sulphide  of  mercury 
is  employed.  Some  teats,  especially  the  transparent  kinds, 
are  made  by  dipping  moulds  in  a  solution  of  rubber  in 
benzine.  These  are  vulcanised  by  chloride  of  sulphur,  and 
may  give  off  acid  when  sterilised.  They  may  always 
contain  residual  benzine.  Low  grades  should  conse- 
quently be  avoided.  M.  Lutz  states  that  those  made  of 
"feuille  anglaise"  should  be  insisted  upon  as  the  only 
really  hygienic  teats. 

British  Imported  Merchandise. — The  Board  of  Trade 
are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  a  copy  of  a 
letter  which  has  been  addressed  by  the  French  Minister 
of  Commerce  and  Industry  to  the  British  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Paris,  respecting  the  marking  of  merchandise 
imported  into  France  by  British  firms  possessing  branch 
establishments  in  that  country.  (See  C.  &  D.,  May  17, 
index  folio  744.)  The  French  Minister  states  that  British 
houses  sending  goods  marked  with  their  name  to  their 
own  branches  in  France  will  be  allowed  to  replace  the 
corrective  "  importe  d'Angleterre  "  by  the  name  of  the 
place  of  manufacture,  only  on  conditions  :  (1)  That 
the  name  of  the  place  of  manufacture  is  not  accom- 
panied by  any  statement  which  may  lead  to  the  belief 
that  the  goods  to  which  it  is  applied  are  produced  in 
France — e.g.,  the  mark  "John  Brown  &  Co.,  London  and 
Paris."  is  inadmissible.  (2)  That  the  branch  in  France  is 
a  selling  and  not  a  manufacturing  branch.  (3)  That  the 
letter-heads,  advertising  matter,  price-lists,  etc.,  of  the 
French  branch  clearly  indicate  its  nationality. 
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Life  of  Berthelot. — No  one  is  better  qualified  to  write 
the  biography  of  Marcellin  Berthelot  than  his  collaborator 
and  successor  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy 
and  the  College  of  France,  M.  Emile  Jungfleisch.  In  his 
recently  published  work  is  followed  the  great  chemist's 
debut  in  Pelouze's  laboratory  in  1849,  his  subsequent 
entrance  to  the  College  of  France  as  preparator  to  Balard, 
his  nomination  (at  the  Paris  School)  to  the  first  titulary 
chair  of  Organic  Chemistry  founded  in  France,  and  his 
marriage  with  Mile.  Sophie  Niaudet.  How  happy  was 
this  choice  everyone  knows.  On  Sunday  evenings  the  Ber- 
vhelot's  "  salon  "  reunited  scientific,  literary,  and  political 
men  of  light  and  leading,  and  many  interesting  discus- 
sions took  place  at  these  simple  home  gatherings.  Ernest 
Renan  was,  of  course,  one  of  the  earliest  and  closest  of 
Berthelot's  intimates.  President  of  the  Scientific  Com- 
mittee for  the  Defence  of  Paris  in  1870-1,  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  Berthelot 
was  as  well  known  as  a  public  man  as  a  .savant.  The  list 
of  his  published  papers  on  scientific  subjects  occupies  10U 
pages  of  the  biography. 

The  Fly  Nuisance. — M.  Hennion,  Prefect  of  Police, 
has  had  half  a  million  circulars  printed  describing  simple 
precautions  for  preserving  food  against  flies,  for  exclud- 
ing these  insects  from  houses  and  killing  those  which 
enter,  finally  for  destroying  the  larv«,  etc.  Of  these  cir- 
culars 400,000  will  be  distributed  in  the  Communal 
("  Board  ")  schools  in  Paris  and  suburbs,  the  other  100,000 
to  the  secondary  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  posters 
(headed  by  a  huge  picture  of  a  fly,  its  lava  and  eggs,  and 
consequently  exciting  some  attention)  are  being  placed 
throughout  France.  The  text  draws  attention  to  the 
action  of  the  fly  in  spreading  disease,  and  gives  hints 
as  to  their  destruction.  These  are  founded  on  Dr.  Vail- 
lard's  suggestions  for  dealing  with  the  fly  nuisance,  which 
are  printed  in  the  "  Union  Pharmaceutique."  The  doctor 
recommends  cresyl,  both  for  the  destruction  of  flies  in 
houses  and  for  the  annual  fumigation  of  stables,  cattle- 
sheds,  etc.  All  refuse,  he  points  out,  should  be  promptly 
destroyed.  Where  this  is  not  possible — as,  for  instance, 
in  farm  manure  heaps,  etc. — some  "  larvicide,"  such  as 
quicklime,  chloride  of  lime,  sulphate  of  iron,  or  shale- 
oil,  should  be  used.  The  possibility  of  destroying  flies  by 
the  cultivation  of  the  parasitical  maladies  to  which  these 
insects  are  subject  is  also  alluded  to. 

Import  Ditties  in  Argentina. — The  new  tax  imposed 
by  the  Government  of   the  Argentine  Republic  on  pro- 
prietary medicines  and  perfumery  has  been  the  subject  of 
discussion    at  several  meetings  of  the  Paris  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association.    The  objectionable  feature  of  the 
tax  oeems  to  be  that  it  is  levied  ad  valorem  cn  the  marked 
sale  [retail]  price  of  the  gocds.    The  Parisian  Perfumers' 
Association  has  presented  a  protest  againct  this  "arbi- 
trary and  vexatious  "  tax  by  the  intermediation  of  the 
Minister  of  Foreign   Affairs.'      The  wholesale  -  druggists 
have  joined  in  this  proteot,  and  it  is  hoped  to  arrange 
a  meeting  between  the  representatives  of  the  three  Asso- 
ciations interested — perfumers,  wholesale  druggists,  and 
patent-medicine    manufacturers — for    common    and  con- 
certed action  in  the  matter.    M.  Michel  (President  of  the 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association)  mentioned  the  pretest 
of  the  Argentine  pharmacists  who  shut  up  shop  for  three 
days,   which  made  the  Government  postpone  the -opera- 
tion of  the  duty  for  six  months,  and  promise  to  submit 
the  echeme  to  a  committee  composed  of  three  business 
men  and  three  officials  for  revision.    These  new  "  interior 
t:>xes  "  seem  specially  directed  at  French  products,  for  it 
is  stated  that  "proprietary  medicines  and  perfumery  are 
almost    all    French,"    and     champagnes,    cognacs,  and 
liqueurs  are  also  affected,  which  explains  the  protest  of 
the  French  Wine  and  Spirit  Exporters'  Federation.  The 
Franco- Argentine  Customs  Treaty  of  1892  limits  Customs 
duties,  and  this  application  of  "  interior  taxes"  i''.  looked 
nmrr'as  an  indirect  method  of  nullifying  the  effects  of 
this  treaty. 

Riviera  Notes. 

Monsieur  C'ordonnier  will  shortly  open  a  pharmacy  at 
the  Grand  Hotel  Negrcsco.  Promenade  des  Anglais,  Nice, 
which  will  bear  the  name  of  "  Pharmacie  Femina." 


War  against  Opium. — M.  Vignolles,  Superintendent  of 
Police  at  Toulon,  discovered  at  a  house  of  ill-fame  a  large- 
quantity  of  smoking-opium,  as  well  as  letters  from  naval 
officers  requesting  to  be  supplied  with  the  drug.  The  opium 
was  bought  as  contraband  from  sailors.  The  officers  have- 
been  punished  by  the  naval  authorities.  The  opium  sup- 
plied in  these  cases  never  comes  from  the  pharmacists,  as- 
the  rules  of  inspection  are  too  strict  to  allow  of  the  phar- 
macist running  the  risk  of  imprisonment. 

Sale  of  Poppies. — A  pharmacist  of  Cagnes  (Alpes-Mari- 
times)  has  been  sued  at  the  Grasse  Police  Court  for  selling- 
poppies  without  a  prescription.  The  Superintendent  of" 
Police  at  Cagnes  was  the  prosecutor.  The  Grasse  Tribunal 
acquitted  the  pharmacist,  as  it  was  deemed  that  the  sale 
of  three  poppies  could  not  be  subject  to  such  a  heavy  fine  as- 
is  provided  by  Article  I.  of  the  Law  of  July  19,  1845  (a 
fine  of  lOOfr.  to  3,O00fr.  and  imprisonment  from  6ix  days  to* 
two  months).  The  Minister  of  Public  Affairs  has  neverthe- 
less decided  to  appeal  against  the  verdict. 

Inspection  of  Pharmacies. — The  medicaments  sampled  by 
the  pharmacist-inspectors  in  1913  in  the  Alpes-Maritimes  in- 
clude:  Sydenham's  laudanum  extract  of  nux  vomica,  pow- 
dered rhubarb,  mercurial  ointment,  scammony  resin,  and 
chloroform.  Medicaments  conforming  to  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia and  recognised  as  necessary  in  the  execution  of 
English  prescriptions  are  officially  tolerated  in  the  phar- 
macies of  the  Riviera,  but  under  the  condition  that  the- 
medicament  mentions  on  the  label  "British  Pharmacopceifc," 
which  many  pharmacists  abbreviate  to  B.P. 

Tooth-drawing  in  Days  Gone  By. 

"  To  lie  like  a  tooth-drawer  "  (mcntir  comme  un  arracheuv 
de  dents)    is  an  old  yet  current  French  phrase,  and,  like- 
many  popular  sayings,   has  an   interesting  and  historical 
origin.    M.    Bouchot,    in    his    "  Histoire   anecdotique  des- 
Metiers  avant  1789,"  states  that  in  the  days  of  Good  Queen 
Bess  the  dental  art  in  France  had  passed  entirely  into  the- 
hands  of  the  operators  who  attended  fairs  and  markets  in 
plumed  hats,  swords,  and  spurs,  and  whose  "  painless  " 
operations  were  fearful  and  wonderful  to  behold.  Courval, 
in    his    "  Satire,"    relates   how  one,    while  chattering  _  to 
the  crowd,  "  subtly  slipped  a  little  narcotic  or  stupefying; 
powder  to  calm  the  spot  and  render  it  without  sensation." 
This  is,  perhaps,  the  first  instance  on  record  of  local  dental, 
anaesthetics,  but  what  is  still  more  remarkable  is  that  "  with- 
the  other  ringer  ho  applied  a  marvellous  caustic  powder, 
which  was  of  such  sudden  effect  that  in  a  moment  it  made  a. 
hole  in  the  gum,  and  so  loosened  and  unrooted  the  tooth  that 
it  came  out  as  soon  as  he  touched  it— sometimes  before."' 
Lest  sufferers  from  toothache  should  moan  for  the  "  good' 
old  times  "  when  such  marvellous  powders  were  obtainable,- 
let  us  haste  to  complete  CourvaPs  picture  and  show  how 
these  powders  finished  their  work  by  making  all  the  other- 
teeth  fall  out  one  by  one.    "Thus,"  cheerfully  concludes 
Courval,  "  it  is  much  worse  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  empirics- 
than  into  the  claws  of  the  carrion,  for  these  only  feast  of  the- 
dead,  while  charlatans  devour  the  living."    The  outward 
and  visible  sign  of  the  fair  dentist's  profession  was  a  neck- 
lace of  hollow  teeth  strung  on  a  cord,  which  relieved  the- 
"  customary  suit  of  solemn  black."    His  forceps,  technically- 
known  as  a  "  pelican,"  were  strong  enough  to  wrench  out 
a  portion  of  the  jaw  if  the  tooth  refused  to  part  company  by- 
less  forcible  means. 

To  assure  the  crowd  of  the  painless  character  of  the  opera- 
tion was  naturally  the  end  and  aim  of  the  tooth-drawer's- 
efforts.  The  tale  of  the  poet  Sibus  (1661)  shows  us  this- 
poverty-stricken  versifier,  blessed  or  cursed  with  a  magni- 
ficent set  of  molars,  but  without  the  wherewithal  to  use  them 
He  lounges,  hungry  and  destitute,  before  the  booth  of 
Cormier,  the  famous  dentist,  and  the  honest  practitioner 
offers  the  poet  the  tempting  sum  of  10  sous  for  each  of  his- 
teeth,  on  the  strict  understanding  that  he  is  to  declare  that 
the  extraction  has  been  rather  pleasant  than  otherwise. 
The  wretched  man  does  his  best,  and  swears  (once  it  is  over)' 
that  Cormier's  methods  are  perfect,  but  his  demeanour  at 
the  critical  moment  has  not  reassured  the  crowd,  and  pay- 
ment is  sternly  refused.  Arnaud,  who  operated  on  the  Pont- 
Neuf  (which,  as  every  Parisian  knows,  is  the  oldest  bridge 
in  the  French  metropolis),  proclaimed  himself  as  dental 
practitioner  to  the  Holy  Roman  Conclave,  and  portraits  ot 
his  illustrious  clients  (the  Pope  in  the  middle  with  a  plaster 
on  his  face)  figured  in  front  of  his  booth.  Le  Grand 
Thomas  "  was  the  most  famous  of  all  the  seventeenth- 
century  dentists.  When  the  Dauphin  was  born,  he  promised 
a  free  banquet  to  all  and  sundry  on  the  Pont-Neuf ;  unfor- 
tunately, the  veto  of  the  Lieutenant  de  Police  prevented- 
this  first  experiment  in  free-luncheon  counters.  He  died  in- 
1757  comparatively  poor— 54,000  livres  and  some  house  pro- 
perty was  considered  a  meagre  result  for  a  successful.

(writes  a  Johannesburg  correspondent  under  the  date

■stores  of  groceries,  paraffin,  and  coal,  and  prices  are  rising 
.rapidly.  On  July  4  coal  was  almost  unobtainable  in  Pre- 
toria, as  much  as  15s.  being  paid  for  a  2-cwt.  bag. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal. 

'The  fifteenth  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  the  Transvaal  was  held  at  the  Grand 
National  Hotel,  Johannesburg,  on  July  24,  with  Mr.  E.  L. 
Railing  (President)  in  the  chair.  He  was  supported  by 
the  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  J.  Christie  and  L.  R.  Tibbitt 
((Pretoria),  W.  H.  Cross  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  about  sixty 
smembers  and  associates,  among  whom  were  Messrs.  Keir, 
Wheildon,  Marshall,  Easterbrook,  Macdonald,  Purnell, 
Karnovsky,  Ashkanazy,  Keating,  Ingram,  Wernikoff, 
Thomas,  Butters,  Bull,  Solomon,  Roux,  Smith,  Mitchell, 
-Carnegie,  Main,  Rennie,  Hetherington,  Harmel,  Jones, 
Brown,  King,  Williamson,  Young,  Carine,  Birkett, 
Newson,  Simpson,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Jamieson. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  annual  report  and  balance- 
.sheet,  which  was  adopted.  The  membership  is  now  181. 
The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  report  : 

The  financial  statement  shows  that  the  total  receipts, 
including  a  cash  balance  brought  forward  from  the  previous 
year,  amounted  to  263/.  5s.  3d:  The  expenditure  was 
111?.  8s.  10cZ.,  leaving-  a  balance  at  bank  of  15H.  16s.  5d., 
;and  a  fixed  deposit  of  106?.  17s.  During  the  year  the  Society 
lost  three  members  through  death.  Reference  is  made 
to  the  steps  taken  by  the  Society  to  form  a  P.A.T.A.,  and 
although  progress  has  been  slow,  advancement  has  been 
made  which  it  is  hoped  will  strengthen  the  position  of 
chemists  all  over  South  Africa.  In  response  to  an  invitation 
'from  the  Federation  of  Grocers  and  Provision  Merchants,  the 
committee  appointed  certain  delegates  to  assist  that  Associa- 
tion in  devising  means  of  preventing  so-called  tea-rooms 
from  keeping  open  at  all  hours  in  defiance  of  the  Shop 
Hours  Act.  Several  meetings  were  attended  with,  it  is 
hoped,  good  results.  A  deputation  waited  on  the  Chairman 
•of  the  Provincial  Council  Committee  in  reference  to  the 
above,  and  was  attended  by  Mr.  Tibbitt.  The  Chairman 
suggested  tha+.  the  uniform  hour  of  closing  for  chemists,  as 
'for  others,  throughout  the  Province  should  be  7  P.M.,  instead 
of  8  P.M.  The  committee's  attention  was  directed  to  the 
'fact  that  various  statements  had  been  made  before  the 
Black  Peril  Commission  damaging  to  the  reputation  of 
•chemists  generally,  and  a  strong  letter  was  immediately 
written  requesting  that  the  President  should  attend  as 
a  witness  to  refute  such  statements.  Unfortunately,  the 
'Commission  soon  after  adjourned  to  Cape  Town ;  but 
after  some  correspondence  the  definite  assurance  was  given 
that  nothing  derogatory  to  the  body  of  chemists  should 
^appear  in  the  report.  The  classes  which  were  formed  in 
•connection  with  the  School  of  Mines  and  Technology  have 


proved  successful,  and  have  filled  a  long-felt  want,  but  the 
committee  trust  that  they  will  be  even  better  supported  by 
students  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.  In  the  recent 
litigation,  which  caused  much  interest  in  pharmaceutical 
circles,  the  committee  deemed  it  advisable  to  employ  a 
solicitor  to  watch  the  proceedings  in  case  the  chemists' 
right  to  prescribe  should  be  called  into  question.  The  status 
of  chemists  under  the  Defence  Scheme  has  not  been  lost 
sight  of,  and  communications  are  still  being  kept  up  between 
the  Society  and  the  Minister  of  Defence.  The  remainder 
of  the  report  deals  briefly  with  social  functions  which  have 
taken  place  during  the  year. 

The  Chairman,  in  a  short  speech,  gave  a  resume  cf  the 
work  done  by  the  committee  during  the  past  year ;  he  also 
thanked  the  committee  for  their  loyal  support  during  his 
term  of  office,  and  wished  to  record  his  high  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Cross,  the  Hon.  Secretary, 
who  was  retiring  after  serving  two  years  in  this  position. 
The  result  of  the  ballot  for  office-bearers  for  the  ensuing 
year  was  as  follows:  President,  Mr.  J.  Christie;  V?>e- 
Presidents,  Messrs.  H.  Wheildon  and  L.  R.  Tibbitt 
(Pretoria)  ;  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasursr,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Cross  {pro  tern.)  ;  Committee,  Messrs.  W.  H.  Cross.  W. 
Easterbrook,  C.  Keir,  J.  Main,  A.  Rennie,  and  E.  L. 
Palling;  Country  Committee,  Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones 
(Boksburg),  E.  J.  Adcock  (Krugersdorp),  and  W.  Whyto 
(Roodepoort). 

Mr.  J.  Christie  then  took  the  chair  and  thanked  the 
Society  for  the  honour  conferred  upon  him.  He  stated 
that  the  Society  had  done  much  good  work  in  the  past,  but 
in  spite  of  that  fact  pharmacy  in  the  Transvaai  was  in 
a  very  bad  state  at  the  present  time,  chiefly  owing  to  the 
unbusinesslike  cutting  of  one  or  two  individuals  "who  have 
adopted  a  system  once  common  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  where  to-dav  that  style  of  trying  to  increase 
tiade  is  considered  very  unbusinesslike  and  poor.  The  manu- 
facturers of  the  exploited  lines  in  that  country  recognised 
the  danger,  and  they  assisted  in  putting  down  the  evil. 
In  England  the  chemists  experienced  the  same  trouble, 
but  a  P.A.T.A.  solved  the  problem,  and  to-day  the 
chemists  of  Great  Britain  enjoy  a  protected  profit  on  the 
majority  of  proprietary  articles.  During  the  past  year  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal  had  lent  its  aid 
in  the  formation  of  a  P.A.T.A.  of  South  Africa,  and  a, 
certain  amount  of  progress  had  been  made,  but  there  is 
still  a  tremendous  amount  to  be  done.  He  appealed  to 
every  member  of  the  trade  to  support  the  movement;  he 
was  sure  that  98  per  cent,  wanted  a  P.A.T.A.,  and  if  they 
would  only  do  their  part  success  would  be  assured.  The 
Chairman  also  referred  to  the  draft  ordinance  drawn  up 
by  the  delegates  at  the  conference  held  in  Bloemfontein. 
The  delegates  had,  however,  pledged  themselves  to 
secrecy,  so  that  the  trade  was  ignorant  of  many  points 
contained  in  the  proposed  Bill.  He  considered  that  the 
Society  should  have  an  opportunity  of  discussing  this 
important  measure  before  it  is  introduced  into  the  Union 
Prrliament,  as  it  affects  every  one  of  them. 

A  discussion  then  took  place  as  to  the  advisability  of 
chemists  closing  their  establishments  at  7  p.m.  instead  of 
8  p.m.  and  opening  for  one  hour  in  the  morning  and  even- 
ing instead  of  two  hours  as  at  present.  Mr.  Tibbitt  stated 
that  when  he  appeared  before  the  Provincial  Council  Shop 
Hours  Committee,  he  was  asked  by  the  Chairman  if 
chemists  would  fall  into  line  with  other  trades  and  close 
at  7  p.m.,  as  this  would  facilitate  them  in  dealing  with 
infringements  of  the  Act.  He  was  also  informed  that 
special  inspectors  would  be  employed  by  the  police  to  see 
that  this  Act  would  be  enforced.  Mr.  Ashkanazy  pro- 
posed that  the  meeting  instruct  the  committee  of  the 
Society  to  recommend  this  alteration,  which  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Bull  and  agreed  to  with  only  two  dissentients. 
Mr.  Harmel  mentioned  that  several  prosecutions  _  were 
pending  against  chemists  for  diagnosing  and  prescribing, 
and  said  that  one  of  the  magistrates  had  stated  during 
a  recent  prosecution  that  chemists  had  no  right  to  pre- 
scribe. The  President  replied  that  no  steps  had  been 
taken  to  appeal  against  recent  prosecutions  as  they  were 
convictions  for  diagnosing,  but  should  any  chemist  be  con- 
victed for  prescribing,  then  the  committee  would  en- 
deavour to  secure  a  reversion  of  such  a  decision.  The 
meeting  closed  with  votes  of  thanks.

The  Commonwealth. 

State  Insurance. — The  Government  is  proceeding 
immediately  to  prepare  an  Insurance  measure.  Mr.  Glynn, 
Minister  of  External  Affairs,  who  will  have  charge  of  the 
Bill,  has  stated  that  it  is  intended  to  administer  the  sick- 
ness benefit  through  the  friendly  societies,  on  the  lines  of 
the  English  Act.  The  proposals,  in  addition  to  sickness, 
invalidity,  and  unemployment  insurance,  will  comprise 
funeral  benefit,  relief  for  widows  and  orphans,  workmen's 
compensation,  employers'  liability,  and  industrial  insur- 
ance generally. 

New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  Francis  Kemp,  managing  director  of  F.  Kemp  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Sydney,  has  retired  from  business.  He 
received  a  presentation  from  the  staff  on  the  eve  of  his 
retirement.  He  has  been  managing  director  since  the 
formation  of  the  company. 

Haynes'  Drug  Store,  Ltd.,  has  been  registered  in 
Sydney  with  a  capital  of  10,000?.  in  11.  shares,  to  acquire 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  carried  on  at 
King  Street.  The  store  opened  during  June  at  the 
corner  of  King  Street  and  Elizabeth  Street,  which  is  one 
of  the  stopping  places  of  many  of  the  trams.  The 
exterior  gives  little  suggestion  of  an  ordinary  pharmacy, 
and,  on  entering,  the  conspicuous  features  are  the  electro- 
plate-counter, the  soda-fountain,  the  toilet-articles,  and 
the  tobacco  and  cigar  counter.  The  dispensing  depart- 
ment is.  for  the  sake  of  quietness  and  the  saving  of  space, 
placed  in  a  sort  of  gallery. 

New  Zealand. 

Milk-sugar  Manufacture. — The  New  Zealand  Sugar 
of  Milk  and  Casein  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  issued  a  prospectus, 
inviting  subscriptions  for  a  capital  of  25,000/.  Two  of 
the  provisional  directors  are  Peter  Francis  Finlayson.  of 
Christchurch,  drug-manufacturers'  agent,  and  John 
Gerrie  Neil,  manufacturing  chemist,  Dunedin.  The  com- 
pany is  to  enter  into  agreement  with  Mr.  Neil  to  act  as 
chemical  director  for  seven  years  at  a  salary  of  1501., 
and  Mr.  Finlayson  as  managing  director  for  seven  years 
at  a  salary  of  500/.  ;  also  take  over  agreements  entered 
into  with  various  dairying  companies  for  the  supply  of 
whey.  The  prospectus  states  that  Mr.  Finlayson  is 
familiar  with  the  American  and  Continental  processes 
for  manufacturing  sugar  of  milk  and  with  the  machinery 
that  is  necessary.  Mr.  J.  G.  Neil,  Ph.G.,  Ph.C. 
Columbia  University,  New  York,  devoted  a  large  amount 
of  time  while  in  America  to  the  study  of  industrial 
chemistry,  especially  as  concerns  modern  refining  in  the 
sugar  industries.  The  works,  to  treat  an  average  quan- 
tity of  14,000  gals,  per  day,  comprising  machinery, 
plant,  and  buildings,  are  estimated  to  cost  between 
9,000/.  and  10,000/.  This  will  also  include  the  manu- 
facture of  casein,  and  investigations  are  being  made  to 
see  if  it  is  possible  to  add  the  manufacture  of  albumen. 
The  company  also  takes  over  a  patent  for  the  precipi- 
tation of  lactose  from  solution. 

Victoria. 

Pharmacy  Board. — The  committee  appointed  to  in- 
quire regarding  registration-fees  have  reported  that  under 
Section  82  of  the  Medical  Act,  1890,  Part  III.,  the  Board 
is  empowered  to  charge  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  regulation.  The  committee  recommend  that  the 
registration-fee  for  British  and  foreign  applicants  be 
increased  to  5/.  5s.  With  regard  to  interstate  registra- 
tions, the  committee  recommend  that  the  other  boards 
be  asked  to  agree  to  an  increase  of  the  fee  from  21.  2s. 
to  31.  3s.  The  committee  consider  that  applicants  from 
places  outside  Victoiia  should  on  entering  for  the  Vic- 
torian examinations  register  their  indentures  in  this 
State  and  pay  the  prescribed  fee  of  1/.  Is.  The  com- 
mittee   further    recommend    that    a    sub-committee  be 


appointed  to  revise  the  regulations  generally,  and  include 
the  schedule  of  fees  above  referred  to  therein. 

Additions  to  the  Poisons  Schedule. — The  President 
of  the  Pharmacy  Board  at  the  last  meeting  reported 
that  he  and  the  Acting-Registrar  had  had  several  inter- 
views with  the  Crown  Solicitor  as  to  the  word- 
ing of  the  proposed  regulation  regarding  the  sale  of 
hypnotic  and  narcotic  drugs.  Mr.  J.  A.  Anderson,  of 
Mhill,  had  drawn  attention  to  the  necessity  of  some 
exemption  being  made  with  regard  to  veterinary  and 
other  external  preparations  which  could  not  be  used  in 
evasion  of  the  regulation.  On  receipt  of  this  the  authori- 
ties were  consulted,  and  an  addition  made  to  the  regu- 
lation as  follows  : 

"  The  provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  not  apply  to- 
the  sale  or  delivery  of  liniments,  ointments,  or  other  pre- 
parations which  are  prepared  for  external  useonly,  or  to  any 
of  the  enumerated  poisons  used  as  ingredients  in  veterinary 
medicines,  provided  that  such  liniments,  ointments,  pre- 
parations, or  medicines  are  delivered  in  pursuance  of  a 
sale  or  otherwise  in  good  faith,  and  not  in  evasion  or 
attempted  evasion  of  these  regulations." 
He  understood  that  the  additions  to  the  schedule  and 
the  regulation  had  been  approved  by  the  Governor-in- 
Council. 

Western  Australia. 

Proprietary-medicine  Regulations. — On  June  20  the 
Perth  City  Court  cases  were  down  for  hearing  against 
F.  J.  Wood,  manager  for  Felton,  Grimwade  &  Bickford, 
Ltd.,  and  against  W.  W.  Garner,  manager  for  Faulding 
&  Co.,  on  a  charge  that  each  of  them  or  their  respective 
agents  did  on  May  26  at  Perth  sell  drugs — to  wit,  patent, 
medicines  known  as  Zam-Buk  Ointment  and  Indian  Root 
Pills — in  such  a  manner  as  to  contravene  the  provisions 
of  Section  62  of  the  regulations  under  the  Health  Act. 
When  the  cases  were  reached  it  had  been  arranged  that 
the  hearing  should  be  adjourned  sine  die.  It  is  stated 
that  this  was  because  the  authorities  desired  that  the 
cases  should  not  be  dealt  with  until  the  investigations 
(Interstate  Conference)  now  being  conducted  in  the 
Eastern  States  with  regard  to  the  question  of  pure  food 
are  concluded.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  stated  that  the 
regulations  are  not  properly  in  force.  The  regulations 
in  question  were  made  during  the  sittings  of  Parliament, 
and  should  have  been  laid  on  the  table  of  both  Houses 
within  thirty  days  from  their  making.  This  seems  not 
to  have  been  done.  The  effect  of  this  will  probably  be 
that  the  regulations  will  have  to  be  again  gazetted,  and1 
then  laid  before  Parliament  for  approval. 


CANADIAN  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


A  Model  List. — Mr.  John  Lorimer,  the  Canadian  repre- 
sentative of  May  &  Baker,  Ltd.,  Battersea,  London,  S.W., 
has  compiled  for  his  company  a  new  price-list,  in  which  the 
prices  are  given  in  Canadian  money  and  are  calculated  on 
the  basis  of  duty  and  freight  paid  to  Montreal.  There  is 
also  a  money-conversion  table. 

Pharmaceutical  Products. — The  imports  of  drugs  and; 
pharmaceutical  products,  liable  to  duty,  to  Canada 
amounted  in  value  to  $73,800,000  in  1912,  of  which 
$1,000,000  represented  medicaments  properly  so-called. 
In  the  same  year  the  imports  of  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products  and  drugs,  free  of  duty,  amounted  ini 
value  to  $9,193,671.  The  United  States  supplied  about 
three-quarters  of  these,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by 
the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  France. 

CP. A. — The  President  of  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical 
Association  (Mr.  John  H.  H.  Jury)  has  sent  out  a  special 
invitation  to  Canadian  pharmacists  to  participate  in  the- 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  at  Toronto  on  August  25.  A 
national  exhibition  is  being  held  in  the  city  at  the  same- 
time,  which,  it  is  thought,  should  attract  a  large  number 
of  pharmacists.  Among  the  papers  to  be  read  is  one  by 
Mr.  G.  A.  Burbidge  on  "  An  American  International 
Pharmacopoeia,"  and  another  by  Professor  J.  E.  Morrison, 
on  "  The  Keeping  Properties  of  Spiritus  Etheris  Nitrosi."" 
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COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 

Pharmaceutical  Exhibition. — The  third  International 
Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  in  connection  with  the  Congress 
of  German  scientists  and  medical  practitioners  will  be 
held  in  Vienna  from  September  6  to  28.  The  Exhibition 
is  promoted  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Austria, 
whose  address  is  31  Spitalgasse,  Vienna  lx/2. 

International  Pharmaceutical  Federation. — The 
second  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Federation  Inter- 
nationale Pharmaceutique  is  to  be  held  at  Ghent  on 
September  23.  Dr.  L.  van  Itallie  will  preside,  and  Mr. 
J.  J.  Hofman,  of  The  Hague,  will  present  his  report  and 
the  financial  statement.  Reports  are  to  be  received  from 
Messrs.  Salzmann,  White,  and  Martin  regarding  mem- 
bership, contributions,  and  suggested  modifications  of  the 
'by-laws: 

Panama  Exhibition. — Mr.  C.  C.  Moore,  President  of 
the  Panama  Exhibition,  has  issued  an  invitation  to 
British  manufacturers  to  exhibit  at  San  Francisco  in 
1915,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  will  be  no  official 
recognition  by  Great  Britain.  He  states  that  twenty- 
seven  nations  are  taking  advantage,  of  the  opportunity  of 
showing  their  goods.  Germany  has  declined  to  be  officially 
represented  at  the  Exhibition,  but  efforts  are  being  made 
to  bring  about  a  German  display  without  the  co-operation 
■of  the  Imperial  Government. 

Mexican  Kelp  Industry. — The  British  Vice-Consul  at 
Ensenada,  Mexico,  reporting  on  the  trade  of  that  dis- 
trict in  1912  states  .that  the  American  Potash  Co.  has  a 
scheme  involving  a  capital  of  100,000<f.  to  exploit  the  vast 
kelp  growths  along  the  Mexican  coast.  The  first  unit 
■of  the  plant  will  be  somewhat  north  of  the  Mexico- 
United  States  boundary,  and  will  have  a  capacity 
of  500  tons  daily,  but  the  ultimate  intentions 
seem  to  be  centred  in  Ensenada.  The  experts 
claim  that  a  500-ton  plant  will  produce  55,000  lb.  potas- 
sium chloride,  38,400  lb.  fertilising  salts,  10,200  lb. 
organic  carbon,  2,000  lb.  calcium  carbonate,  400  lb.  iodine, 
1,420  lb.  ivory  black,  580  lb.  varnish  gum,  900  lb.  vege- 
table creosote,  300  gals,  alcohol,  and  37J,-  lb.  acetone. 

Opium  Trading  in  Norway. — The  regulation  of  the 
home  and  export  markets  in  opium  is  the  subject  of  a  new 
law  which  came  into  force  on  June  21,  and  con- 
fines the  imports  and  exports  to  certain  Customs  ports  and 
to  licensed  firms.  The  authorities  in  certain  circum- 
stances will  prohibit  exports  of  opium  prepara- 
tions, and  it  is  decreed  that  the  exports  of  morphine, 
cocaine,  and  their  salts  be  either  subject  to  the  required 
declarations  from  the  public  authorities  or  carried  out  only 
through  certain  channels.  Exports  may  only  be  supplied 
to  firms  which  are  allowed  to  import  such  goods  by  the 
responsible  authorities  of  importing  countries.  The  above 
regulations  can  also  be  applied  to  medicinal  opium  and  pre- 
parations which  contain  morphine,  cocaine,  heroin,  and 
such  salts  as  well  as  other  preparations  containing  similar 
narcotics. 

Catha  Edulis.— The  prominence  given  to  the  thera- 
peutics of  this  plant  of  late  makes  of  interest  the  re- 
marks by  Mr.  Consul  Dodds  in  his  report  for  1912  on 
the  trade  of  the  consular  district  of  Harrar,  Abyssinia. 
He  says  : 

Unfortunately,  the  cultivation  of  the  "  kat "  or  "jafc" 
Tree  is  allowed  to  increase.  The  consumption  of  "kat 
is  indulged  in  by  the  male  members  of  the  Mohammedan 
population  only;  the  true  Abyssinians  do  not  use  it.  The 
effect  of  "kat"  on  the  human  system  is  to  act  as  a  tem- 
porary stimulant.  The  stimulating  effect,  however,  _  soon 
passes  off,  and  leaves  the  consumer  in  a  morbid,  listless 
state,  without  appetite  for  ordinary  food  and  unable  to 
6leep. 

A  constant  use  of  the  drug  appears  to  leave  a  permanent 
effect  on  the  brain.  The  faces  of  the  confirmed  "  kat- 
eaters"  lack  that  look  of  intelligence  which  is  a  charac- 
teristic of  the  Northern  African  native. 

The  poor  physique,  indolence,  and  want  of  intelligence  of 
the  local  Gallas  may  be  attributed  to  the  excessive  consump- 
tion of  "kat"  by  the  race  for  generations.  "Kat"  is 
not  grown  in  any  district  of  Abyssinia,  except  that  of 
Harrar.    Small  quantities  are  exported  to  Jibouti. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Personal. — Mr.  S.  Hashimoto  will  represent  Japan  at 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  at  Vienna 
in  September.  He  will  stay  in  Germany  for  three  years 
afterwards. 

Mr.  Keize  Uenaka,  who  graduated  from  the  Osaka  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy  and  has  been  Dr.  J.  Takamine's 
assistant,  returned  from  America  by  the  Yokohama  Mom 
on  June  19.  He  will  return  to  the  United  States  after 
staying  a  few  months  in  Osaka,  his  native  place. 

Indian  Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  project  of  form- 
ing a  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  being  favourably  received. 
Practically  every  European  chemist  of  standing  in  India 
has  promised  to  join.  In  view  of  the  absence  of  cohesion 
between  those  who  practise  pharmacy,  important  develop- 
ments are  expected  from  the  movement. 

Trade-marks  in  Japan. — A  Eeuter  message  from  Tokio, 
dated  August  15,  states  that  an  important  decision  has 
been  delivered  by  the  Osaka  Court,  which  rules  that  the 
registration  of  representatives  of  foreign-domiciled  trade- 
mark owners  under  the  old  trade-mark  law  is  invalid 
under  the  new  law,  and  that  fresh  registration  is 
required. 

The  Chaos  in  China. — A  British  chemist  and  druggist 
resident  in  Shanghai,  who  takes  a  philosophic  view  of 
the  troubles,  writes  us  that  "  the  fighting  here  has  been 
five  miles  away,  and  has  only  made  the  newspapers  boom, 
although  we  were  kept  awake  for  four  nights  with  the 
booming  of  cannon.  .  .  .  The  Chinese  city,  which  is  out- 
side of  our  quarter,  has  been  deserted  and  partly  burned 
down,  but  that  has  not  affected  us.  Business  is  bad  all 
round ;  the  sooner  they  stop  the  '  game  '  the  better  we 
British  and  others  will  like  it." 

Cocaine  Legislation. — A  demand  is  being  made 
in  Calcutta,  according  to  "  The  Statesman,"  for  more 
severe  penal  legislation  against  the  smuggling  and  illicit 
sale  of  cocaine.  The  evil  of  cocaine-eating  has  attained 
very  serious  dimensions  among  the  Indian  community, 
and  it  is  undoubtedly  the  cause  of  a  material  proportion 
of  the  crime  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Calcutta 
police.  In  the  course  of  a  recent  judgment  the  Second 
Presidency  Magistrate,  an  English  barrister,  remarked 
that  the  profits  derived  from  the  illicit  trade  in  the  drug- 
were  almost  as  great  as  the  misery  it  caused.  "My 
experience  in  my  own  court,"  he  added,  "tells  me  that 
many  people  are  in  gaol  owing  to  the  horrible  craving 
produced  by  the  drug.  The  number  of  homes  it  ha.s 
broken  up  and  the  lives  it  has  ruined  are  incalculable." 
The  police  surgeon  also  has  spoken  in  the  strongest  terms 
of  the  injury  caused  by  cocaine-eating,  especially  among 
the  rising  generation.  The  maximum  penalty  for  cocaine 
smuggling  in  Bengal  is  three  months'  imprisonment, 
which  is  declared  to  be  altogether  inadequate  considering 
the  evils  arising  from  the  traffic  and  the  enormous  profits 
secured  by  the  smugglers,  some  of  whom  are  said  to  be 
very  wealthy  men.  It  is,  however,  seldom  that  the  princi- 
pals are  arrested,  as  money  is  so  freely  used  for  the 
purposes  of  corruption  that  the  authorities  experience 
considerable  difficulty  in  reaching  the  real  offenders.  It 
is  suspected  that  smuggling  is  largely  carried  on  through 
Goa  or  one  of  the  French  settlements,  and  cocaine  is  also 
brought  into  the  country  from  Germany  by  means  of 
Austrian  steamers.  The  owners  and  agents  of  these 
steamers  make  strenuous  efforts  to  prevent  smuggling, 
but  the  task  is  difficult  owing  to  the  fact  that  cocaine 
of  considerable  value  occupies  a  comparatively  small  space. 
The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  if  the  German  Govern- 
ment would  insist  upon  the  German  manufacturers  of 
the  drug  keeping  a  register  of  all  the  cocaine  sent  out, 
with  the  names  of  the  purchasers,  and  all  wholesale  and 
retail  dealers  in  India  did  the  same,  the  traffic  would 
soon  come  to  an  end.

TRADE  LAW. 

A  Wine  Order.— At  Ballymote  County  Court  an  action 
remitted  from  the  High  Court  was  heard  at  the  suit  of 
Eduarda  Ltd.,  9  Rathbone  Place,  London,  against  James 
Oilman  in  merchant,  Ballymote,  to  recover  25?.  odd,  price 
of  wine  supplied.  Mr.  Ward,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the 
wine  was  ordered  for  the  defendant  in  November,  but  when 
it  was  on  its  way  he  wrote  that  he  had  got  Hall's  Wine  in 
the  meantime,  and  that  he  was  not  accustomed  to  be  treated 
in  this  way,  as  his  trade  for  the  wino  was  then  over.  A  writ 
was  then  served  for  25/.  for  twelve  dozen  "Vin  Sanguis" 
at  27s.  per  doz.,  and  another  twelve  dozen  at  15s.  a  doz 
Later  on  the  defendant  wired  refusing  to  accept  the  .goods, 
then  at  Ballymote  railway  .station.  Mr.  Victor  Edwards, 
traveller  for 'the  plaintiffs,  said  that  when  the  order  was 
given  no  time  was  mentioned  for  its  delivery,  and  the 
order  was  sent  out  in  the  usual  course.  Mr.  Howley,  for 
the  defendant,  said  he  relied  on  Section  29  of  the  Sale  of 
Goods  Act,  Sub-section  2,  which  set  forth  that  the  goods 
should  be  sent  in  a  reasonable  time,  even  if  no  directions 
were  given  that  they  should  bo  sent  on  immediately.  Mr. 
Gilmartin,  however,  told  Mr.  Edwards  that  he  required 
the  wine  for  his  Christmas  trade,  and  that  meant  that  he 
should  have  it  at  least  three  weeks  before  Christmas  Day. 
The  order  was  given  on  November  21,  and  when  he  found 
that  the  goods  were  not  arriving  he  cancelled  the  order. 
The  defendant  corroborated  Mr.  Howley 's  statement,  and 
said  the  goods  did  not  reach  Ballymote  till  December  31. 
He  then  wired  refusing  to  accept.  He  had  cancelled  the 
order  about  the  second  week  in  December.  The  Judge 
said  the  wine  was  not  despatched  for  three  weeks  after  the 
order  was  given,  and  that  was  not  a  reasonable  time.  He 
dismissed  the  case  on  the  ground  that  the  goods  were  not 
■delivxid  within  a  reasonable  time. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Camphorated  Oil. 
At  Derby  on  August  15,  Eunice  Clara  Thorley,  of 
Breaston,  was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  not 
of  the  proper  strength  and  quality.  An  inspector  stated 
that  he  purchased  twelve  penny  bottles  of  oil,  these  being 
affixed  to  a  card  bearing  the  words  "'Camphor  and  Oil." 
The  label  on  the  bottle  bore  the  same  words.  The  oil  was 
certified  as  containing  no  olive  oil  and  as  44  per  cent, 
deficient  in  camphor.  In  reply  to  the  question  "What 
was  the  difference  between  camphorated  oil  and  camphor 
and  oil  ?  "  the  county  analyst  (Mr.  J.  White)  said  that 
camphorated  oil  consisted  of  camphor  and  olive  oil,  while 
that  sold  by  the  defendant  contained  only  a  small  per- 
centage of  camphor  mixed  with  ordinary  mineral  oil.  Mr. 
G.  G.  Baily,  the  prosecuting  advocate,  said  the  Bench  had 
to  consider. the  position  of  the  ordinary  person  "who  would 
accept  the  article  sold  by  the  defendant  as  camphorated 
oil.  In  dismissing  the  case  the  Bench  expressed  their 
willingness  to  state  a  case  for  appeal.

8d. ;  but  the  Official  Receiver  reports  that  proofs 
of  debt  of  about  1,230/.  in  excess  of  the  debtor's  estimate  of 
his  liabilities  had  been  received.

PHOTOGRAPHIC  NOTES. 

By  a  Pharmaceutical  Camerist. 


A  Use  for  Grease-proof  Paper. 

The  other  day  a  chemist  friend  of  mine  broke  his 
focussing-screen,  writes  a  contributor  to  "  Photography 
and  Focus,"  and  I  quite  expected  to  hear  a  whole  quarter 
of  an  hour  of  grumbling.  Instead  of  that,  however,  the 
chemist  merely  cleaned  off  an  old  negative  and  pasted  on 
it  a  piece  of  grease-proof  paper,  which  made  an  excellent 
substitute  for  the  ground  glass,  especially  as  the  picturo 
cannot  be  seen  very  well  until  it  is  in  focus. 

A  New  Toning=bath. 

The  use  in  a  photographic  toning-bath  of  a  salt  of  air 
acid  containing  selenium,  such  as  selenosulphuric  acid,  has 
been  protected  by  the  Schering  Co.  An  example  of  the 
toning-bath  given  in  the  specification  is  : 

Sodium  thiosulphate    100  grams- 

Sodium  selenium  sulphate       ...         1.5  gram 

Sodium  sulphite    15  grams 

Water   1,000  c.c. 

Mix. 

Photographic-film  Patent. 

"  The  Times  "  reports  that  as  a  result  of  a  decision  by 
the  Federal  Court  of  Buffalo  declaring  that  the  Eastmani 
Kodak  Co.  infringes  a  Hannibal  Goodwin  film 
patent  the  Eastman  Co.  may  be  compelled  to  account 
for  between  $5,000,000  and  $25,000,000,  representing  the 
profits  on  the  films  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  according 
to  Mr.  Thomas  Stephens,  of  New  York,  president  of  the 
Ansco  Co.,  of  Binghamton,  which  controls  the 
Goodwin  patent  through  the  Goodwin  Film  and  Camera 
Co.  The  Court's  decree  enjoins  the  Eastman  Co.  from 
continuing  to  manufacture  these  films,  and  directs  it  to 
render  an  account  of  sales  to  the  Goodwin  Co. 

Developing  Autochromes. 

A  N  ew  Method  of  developing  autochromes  has  beeo 
devised  by  M.  F.  Dillaye  ("  British  Journal  of  Photo- 
graphy ")  with  a  view  to  enabling  the  photographer  to 
employ  red  light  for  developing.  The  process  consists 
of  giving  the  exposed  plate,  before  development,  a  pre- 
liminary bath  of 

Potassium  bromide  (10-per-oent. 

solution)    10  c.c. 

Sodium      bisulphite  solution, 
commercial         ...       ...       ...       2  c.c. 

Water    100  c.c. 

The  plate  is  immersed  in  this  bath  in  total  darkness  for 
two  minutes.  Then  in  the  ordinary  red  light  the  solution 
is  poured  off,  given  a  rinse  under  the  tap,  and  developed 
with  the  usual  solutions.  The  progress  can  be  watched 
as  is  usual  with  ordinary  plates.  The  discoverer  of  this 
method  believes  that  it  will  do  much  to  popularise  the 
autochrome  process. 

Chloranol  Developer. 

Messrs.  Lumiere  and  Seyewetz  communicate  ("Bull. 
Soc.  Franc.  Photo.")  particulars  of  the  preparation  and 
properties  of  a  new  developer,  which  they  call  chloranol. 
When  an  aqueous  solution  of  two  molecules  of  methyl-p- 
aminophenol  is  mixed  with  a  solution  of  one  molecule  of 
chloroquinol  and  sodium  sulphite  is  added,  white  crystals 
are  slowly  deposited  from  the  solution.  The  crystals, 
chloranol,  are  stable  in  the  air,  and  dissolve  in  water 
to  the  extent  of  2  per  cent,  at  18°  C.  to  form  an  energetic 
photographic  developer.  The  best  results  are  given  witJi 
the  following  formula  : 

Chloranol    5  grams 

Sodium  sulphite  (anhydrous)    ...       30  grams 
Potassium  bromide  (10-per-cent. 

solution)   10  c.c. 

Sodium  carbonate  (anhydrous)  ...         5  grams 

Water   1,000  c.c. 

The  sodium  carbonate  may  be  replaced  by  acetone 
10  c.c,  or  the  sulphite  and  carbonate  by  formosulphite 
30  grams.  For  under-exposure  the  solution  is  diluted 
with  half-per-cent.  sodium-carbonate  solution,  and  for 
over-exposure  the  sodium  carbonate  is  omitted.

International  Medical  Congress. 


Some  ol  the  Papers. 

LAST  WEEK  we  gave  notes  of  the  principal  addresses 
at  the  various  sections  of  the  International  Medical 
Congress  held  in  London.  This  we  follow  by  abstracts 
from  the  proceedings,  confining  our  notes  to  points  which 
especially  interest  pharmacists. 

The  Comparative  Value  of  Cardiac  Remedies 
was  the  subject  of  a  report  submitted  by  Professor 
Theodore  Janeway,  New  York,  to  the  Section  of  Thera- 
peutics and  Pharmacology.  The  reporter  dealt  with  the 
action  of  digitalis,  strophanthus,  and  caffeine  and  its 
allies,  in  the  various  pathological  conditions,  such  as 
cardiac  insufficiency  with  fibrillation,  and  insufficiency 
with  normal  rhythm.  He  dealt  also  with  drugs  used  in 
angina  pectoris,  such  as  the  nitrites,  his  preference  being 
for  nitro-glycerin,  "  which  patients  can  carry  with  them 
in  fresh  tablet  form."  The  tablets,  he  said,  must  be 
taken  on  the  tongue,  not  swallowed.  The  absorption  of 
nitro-glycerin  from  the  mouth  take6  place,  as  a  rule,  in 
less  than  one  minute  ;  from  the  stomach  it  is  much  more 
variable  and  delayed.  Many  failures  to  obtain  relief  in 
angina  with  nitro-glycerin  are  due  either  to  inert  drugs 
or  to  their  being  swallowed.  Amyl  nitrite  is  not  more 
effective,  and  is  objectionable  on  account  of  its  odour, 
and  all  other  nitrites  act  too  slowly.  These  hints  as  to 
the  administration  of  nitro-glycerin  are  of  value  to 
pharmacists,  who  are  sometimes  at  a  loss  to  understand 
•why  the  tablets  fail  to  act.  In  the  heart-failure  of  in- 
fectious disease  the  ideal  drug  would  be  one  like 
adrenalin,  but  whose  effects  are  more  persistent.  Ho 
had  seen  the  most  amazing  restoration  from  apparent 
imminent  death  follow  the  intravenous  injection  of  a  large 
dose,  4  c.c.  of  the  l-in-1,000  solution. 

Digitalis. 

Professor  Gottlieb,  Heidelberg,  a  great  authority  on 
digitalis,  lectured  in  the  same  section.  He  considers  that 
the  intravenous  injection  of  digitalis  is  a  great  advance — a 
method  of  administration  which,  it  may  be  recalled,  was 
advocated  some  years  ago  by  Dr.  Mendel,  Essen.  Dr. 
Alfred  Martinet,  Paris,  stated  that  the  action  of  digitalis 
is  to  increase  the  differential  blood -pressure — that  is,  thd 
difference  between  the  maximum  and  minimum  pressure  : 
it  slackens  the  pulse,  and  promotes  diuresis.  In  the  dis- 
cussion that  followed  these  papers,  Professor  Gottlieb 
stated  that  the  physiological  testing  of  digitalis  and  other 
heart  tonics  was  first  undertaken  by  American  workers. 

The  Defences  of  the  Blood 
were  the  subject  of  a  valuable  discussion  in  the  same 
section,  which  was  taken  part  in  by  gome  very  distin- 
guished men,  in  consideration  of  whose  importance  the 
President,  Sir  Lauder  Brunton,  withdrew  all  time  limits — 
a  ruling  that  met  with  great  applause  from  a  crowded 
meeting.  Professor  Heger,  Brussels,  led  off,  speaking  in 
French,  and  he  was  followed  in  German  by  Professor 
Abderhalden,  Halle.  The  discussion  was  taken  part  in 
by  Professors  Meltzer  (New  York),  Abel  (Baltimore), 
Dixon  (Cambridge),  Gottlieb  (Heidelberg),  and  others. 
There  was  acute  disagreement  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
reactions  by  which  the  blood  protects  itself,  one  theory 
being  the  presence  in  the  blood  of  some  substance  which 
has  the  power  of  destroying  or  lessening  the  action  of  the 
foreign  substance.  Further  papers  in  this  section  were 
one  on  the  action  of  quebracho  alkaloids,  by  Dr.  Douglas 
Cow ;  on  poisoning  by  phosphorus,  by  Dr.  Roch,  Geneva  ; 
and  on  animal  extracts  and  the  hormone  theory,  by  Dr. 
J.  C.  McWalter,  Dublin. 

In  the  section  on  Forensic  Medicine  a  paper  was  also 
read  by  Dr.  McWalter,  in  which  the  Dublin  doctor 
criticised  adversely  the  present  form  of  death-certificate. 
In  the  same  section  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox  read  a  very  ex- 
haustive paper  on 

Veronal  Poisoning. 
The  dose  of  veronal  is  from  5  to  10  grains,  and  50  grains 
may  be    regarded    as   an   average   minimal   fatal  close. 


though  a  case  has  been  recorded  of  death  following 
10  grains.  Toxic  symptoms  arise  from  (1)  idiosyncrasy, 
(2)  single  large  overdose,  (3)  repeated  small  doses.  The 
veronal  habit  cannot  be.  acquired  and  carried  on  to  the 
same  extent  in  dosage  as  the  morphine  or  cocaine  habit. 
Veronal  is  much  more  toxic  to  people  with  kidney-disease 
than  to  these  with  healthy  kidneys,  and  it  possesses  a 
cumulative  action.  Treatment  of  cases  of  veronal  poison- 
ing consists  in  washing  out  the  stomach,  giving  hot 
coffee,  etc.  Strychnine,  digitalin,  oxygen,  and  normal 
saline  infusions  are  also  useful.  Professor  Straesmann, 
Berlin,  6aid  that  poisoning  by  veronal  in  Germany  is  very 
rare  owing  to  the  legislative  precautions  in  that  country 
a6  to  the  sale  of  drugs. 

Malingering 

is  a  subject  of  interest  at  present  in  connection  with 
the  National  Insurance  Act.  It  was  discussed  in  the 
same  section  by  Sir  John  Collie,  who  said  he  thought  that 
downright  malingering  is  rare,  though  he  quoted  two 
cases  from  his  own  experience.  He  said  that  the  poor 
physique  of  women  and  still  poorer  standard  of  living 
are  probably  at  the  bottom  of  some  so-called  malingering 
among  women,  and  should  rather  be  called  "previously 
unsuspected  disability."  Other  classes  are  individuals 
who,  under  morbid  introspection  and  mistaken  domestic 
advice,  remain  on  the  sick-list  longer  than  is  necessary, 
and  what  he  called  functional  neurasthenics.  Both  of 
these  classes  are  best  fitted  for  institutional  treatment ; 
the  curative  effect  of  rest  in  bed,  good  food,  massage, 
and  above  all,  bright  and  tactful  nursing  being  marvel- 
lous. In  the  discussion  of  this  paper  Professor  Pappe 
gave  an  account  of  the  Workmen's  Insurance  Acts  in 
Germany  and  their  working.  He  mentioned  one  im- 
portant point  wherein  German  differs  from  English  prac- 
tice— namely,  that  the  family  of  an  injured  German 
workman  receives  assistance  while  the  workman  is  laid 
up.  Professor  Strassmann  mentioned  the  case  of  a  man 
in  Berlin  who,  in  order  to  maintain  the  fiction  of  a 
bruised  stomach,  swallowed  nails.  The  fraud  was  suc- 
cessful, and  only  the  autopsy  gave  the  clue  to  his 
symptoms. 

Diachylon  as  an  Abortefacient 

was  discussed  in  this  section  by  Dr.  Arthur  Hall,  who 
traced  the  origin  of  this  use  of  the  substance  from  the 
eighteenth  century  in  a  sporadic  form,  and  then  remarked 
that  it  assumed  the  nature  of  an  epidemic  about  the  end 
of  the  nineteenth.  The  paper  was  interesting  from  the 
sociological  point  of  view,  since  it  appears  there  is  a 
relation  between  bad  trade  and  the  prevalence  of  abortion. 
The  cases  cited  showed  that  for  a  simple  abortefacient 
drug  to  be  efficient,  it  must  be  taken  in  doses  dangerous 
to  life.  Dr.  Hall  said  that  if  diachylon  were  scheduled 
as  a  poison  or  its  sale  absolutely  prohibited  it  would  bo 
no  loss  to  medicine,  as  it  is  therapeutically  unnecessary, 
aid  there  is  no  doubt  the  practice  would  be  largely  if 
not  entirely  stopped. 

The  Relationship  of  Alcoholism  and  Degeneracy 
was  discussed  by  Dr.  B.  Laquer  (Wiesbaden),  Professor 
Glaister  (Glasgow),  Dr.  Saleeby,  and  Dr.  F.  J.  Smith. 
While  the  last-named  speaker  did  not  go  so  far  as  some, 
of  the  others,  he,  too,  condemned  the  immoderate  use  of 
alcohol,  the  cure  for  which,  he  said,  lies  in  the  general 
attitude  of  the  public  to  drunkenness,  and  the  moral 
conscience  of  the  people.  Medical  men  can  support  this 
attitude,  and  quicken  the  conscience  until  it  will  be  as 
rare  a  condition  to  be  drunk  as  to  be  a  thief  or  a  burglar. 

Experiments  on  Animals. 
The  question  of  vivisection  was  taken  up  in  practically 
all  the  sections,  not  in  any  formal  discussion,  but  by  the 
submission  of  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  Section 
records  its  conviction  that  experiments  on  living  animals 
have  been  of  the  utmost  service,  in  the  past,  and  that 
every  facility  should  be  afforded  to  competent  persons  for 
the  purpose  of  such  experiments,  carried  on  under  com- 
petent supervision.  In  each  case  the  resolution  when  put 
was  carried  unanimously.

New  Santonine  Derivatives.  —  Wienhaus  and  Oettingen 
("  Liebig's  Annalen,"  1913,  219)  have  prepared  two  new 
active  derivatives  of  santonine.  These  result  from  its  re- 
duction by  means  of  palladium-hydrogen,  when  two  stereo- 
isomeric  tetrahydrosantonines,  of  the  formula  CisH^Os, 
result.  These  have  been  <  termed  a-santonane  and  /3-san- 
tonane.  The  lactonio  and  ketonic  character  of  the  parent 
substanco  appear  to  be  retained,  but  the  ethylene  bond  i6 
ruptured. 

A.  New  Oil-seed  from  German  Now  Guinea.— Dr 

Krause,  of  the  Hydrotherapeutic  Institute  of  Berlin  Univer- 
sity, describes  in  the  March  number  of  '*  Der  Tropen- 
pflanzer "  the  fat  obtained  from  the  fruits  of  Canarium 
polyphyllum,  a  tree  indigenous  to  and  widely  distributed  in 
New  Guinea.  The  fruit  is  about  the  size  of  a  Bassia  fruit, 
and,  like  the  latter,  consists  of  a  fleshy  pericarp,  a  hard 
brown  shell,  and  a  kernel.  The  nut6 — that  is,  the  fruits 
freed  from  pericarps — weigh  about  9  grams  each  and  the 
kernels  about  2  grams  each.  The  kernels  contain  68.23  per 
cent,  of  fat  having  the  following  constants:  6olidifying-point 
19°-20°  C,  melting-point  30°  C,  refractive  index  1.4750  at 
21°  C,  saponification-value  226,  iodine  number  59.74,  and 
R^ichert-Meissl  value  4.41.  The  fat  is  considered  suitable 
for  edible  purposes  and  is  of  yellowish-white  colour.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  material  is  promising  enough  to  warrant 
inve>tigation  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  whether  the  ker- 
nels can  be  collected  at  a  low  enough  price  to  warrant  their 
export  to  Europe.  C.  commune  (Colophania  Mauritiana) 
also  yields  kernels  rich  in  fat,  as  much  as  68.6  per  cent, 
having  been  recorded  from  this  source.  This  species  is 
said  to  be  common  in  Malaysia  and  in  Mauritius,  and  it 
also  yields  a  kind  of  elemi. 

Angostura  Alkaloids.— Troger  and  Beck  ("  Arch,  der 
Pharmazie,"  1913,  246)  have  made  an  exhaustive  examina- 
tion of  the  alkaloid  cusparine.  As  a  result  of  the  analyses 
of  the  alkaloid  itself  and  a  number  of  its  derivatives.,  the 
authors  claim,  apparently  with  good  reason,  that  the  formula 
of  the  -base  is  Ci»Hi,OjN,  which  agrees  with  the  results  of 
Korrier  and  Bohringer,  and  goes  to  prove  that  Troger  and 
Muller's  formula  is  incorrect.  The  alkaloid  occurs  in  thr^e 
different  crystalline  varieties,  of  which  two  are  already 
well  known.  The  third,  just  prepared,  forms  long  yellow- 
needles  melting  at  91°  to  92 J,  and  is  best  prepared  by 
crystallisation  from  petroleum  ether.  It  forms  an  oxalate, 
which  crystallises  with  two  molecules  of  the  salt  with  three 
of  water,  and  melts  at  a  temperature  between  140°  and  150°. 
The  succinate,  which  contains  two  molecules  of  the  salt 
with  nine  of  water,  melts  at  80°.  Most  of  the  organic  salts 
decompose  on  melting,  and  yield  pyro-cusparine,  Cn>Hi5N03. 
which  melts  at  255°.  Cusparine  is  optically  inactive,  and 
does  not  yield  an  oxime.  When  it  is  heated  for  some  time 
with  nitric  acid  at  100°  cusparine  vields  an  acid, 
C,.H,N03.HaO,  which  melts  at  271°  to  272°.  This  is  ap- 
warcntlv  hydroxy-quinoline-carboxylic  acid.  A  new  alka- 
loid, of  the  probable  formula  CiSH„NOj,  melting  at  186°, 
and  forming  yellow  rhombic  crystals,  was  also  separated 
from  the  bark. 

t  A  New  Essential  Oil.— Messrs.  Baker  and  Smith 
have  recently  described  a  new  species  of  Prostanthrra, 
which  they  have  name!  Prostanthaxb  chicolifera.  The 
stalks  and  leaves  yielded  on  distillation  0.71  per  cent,  of 
essential  oil,  which  was  yellow  when  fresh,  but  became 
dark  on  keeping,  probably  on  account  of  the  presence  of 
phenols.  The  odour  was  not  distinctive,  but  that  of  cineol 
could  readily  be  detected.  It  had  the  following  characters : 
Specific  gravity,  0.9204  ;  refractive  index,  1.4711 ;  and  solu- 
bility in  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  1  in  1.7.  The  saponification- 
value  was  9.9.  The  oil  was  freed  from  traces  of  aldehyde 
and  from  phenols  (thymol  and/or  carvacrol),  and  then 
esterified  in  the  usual  manner  with  acetic  anhydride.  The 
odour  then  recalled  that  of  .geranyl  acetate.  It  is  therefore 
probable  that  geraniol  and  geranyl  acetate  are  present  in 
the  oil.  Phenols  were  present  to  the  extent  of  0.65  per- 
cent., and  consisted  chiefly  of  carvacrol,  with  a  little  thymol. 
About  0.15  per  cent,  of  aldehyde  was  separated,  which  was 
converted  into  its  phenylhydrazone,  which  was  found  to  melt 
at  126°  to  127°,  and  was  therefore  characteristic  enough  to 
identify  the  aldehyde  as  cumic  aldehyde.  The  eucalyptol- 
value  was  found  to  be  61  per  cent.  Pinene  was  also  found 
to  be  nresent  in  the  dextrorotatory  variety.  A  small  quan- 
tity of  another  hydrocarbon  was  also  isolated,  which  was 
shown  to  be  cymene,  by  converting  it  into  its  oxidation 
product  (by  means  of  potassium  permanganate),  which  was 
identified  as  paro-isorn'opyl-benzoic  acid,  melting  at  155°. 
A  small  quantity  of  a  sesquiterpene  is  also  probably 
present.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS.

Your  Educational  Number 

coincides  very  happily  with  the 
conclusion  of  your  series  of  leaders  on  the  scarcity  of 
assistants,  and  the  section  devoted  in  its  special  article 
to  the  apprenticeship  question  emphasises  your  point  that 
this  is  the  crux  of  the  situation  in  which  we  find  our- 
selves. My  own  experience  entirely  agrees  with  all  that 
you  say  on  the  point.  I  have  trained  four  apprentices, 
all  of  whom  have  done  me  credit,  but  "  the  academic 
conditions  imposed  in  1900  "  broke  off  negotiations  for  a 
fifth,  and  I  could  never  get  another.  For  this  there  are 
two  reasons — the  more  formidable  appearance  of  the  Pre- 
liminary, and  the  fact  that  it  is  now  virtually  a  school 
examination.  Not  one  of  my  apprentices  had  passed  it 
when  he  came  to  me,  but  they  all  did  so  without  difficulty 
while  with  me,  during  which  time  they  were  acquiring 
an  interest  in  the  trade  and  an  idea  of  its  possibilities 
which  reconciled  them  to  its  less  agreeable  features.  I 
do  not  say  that  this  is  the  ideal  order  of  things  ;  ideally 
it  is  better,  no  doubt,  to  pass  the  examination  at  school, 
but  lads  of  the  class  from  which  our  ranks  are  mostly 
recruited  cannot  always  do  this,  and  I  am  persuaded  they

in  proportion  to  their  successes  at 
school.  We  have  no  great  prizes  to  offer  a  clever  student, 
perhaps  a  little  over-conscious  of  his  own  ability,  and 
there  is  no  very  obvious  connection  between  his  previous 
studies  and  the  drug-counter.  I  got  my  apprentices  by 
offering  them  education  and  the  prospect  of  a  career  a 
little  better  than  that  open  to  the  ordinary  County  School 
boy,  and  until  we  have  something  better  than  this  to 
offer  it  is  idle  to  suppose  that  clever,  ambitious  lads  will 
flock  to  us.  To  expect  them  to  come  to  us  through  the 
door  that  admits  them  to  the  medical  profession  has  been 
proved  futile.    At  the  same  time, 

The  Revolutionary  Proposals 

to  resume  the  Pharmaceutical 
Preliminary  examination,  and  in  particular  to  drop  Latin 
as  a  compulsory  subject,  will  make  the  hair  of  some  old 
fogies  stand  on  end,  but  after  all  I  am  not  sure  that 
you  are  very  far  wrong.  I  think  that  some  members  of 
the  present  Board  of  Examiners  have  given  utterance  to 
similar  heretical  opinions,  and  the  day  is  perhaps  not 
far  distant  when  much  greater  latitude  will  be  allowed 
in  the  choice  of  Preliminary  subjects.  The  amount  of 
Latin  actually  required  for  reading  prescriptions  has 
never  at  any  time  been  large,  and  it  is  rapidly  growing 
smaller.  Prescription-reading  can  always  be  retained  as 
a  "  Minor  "  subject,  and  this  will  be  available  as  a  test 
of  the  student's  knowledge,  which  is  all  that  is  required. 
In  regard  to  the  further  proposal  that  there  should  be  a 
reduced  charge  for  conducting  the  examination,  and  that 
the  registration-fee  should  be  half-a-guinea,  I  would  rather 
see  the  old  examination-fee  retained  and  all  students 
registered  free. 

In  the  Olden  Days 

the  fee  of  two  guineas  covered  the 
expense  both  of  examination  and  registration.  When  the 
Preliminary  examination  was  discontinued  young  men 
have  had  not  only  to  pay  an  increased  fee  for  examination 
expenses,  the  subjects  having  been  doubled  in  number, 
but,  after  all  this  expense  and  additional  cost  for  coach- 
ing, they  are  called  upon  to  pay  two  guineas  for  regis- 
tration. The  examinations  in  many  cases  qualify  for 
registration  as  medical  students,  and  it  is  well  known  that 
such  are  registered  free.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
such  students  will  much  rather  send  in  their  names  to  the 
General  Medical  Council,  which  costs  nothing,  than  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  when  they  must  also  send  a  two- 
guinea  fee.  This  argument  applies  all  round,  but  with 
special  force  to  Scotland,  since  almost  all  the  cost  of 
medical  education  can  there  be  obtained  from  the  Car- 
negie Fund.    Is  it  any  wonder  that  scores  of  young  men 


I  are  being  drafted  into  medicine  who  would  otherwise  go 
into  pharmacy '! 

The  Multiplication  of  Names 

of  similar  formation  and  little 
or  no  meaning  for  different  drugs  is  not  unlikely  to  lead 
to  confusion,  and  the  remarks  of  the  Coroner  in  the 
Putney  veronal  case  are  worthy  of  notice.  It  is  not  very 
likely  that  an  expert  would  confuse  veronal  with  trional, 
but  a  layman  easily  might ;  and,  even  if  he  noticed  the 
difference  in  the  name,  it  is  possible — such  is  the  care- 
lessness of  the  public  in  such  matters — that  he  might 
think  it  of  no  great  importance,  and  argue  that  two  tilings 
so  much  alike  in  name  would  be  equally  so  in  effect.  The 
attention  of  those  responsible  for  such  names  ought  to  be 
given  to  this  aspect  of  the  matter ;  and  it  should  be  a 
point  to  aim  at  to  coin  an  unmistakably  distinctive  name 
for  every  new  drug.  Meanwhile  the  moral  of  the  case 
referred  to  is,  for  us,  that  we  should  insist  on  written 
orders  for  all  dangerous  drugs.  Similar  as  they  often 
are  both  in  name  and  appearance,  we  cannot  be  too  careful 
in  supplying  them,  and  in  the  event  of  an  error  our  only 
safety  from  suspicion  is  documentary  evidence. 

The  Prophet  Jeremiah 

strikes  me  as  a  cheerful  writer  in 
comparison  with  your  contributor  "Observer."  There 
is  no  doubt  some  foundation  for  the  charge  that  we  are 
as  a  body  a  little  deficient,  as  compared  with  mere  trades- 
men (I  do  not  use  the  word  in  a  depreciatory  sense),  in 
business  method  and  tact,  but,  as  "  Jay  Mack  "  points 
out,  the  conditions  of  the  drapery  trade  are  not  ours,  nor 
is  the  attitude  of  the  draper  towards  the  public  the  same 
as  our  own.  And,  caustic  as  "  Observer's  "  strictures  are, 
he  is  weak  in  what  may  be  called  constructive  criticism. 
It  would  seem  that  he  would  have  us  specialise  weekly 
or  so  on  some  article  we  are  not  expected  to  keep,  which 
must  mean  something  more  or  less  out  of  our  proper  line 
as  pharmacists.  An  occasional  display  of  this  kind  may 
perhaps  be  good  policy  in  some  neighbourhoods,  but,  if 
adopted  generally  and  continuously,  it  would  be  fatal  to 
our  true  function.  It  is  virtually  impossible  in  such  a 
calling  as  ours  to  combine  in  one  shop  every  kind  of 
business  that  may  conceivably  be  carried  on  somewhere 
under  the  name  of  pharmacy.  The  wise  pharmacist  will 
take  his  own  line,  in  accordance  with  his  surroundings  and 
the  class  of  people  for  whom  he  caters.  It  is  easier  for 
the  chemist  than  for  most  men  in  business  to  throw  away 
the  substance  in  catching  at  the  shadow. 

In  View  of  the  Different  Statements 

made  by  politicians 
with  regard  to  the  Chinese  and  opium,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  what  impartial  travellers  say  on  the  subject.  Mrs. 
Kendall,  in  her  fascinating  book,  "  A  Wayfarer  in  China," 
a  record  of  a  journey  from  Haiphong,  in  the  Gulf  of 
Tonking,  to  the  Siberian  frontier,  in  the  far  north,  speaks 
of  the  poppy  as  of  very  rare  occurrence  anywhere  in 
Western  China.  Of  Yunnan  and  Szechuan,  formerly  the 
chief  sources  of  native-grown  opium,  she  says  that  she 
did  not  see  it  anywhere  under  cultivation,  and  adds  : 
"  Probably  in  remote  valleys  a  stray  field  might  now  and 
then  have  been  found  innocently  or  intentionally  over- 
looked by  the  Inspector,  but  in  the  main  poppy-growing 
had  really  been  stamped  out,  and  this  where  a  generation 
ago  that  careful  observer,  Baber,  estimated  that  poppy- 
fields  constituted  a  third  of  the  whole  cultivation."  Other 
travellers  I  have  recently  read  speak  to  the  same  effect. 
Several  of  Mrs.  Kendall's  own  coolies  were  opium- 
smokers,  but  as  a  rule  they  restricted  themselves  to  one 
pipe  a  day,  and  she  does  not  seem  to  have  seen  any  ill 
effects.  The  biggest  smoker  of  all  was  a  man  who  carried 
a  load  of  eighty-pounds'  weight  over  passes  rangi'ng  from 
six  to  nine  thousand  feet  in  height  with  apparent  ease. 
The  anti-opium  pills  taken  to  break  off  the  habit  are  said 
to  be  more  injurious  than  the  drug  itself.

Editorial  Articles, 


The  End  of  the  Session. 

Parliament  was  prorogued  on  August  15  and  the  Royal 
Assent  given  to  fifty-one  Government  Bills.  We  referred 
last  week  to  the  most  important,  from  the  chemists'  point 
of  view,  of  the  Acts  resulting  from  the  last  Session — the 
National  Insurance  Act  (1911)  Amendment  Act — and  we 
indicated  the  changes  in  the  law  which  will  render 
smoother  the  working  of  the  State  health  insurance 
scheme.  Among  the  other  legislative  results  is  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Act  Amendment  Act,  which  is  founded  upon  the 
recommendations  of  a  Departmental  Committee  which  sat 
a  few  years  ago  to  deal  with  the  question  of  the  reform  of 
the  bankruptcy  laws.  It  was  originally  intrcdui  ed  in 
1911  and  passed  through  all  its  stages  in  the  House  of 
Lords',  but  was  sacrificed  at  the  end  of  the  Session.  The 
amending  Act  provides  for  a  more  expeditious  procedure 
for  the  prosecution  of  offenders  under  the  bankruptcy 
laws  by  officers  and  agents  of  the  Board  of  Trade  in 
Courts  of  Summary  Jurisdiction.  The  creditors  of  a 
second  bankruptcy,  are  to  be  allowed  to  rank  equally  with 
those  under  the  first.  Married  women  engaged  in  trade, 
whether  separate  from  their  husbands  or  not,  will  be  sub- 
ject to  the  bankruptcy  law.  The  control  of  the  Bank- 
ruptcy Court  is  extended  over  foreigners  in  every  respect 
where  they  have  a  branch  or  agent  or  partners  redding  in 
this  country.  At  the  last  moment  an  amendment  was 
inserted  by  the  Lords  with  the  object  of  preventing  the 
practice  of  paying  under  a  deed  of  arrangement  a  parti- 
cular creditor  a  bigger  dividend  than  the  rest  in  order  to 
quieten  him.  Another  law  of  interest  to  traders  is  the 
Companies  (Consolidation)  Act  (1908)  Amendment  Act, 
which  was  introduced  to  amend  the  law  regarding  private 
companies.  In  the  case  of  Park  v.  The  Royalties  Syndi- 
cate the  Court  decided  that  a  private  company  did  not 
cease  to  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  and  exemptions  con- 
ferred on  private  companies  by  reason  that  it  had  ceased 
to  comply  with  the  restrictions  inserted  in  its  articles, 
which,  by  virtue  of  Section  121  of  the  Companies  (Con- 
solidation) Act,  1908,  had  to  be  inserted  in  its  articles 
in    order    that   it   might  become    a    private  company. 
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Section  1  (1)  is  intended  to  remedy  this  defect  in  the  law, 
and,  further,  by  Sub-section  (3)  a  certificate  is  required 
to  be  sent  annually  as  to  compliance  with  the  conditions 
entitling  the  company  to  remain  a  private  company.  Sub- 
section (2)  of  Section  1  slightly  amends  the  definition  of 
a  private  company*  by  excluding  ex-employees  as  well  as 
employees  from  the  limitation  imposed  on  the  number  of 
shareholders'  which  a  private  company  may  have.  The 
Public  Health  (Treatment  and  Prevention  of  Disease)  Act, 
another  measure  which  received  the  Royal  Assent  last 
week,  is  designed  to  strengthen  the  powers  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  in  dealing  with  the  treatment  and 
prevention  of  disease.  Joint  boards  of  local  authorities 
may  be  authorised  to  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1895.  In  like  manner  a  County  Council  may 
be  given  power  to  enforce  regulations  dealing  with  cholera 
and  other  epidemic  diseases,  and  local  authorities  may 
provide  laboratory  facilities  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  or  prevention  of  disease.  Another  section 
■empowers  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  to  enter  into 
agreements  for  the  reception  of  patients  suffering  from 
any  disease.  The  Mental  Deficiency  Act  gives  power  to 
deal  with  those  persons  who  are  feeble-minded,  although 
not  insane.  An  interesting  experiment  designed  to  deal 
more  expeditiously  with  the  mails  in  London  is  sanctioned 
by  the  Post  Office  (London)  Railway  Act.  A  special 
tube  railway  is  to  be  built  from  West  to  East  of  London 
for  the  conveyance  of  mails  to  various  railway  stations. 
Parliament  was  prorogued  by  Commission  until  Novem- 
ber 3,  but  is  not  likely  to  meet  until  February  of  next 
year. 


Prescribing  Proprietaries. 

The  question  of  prescribing  proprietary  medicines  for 
insured  persons  under  the  National  Insurance  Act  is 
becoming  acute.  It  is  well,  therefore,  that  the  position 
should  be  made  clear.  By  Section  5  of  the  National 
Insurance*  Act  Insurance  Committees  are  required  to 
make  provision  for  the  supply  of  "  proper  and  sufficient 
drugs  and  medicines  and  prescribed  appliances"  to 
insured  persons  in  accordance  with  regulations  made  by 
the  Insurance  Commissioners.  The  regulations  made 
under  this  section  state  that  "  every  insured  person  .  .  . 
shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  as  part  of  his  medical  benefit 
such  drugs  ana  prescribed  appliances  as  may  be  ordered 
for  him  by  the  practitioner  attending  him."  It  will 
thus  be  seen  that  no  limit  is  placed  by  the  Act  or  regula- 
tions upon  the  drugs  which  may  be  supplied  to  insured 
persons.  As  is  well  known,  the  money  allotted  for  the 
payment  of  drugs  works  out  at  2**.  per  insured  person, 
but  an  arrangement  was  devised,  with  the  object  of  pro- 
moting economy  in  prescribing,  by  which  the  doctors  on 
the  panel  will  share  in  a  fund  formed  from  a  fourth 
of  the  amount  mentioned,  in  case  it  has  not  been  required 
in  payment  of  chemists'  bills.  This  is  known  as  the 
Suspense  Fund,  or  the  "floating  sixpence."  The  chemist 
also  does  not  desire  to  see  the  drug-fund  depleted  by 
extravagant  prescribing,  as  he  may  possibly  not  receive 
payment  for  the  drugs  he  has  supplied.  There  is  thus 
a  check  on  unnecessary  prescribing  of  drugs,  which  has 
caused  trouble  in  somewhat  similar  circumstances  in  Ger- 
many. In  this  country  it  has  raised  the  questions  of  the 
employment  of  stock  mixtures  and  the  prescribing  of  pro- 
prietary brands  of  chemicals  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  It  is  clear  that  the  chemist's  duty  is  to 
dispense  what  the  doctor  orders,  and  that  it  rests  with 
local  medical  and  pharmaceutical  committees  to  advise 


the  Insurance  Committees  on  the  question  of  "proper 
and  sufficient  drugs."  Several  local  committees  have 
issued  instructions  regarding  the  use  of  proprietary 
medicines,  the  object  being  to  discourage  the  prescribing 
of  expensive  medicines  when  cheaper  drugs  will  answer 
the  same  purpose.  Some  medical  committees  also  have 
gone  so  far  as  to  circulate  lists  of  substitutes  for 
well-known  drugs,  which  raises  issues  of  a  graver 
character.  Apart  from  the  question  whether  insured 
persons  should  be  treated  with  substitutes  while  private 
patients  obtain  the  drug  which  the  doctor  believes  is  best 
for  them,  there  is  the  question  of  the  morality  of  en- 
deavouring to  deprive  an  inventor  of  a  new  drug  or 
combination  of  his  property,  often  created  at  a  great  cost. 
The  editor  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  gave  the  Select 
Committee  on  Patent  Medicines  an  account  of  how  the 
committee  which  prepares  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
looks  round  to  see  what  successful  proprietary  medicines 
there  are  and  sets  about  imitating  them.  The  success 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  however,  has  not  been 
very  striking  in  this  direction,  and  it  may  be  said  with 
truth  that  the  imitation  preparation  is  always  far  behind 
the  original.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  within  the 
last  fortnight  our  columns  have  contained  independent 
testimony  from  doctors  that  in  the  case  of 
liq.  carbonis  detergens  the  Pharmacopoeia  imitation 
is  very  inferior  to  the  original.  This  is  only  one 
case  of  many,  and  it  is  certain  that  a  doctor  who 
knows  an  original  proprietary  drug  or  preparation  to  be 
superior  to  its  surrogate  would  not  hesitate  to  order  the 
original  form  if  he  were  treating  a  private  patient.  The 
National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (Scotland)  has 
given  a  lead  to  Insurance  Committees  in  Scotland  on  this 
question  of  prescribing  proprietary  medicines.  The 
circular  embodying  this  opinion,  printed  elsewhere  in 
this  issue,  differentiates  between  (a)  secret  remedies  and 
(b)  proprietary  medicines  "the  composition  of  which  is 
made  public  without  reserve,  though  the  preparation  may 
be  made  up  in  a  particular  form  or  called  by  a  special 
name."  Practitioners,  it  is  assumed,  will  not  order 
medicines  under  group  (b)  unless  they  look  upon  them 
as  possessing  recognised  advantages  over  pharmacopceial 
or  other  well-known  non-proprietary  preparations  of 
similar  compositions.  It  is  further  added  that 
practitioners  will  in  prescribing  bear  in  mind  that  cer- 
tain drugs  which  have  special  proprietary  names  figure 
also  under  other  titles  in  the  ' '  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex."  This  recommendation,  we  take,  it,  refers  to  syn- 
thetic remedies  the  patents  for  which  have  expired 
although  the  trade-mark  rights  in  the  name  of  the  drug 
survive.  Another  circular  on  the  same  question  has  been 
issued  by  the  Insurance  Committee  of  the  County  of 
London,  in  which  it  is  suggested  to  prescribers  that  "as 
a  general  rule,  prescriptions  should  not  be  given  to 
patients  for  such  medicines  or  compounds  where  the  con- 
stituent drugs  are  included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
Codex,  or  Squire's  'Companion.'"  There  has  been  no 
Medical  Committee  constrtuted  in  London,  so  that  this 
recommendation  comes  direct  from  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, and  can  hardly  be  taken  as  a  medical  re- 
commendation. That  the  Committee  lacks  technical 
knowledge  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  chemist's  charge 
for  Calvert's  carbolic  acid  has  been  disallowed,  the 
Committee  being  unable  to  appreciate  that  the  doctor,  in 
ordering  Calvert's,  desired  to  ensure  the  use  of  the  car- 
bolic acid  of  the  original  maker.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  range  of  controversial  matters  has  been  considerably 
widened  by  the  views  thus  expressed.    We  regard  it  as 
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essential  that  the  doctor  should  be  left  as  free  to  pre- 
scribe for  insured  persons  as  he  is  for  his  private  patients. 
If  his  experience  of  a  drug  or  combination  of  drugs  is 
built  upon  proprietary  forms  he  should  b©  allowed  to 
order  what  he  believes  to  be  best  for  his  patient.  It  is 
obvious  that  secret  remedies  are  m  a  different  category 
from  proprietary  medicines,  and  medical  ethics  could  not 
eanction  the  prescribing  of  medicines  of  the  composition 
of  which  the  prescriber  is  ignorant. 

Eucalyptus  Oil. 

It  may  be  said  with  safety  that  no  plant  genus  has  had 
the  essential  oils  of  so  many  of  its  species  investigated  as  the 
eucalyptus.  Eecently  we  reproduced  a  table  (August  9, 
index  folio  234)  giving  the  characters  of  the  oils  of  a 
number  of  Tasmanian  eucalypts  examined  by  Messrs. 
Baker  and  Smith,  of  the  Technological  Museum,  Sydney, 
and  these  authors  deserve  much  credit  for  a  further 
valuable  contribution  to  a  subject  which  they  have  made 
so  much  their  own.  So  far  as  the  authors'  investigations 
have  gone  there  appear  to  be  twenty-one  species  of 
eucalypts  in  the  island,  of  which  twelve  are  endemic — a 
fact  which  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  great  length  of  time 
during  which  the  island  has  been  isolated  from  the  main- 
land. The  authors  seem  to  have  made  a  thorough  investi- 
gation in  this  direction,  and  it  is  probable  that  their 
revision  of  the  nomenclature  of  these  trees  will  be  accepted 
by  botanists.  We  do  not  like  the  word,  but  perhaps  the 
enormous  area  covered  by  Messrs.  Baker  and  Smith  justi- 
fies them  speaking  of  "  eucalyptologists,"  and  certainly 
this  publication  will  be  much  welcomed  by  all  who  claim 
to  be  included  in  this  group  of  scientists.  An  historical 
interest  lies  in  Tasmanian  eucalypts,  since  it  was  from 
Van  Diemen's  Land  that  specimens  of  the  genus  were  first 
made  known  to  us  by  the  botanist  L'Heritier,  who,  in  1788, 
named  the  tree  Eucalyptus  obliqua,  afterwards  (in  1847) 
described  by  Hooker  as  E.  gigantea.  Moreover,  the  Tas- 
manian eucalyptus  oil  from  E.  globulus  retains  pride  of 
place  in  the  estimation  of  importers  and  consumers  of  this 
essential  oil.  In  the  valuable  contribution  referred  to 
there  are  certain  matters  of  opinion  upon  which  differ- 
ences might  exist,  as  has  been  the  case  before  in  Messrs. 
Baker  and  Smith's  treatment  of  the  relationships  between 
the  botany  of  the  plant  and  the  chemistry  of  the  essential 
oil ;  but  these  matters  of  opinion  are  valuable,  as  in- 
dicating the  views  of  the  men  on  the  spot.  For  ex- 
ample, they  consider  that  the  evidence  adduced  in  the 
memoir  respecting  the  differences  between  the  Tas- 
manian eucalypts  and  identical  species  or  allied  forms  on 
the  mainland  further  emphasises  the  evolutionary  differen- 
tiation of  the  various  species,  first  indicated  in  the  authors' 
work  on  the  eucalypts  in  1902.  As  they  say,  variation  in 
altitude  and  climatic  conditions,  and  the  result  of  con- 
siderable earth-movement,  would  naturally  force  the 
species  thus  separated  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  new  con- 
ditions, establishing  new  features  and  changing  the  con- 
stituents of  their  oils.  The  affinity  between  E.  amygdalina 
growing  in  Tasmania  and  on  the  mainland  is  evidently 
close,  but  they  have  diverged  sufficiently,  both  botani- 
cally  and  chemically,  for  specific  differences  to  be  observed. 
Among  the  other  points  of  interest  from  a  chemical  point 
of  view  is  the  fact  that  in  only  one  Tasmanian  eucalyptus 
oil  have  the  authors  been  able  to  detect  the  aldehyde 
aromadendrol,  which  is  so  common  in  oils  distilled  in  the 
Eastern  mainland.  Also  the  oil  from  E.  acervula  (contain- 
ing about  20  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol)  has  a  marked  sweet 
odour  of  geranyl  acetate.  Not  only  does  it  contain  this 
ester  and  free  geraniol  as  well  (to  the  extent  of  at  least 


7  per  cent,  and  13  per  cent,  respectively),  but  it  also  con- 
tains an  aliphatic  hydrocarbon  stearoptene,  thus  resembling 
otto  of  rose  in  these  three  characteristics.  The  authors  also 
point  out  oil  of  E.  Riscloni  as  specially  worthy  of  men- 
tion because  of  the  large  amount  of  eucalyptol  it  contains, 
together  with  phellandrene.  They  again  recall  the  fact 
that  the  therapeutic  reputation  of  eucalyptus  oil  was  first 
built  up  on  oils  of  the  amygdalina  group  and  that  the 
present  condemnation  of  a  phellandrene-bearing  oil  like 
that  of  E.  Risdoni  may  hardly  be  warranted.  Still,  in  the 
absence  of  definite  knowledge  as  to  what  constituent  or 
mixture  of  constituents  the  efficacy  of  the  oil  is  due  to, 
the  authors  consider  it  advisable  to  insist  on  a  minimum  of 
50  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol  in  pharmaceutical  oils.  Then 
if  phellandrene  is  not  condemned,  E.  Risdoni  would  be  a 
very  good  species  to  exploit.  It  would  take  a  long  time  to 
eradicate  the  prejudice  in  this  country  against  phellan- 
drene-containing  oils,  and  there  is  little  likelihood  in  the 
forthcoming  B.P.  of  the  standards  for  specific  gravity 
and  for  eucalyptol  being  lowered  so  as  to  include  this  oil, 
nor  does  it  seem  advisable  when  plenty  of  oil  complying 
with  the  present  standards  is  available. 

The  difficulty  of  selling  an  oil  not  complying  with 
recognised  standards  is  seen  from  a  report  from  the 
General  Manager  (Mr.  G.  A.  W.  Pope)  of  the  Produce 
Department  of  the  South  Australian  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. This  gives  the  results  of  inquiries  by  the  Trade 
Commissioner  in  London  (Major  Norton)  of  the  outlets 
for  the  oil  produced  in  Kangaroo  Island,  South  Australia, 
from  the  narrow-leaved  eucalyptus  [E.  cneori  folia).  The 
oil  is  one  containing  from  50  to  70  per  cent,  of  eucalyptol, 
and  if  care  is  used  in  distillation  conforms  to  the  Pharma- 
copoeia requirements  and  is  admirably  adapted  for 
medicinal  use.  The  industry  has  not  prospered  owing  to 
the  absence  of  an  export  trade  capable  of  allowing  dis- 
tillers to  erect  modern  expensive  distilling  plant  for 
economically  producing  the  oil.  The  present  demand  for 
the  oil  is  stated  to  be  "  almost  entirely  limited  to  the  busi- 
ness of  English  chemists,"  and  their  comments,  which  we 
give  below,  show  that  the  writers  of  the  report  are  not 
well  informed  : 

These  chemists  are  not  advertisers  because  the  majority 
of  their  business  comes  through  the  recommendation  of 
medical  practitioners  and  others,  and  those  lines  which  are 
not  "drugs"  in  the  ordinary  sense  are  generally  so  adver- 
tised by  the  manufacturer  that  the  public  are  educated  to 
their  value,  and  thus  they  become  a  line  which  the  chemists 
can  sell  freely.  Eucalyptus  oil  has  never  been  advertised 
along  these  lines,  and  consequently  the  British  public  as  a 
whole  are  not  alive  to  the  advantages  of  the.  oil.  The 
result  is  that  when  a  chemist  stocks  the  oil  his  profits  on 
the  little  he  sells  must  be  large,  because  his  sales  are 
limited  and  his  annual  turnover  small. 

This  experience  having  been  gained  by  the  Trade  Com- 
missioner, an  advertising  campaign  was  started  at  various 
exhibitions  in  connection  with  the  exhibits  of  South 
Australian  produce  throughout  England.  The  bottled  oil 
was  shown  and  offered  to  visitors  at  6d.  per  2-oz.  bottle. 
Circulars  setting  forth  the  virtues  of  the  oil  were  issued, 
with  names  of  firms  with  whom  arrangements  to  stock  had 
been  made.  Major  Norton,  who  lectured  to  grocers  at 
exhibitions  and  at  association  meetings,  advocated  "  the 
introduction  of  these  people  to  the  eucalyptus-oil  trade 
as  the  best  additional  avenue  through  which  the  producer 
can  expect  to  enlarge  the  trade  with  the  population  of 
the  United  Kingdom."  The  article  closes  in  a  somewhat 
pessimistic  tone,  the  opinion  being  given  that  the  success 
of  the  scheme  is  to  a  large  extent  in  the  hands  of  the  dis- 
tillers, and  further  it  is  stated  : 

They  must  make  the  oil  a  profitable  line  to  handle  and 
advertise  by  reducing  the  very  many  qualities  now  produced 
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to  one  proper  common  standard,  and  pledge  themselves  to 
a  continuity  of  supply.  Already  the  Trade  Commissioner 
has  felt  the  disappointment  that  irregular  qualities  and 
supplies  create,  and  while  his  preliminary  campaign  among 
the  grocers  and  the  public  has  been  very  successful  and 
promising,  future  business  is  absolutely  dependent  on  some 
combination  among  distillers.  For  the  special  class  of 
household  trade  which  will  be  reached  through  the  English 
grocery  trade,  the  distillers  must  be  prepared  to  supply  a 
uniform  oil  equal  to  the  standard  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia. It  must  also  contain  not  less  than  60  per  cent, 
eucalyptol,  properly  refined  and  of  a  good  water-white 
colour.  

It  is  rather  a  pity  that  before  the  advertising  campaign 
for  Kangaroo  Island  eucalyptus  oil  was  started  the  Trade 
Commissioner  did  not  get  his  facts  right.  Eucalyptus 
oil  is  one  of  the  products  which  is  far  more  dependent 
for  its  use  upon  the  chemist's  recommendation  and  direct 
demand  by  the  public  than  upon  the  advice  of  medical 
men.  Moreover,  any  pharmacist  who  had  been  asked 
would  have  told  the  Commissioner  that  the  names 
"  Platypus,"  "  Bosisto,"  and  "  Blue  Finch  "  have  been 
advertised  and  have  become  known  throughout  the  trade 
as  synonymous  with  eucalyptus  oil  of  the  best  quality. 
Again,  the  "  little  "  sold  by  the  chemist  during  the  in- 
fluenza season  would  astonish  Major  Norton  when  he 
found  it  ran,  in  many  cases,  into  gallons  instead  of 
ounces.  If  the  distillers  of  Kangaroo  Island  are  so  de- 
sirous of  increasing  the  demand  for  their  eucalyptus  oil, 
by  far  the  best  means  is  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the 
chemist,  but  until  they  can  produce  an  article  correspond- 
ing at  least  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  standard,  it  is  no  use 
approaching  the  drug-trade.  Oil  of  fluctuating  quality 
may  be  good  enough  for  the  grocer  to  sell  as  carded 
goods,  but  the  chemist  can  only  afford  and  must  sell 
B.P.  quality  only. 


Control  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

There  was  an  important  discussion  in  the  Sections  of 
Dermatology  and  Syphiligraphy  of  the  International 
Medical  Congress  on  the  control  of  venereal  diseases. 
These  Sections  passed  resolutions  urging  the  Government 
to  institute  a  system  of  confidential  notification  of 
syphilis  to  a  sanitary  authority,  and  to  make  systematic 
provision  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all  cases  of 
syphilis  not  otherwise  provided  for.  A  movement  has 
been  set  on  foot  within  the  last  few  weeks  which  has 
induced  the  Government  to  consent  to  the  appointment 
of  a  Royal  Commission  to  inquire  into  the  prevalence 
and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases.  It  is  interesting, 
however,  to  find  that  in  this  matter  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  had  acted  in  advance  of  public  opinion,  and 
a  year  ago  had  ordered  an  inquiry  to  be  made  into  the 
existing  control  over  venereal  diseases  with  special 
reference  to  the  adequacy  and  general  character  of  the 
arrangements  for  institutional  treatment  of  these  diseases 
now  available  in  England  and  Wales.  The  report  was 
issued  this  week  by  the  Government  printers.  The  main 
report,  by  Dr.  R.  W.  Johnstone,  has  an  introduction  by 
Dr.  Arthur  Newsholme.  Gonorrhoea  and  syphilis  are  the 
principal  venereal  diseases,  and  the  main  part  of  the 
report  is  taken  up  with  the  history,  prevalence,  and  treat- 
ment of  syphilis,  the  more  serious  of  the  two  disorders. 
Gonorrhoea  is  a  frequent  cause  of  chronic  suffering  and 
sterility  in  women  as  well  as  the  chief  source  of  blind- 
ness occurring  as  the  result  of  ophthalmia  of  the  new- 
born. The  serious  extent  to  which  syphilis  affects  the 
national  health  is  not  generally  realised.  It  is  an  im- 
portant cause  of  arterial  degeneration  and  of  heart- 
disease  ;  the  chief  if  not  the  only  cause  of  locomotor 


ataxy  and  general  paralysis  of  the  insane,  as  well  as  of 
various  forms  of  skin  and  bone  diseases.  The  modern 
treatment  of  syphilis  with  salvarsan  is  highly  com- 
mended. The  duration  of  the  active  symptoms  is  greatly 
decreased  and  relapses  are  much  less  frequent  when 
salvarsan  is  administered.  Experience  in  the  Military 
Hospital,  Rochester  Row,  London,  has  shown  that  the 
treatment  of  syphilis  has  now  been  brought  within  easily 
manageable  limits  with  less  likelihood  of  spreading  the 
disease  than  formerly.  The  institutional  treatment 
available  is,  however,  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  with 
lack  of  facilities  for  accurate  diagnosis  according  to 
modern  methods.  The  Wassermann  and  Noguchi  tests  are 
referred  to  in  thio  connection.  The  Wassermann  test 
has  been  explained  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  but 
the  Noguchi  test  introduced  this  year  is  not  so  well 
known.  This  test  in  analogous  to  Von  Pirquet's  test  for 
tuberculosis.  The  luetin,  as  the  test-emulsion  is  called, 
is  an  extract  of  the  cultivated  spirochsetae  pallida?, 
killed  by  heat  and  carbolised  with  0.5  per  cent,  of  phenol. 
A  drop  of  the  luetin  is  injected  into  the  skin  of  one 
arm  and  a  drop  of  the  control  into  the  skin  of  the 
other  at  a  corresponding  spot.  If  the  patient  has  not 
got  syphilis  there  is  no  inflammatory  reaction  on  either 
side,  and  all  signs  disappear  in  forty-eight  hours.  In 
syphilitic  patients  a  characteristic  series  of  changes  occurs 
at  the  site  of  the  luetin  injection.  A  papule  surrounded 
by  a  bluish-red  halo  appears  in  from  six  to  twenty-four 
hours  or  later.  The  papule  develops  a  central  area  of 
suppuration  and  eventually  ruptures,  a  sero-purulent  fluid 
escapes,  and  there  is  denudation  of  the  contiguous  epider- 
mis and  a  hypertrophic  condition  of  the  skin  ensues, 
which  may  last  for  some  months.  The  test  will  no  doubt 
be  greatly  improved,  and  it  may  become  an  easily 
applied  and  valuable  aid  to  diagnosis.  It  is  stated  in 
the  report  that  the  desire  for  concealment  of  venereal 
diseases  leads  people  to  avoid  their  doctors,  and  to  resort 
to  quacks  and  chemists  in  the  early  and  highly  infective 
stage  of  the  disease.  This  opinion  is  backed  up  by  a 
quotation  from  the  Report  on  the  Practice  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  by  Unqualified  Persons,  which  appeared  in 
1910.  The  postponement  of  skilled  treatment  often 
causes  a  serious  delay  in  attacking  properly  the  disease. 
The  essence  of  the  problem  is  how  to  get  a  willing  patient 
at  the  earliest  time  to  the  doctor.  Subsidising  general 
hospitals  with  a  view  to  providing  accommodation  for 
persons  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  is  recommended 
in  preference  to  the  erection  of  special  hospitals.  Every 
doctor  should  also  have  access  to  the  most  efficient  means 
of  laboratory  diagnosis  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhoea.  Noti- 
fication of  venereal  disease  is  not  recommended,  as  it 
would  tend  to  concealment  of  the  disease  and  delay  in 
obtaining  skilled  treatment.  The  operation  of  the 
National  Insurance  Act  will,  it  may  be  hoped,  lead  to 
the  detection  of  a  large  amount  of  this  disease  hitherto 
neglected,  but  the  immediate  practical  problem  is  the 
means  for  providing  for  the  population  as  a  whole  readily 
accessible  and  unfettered  means  for  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment. 


What  is  Stockholm  Tar? 

A  meeting  of  the  British  importers  of  Swedish  wood- 
tar,  held  in  London  last  month,  passed  a  resolution  that 
the  trade  description  "Stockholm  tar"  is  now  no  longer 
sufficient  to  distinguish  the  origin  of  this  product.  It 
was  recommended  that  only  such  wood-tar  as  is  produced 
by  burning  the  roots  of  the  Swedish  pine  tree  {Pinus 
sylvestris)    in   the  peasant   way   in   Sweden — i.e.,  the 
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eo-called  "  dal  brand  "  tar — should  henceforth  be  described 
as  "genuine  Swedish  peasant-made  tar,"  and  that  "fac- 
tory tar  "  of  Swedish  origin  should  in  future  be  called 
"  Swedish  kiln  tar."  It  was  suggested  that  a  trade-mark 
should  be  registered  by  a  tar-exporters'  association  in 
Sweden  to  control  the  use  of  these  descriptions.  The 
Council  of  the  Swedish  Chamber  of  Commerce,  although  it 
considers  the  Swedish  wood  trade  of  no  magnitude  at  pre- 
sent, has  approached  the  various  Chambers  of  Commerce 
in  Sweden  to  obtain  their  opinions  on  the  above  proposal. 
This  agitation  for  abolishing  the  expression  "  Stockholm 
tar  "  as  applied  to  fine  Swedish  tar  has  arisen  from  the 
fact  that  this  product  comes  no  longer  via  Stockholm,  but 
direct  from  the  districts  in  Northern  Sweden  (Lulea, 
Skelleftea,  and  Umea),  in  which  it  is  made.  Although 
the  term  might  be  justified  in  being  applied  to  peasant- 
made  tar  produced  in  the  Wasa  and  Uleaborg  districts  of 
Finland,  it  appears  that  considerable  trouble  in  trade 
circles  has  been  caused  of  late  years  owing  to  the  practice 
of  offering  "  factory-made  "  tar  as  "  Stockholm  tar,"  even 
such  absurd  descriptions  being  used  as  "American  Stock- 
holm tar."  Those  interested  in  the  matter  will  find 
particulars  in  the  "  Special  Tar  and  other  Wood  By- 
products Number"  of  the  "Journal  of  the  Swedish 
Chamber  of  Commerce"  for  August  15,  which  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Chamber  (5  Lloyd's  Avenue,  London, 
E.C.).  It  seems  to  us  that  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter  to 
suppress  the  term  "Stockholm  tar."  The  term  "Turkey 
rhubarb  "  still  survives,  although  it  is  centuries  since 
rhubarb  had  any  connection  with  Turkey.  Similarly 
"Jamaica"  sarsaparilla  is  not  the  variety  grown  in  that 
island.  The  public  readily  acquires  the  habit  of  desig- 
nating by  a  particular  name  a  certain  product,  but  it  is 
not  so  easy  to  alter  this  habit. 

Tablets  for  Toxic  Substances. 
Attention  has  recently  been  directed  in  the  United 
States  to  the  danger  of  mercuric-chloride  tablets,  and 
many  suggestions  have  been  made  for  a  distinguishing 
form  of  tablet  which  shall  indicate  that  a  poisonous  sub- 
stance is  contained  in  the  tablet.  The  "Journal  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association"  formulates  the 
following  suggestions  : 

1.  To  adopt  the  coffin-shape  form  of  tablets,  each  tablet 
to  have  embossed  upon  it  a  death's-head. 

2.  To  colour  the  tablets  green  or  blue,  so  that  the  colour 
of  a  solution  made  from  such  a  tablet  will  excite  suspicion. 

3.  To  limit  the  amount  of  toxic  substance  in  a  single 
tablet  to  less  than  an  adult  poisonous  dose. 

4.  To  wrap  each  tablet  separately  in  tinfoil  or  paper 
marked  in  red,  with  a  death's-head  or  the  word  "  Poison." 

5.  To  dispense  each  tablet  in  bottles  only,  with  label  in 
red  bearing  prominently  the  word  "  Poison." 

Commission  to  Nurses. 

A  correspondence  has  been  going  on  in  the  "  Daily  Tele- 
graph "  regarding  nurses.  It  began  with  an  assertion  that 
[nurses  are  noisy  and  inconsiderate  in  the  sick-room,  and 
subsequent  correspondents  have  introduced  many  other 
aspects  of  the  question.  It  was  suggested  that  the  reason 
why  chemists'  bills  are  so  large  is  that  commissions  are 
given  out  of  them  to  nurses.  This  has  brought  letters 
from  pharmacists  denying  that  such  a  practice  exists.  It 
is  well  known  in  the  drug-trade  that  nurses  sometimes 
endeavour  to  obtain  trade  terms  for  the  goods  they  pur- 
chase at  pharmacies,  and  where  this  is  granted  trouble 
has  been  known  to  follow  when  the  patient  tries  to  get 
similar  advantageous  terms.  It  is  untrue  to  state  that  a 
commission  system  exists  between  the  pharmacist  and 
nurses  and  doctors.

National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests.  6 

Proprietary  Medicines. 

The  following  circular  (No.  389)  has  been  issued  by 
the  JNational  Health  Insurance  Commission  (Scotland)  •  ' 

Under  Section  15  (5)  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  it 
is  the  duty  of  an  Insurance  Committee  to  make  provision 
for  the  supply  of  proper  and  sufficient  drags  and 
medicines  to  insured  persons  in  accordance  with  regula- 
tions made  by  the  Commissioners,  which  shall  provide  for 
the  arrangements  made  being  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners.  Such  regulations  have  been  duly 
made  by  the  Commissioners  and  are  now  current  as  the 
Medical  Benefit  Regulations. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  consulted  as  to  whether 
the  class  of  "Proprietary  Medicines"  can  properly  be 
prescribed  by  Insurance  practitioners  and  dispensed  by 
Insurance  chemiste. 

The  Commissioners  are  advised  that,  for  the  purpose  of- 
an  Insurance  Committee  in  the  administration  of  Medical 
Benefit,  "  Proprietary  Medicines "  are  to  be  regarded 
as  falling  under  two  broad  but  mutually  exclusive 
groups  : 

(a)  "Proprietary  Medicines,"  the  composition  of  which  is 
not  publicly  disclosed,  but  is  alleged  to  be  known  only  to 
the  proprietors  or  manufacturers  of  the  medicines.  This 
group  includes  what  are  commonly  known  as  "  patent  medi- 
cines" or  "secret  remedies." 

_  (b)  "Proprietary  Medicines,"  the  composition  of  which 
is  made  public  without  reserve,  though  the  preparation,  may 
be-  made  up  in  a  particular  form,  or  called  by  a  special 
name. 

The  Commissioners  consider  that  in  general  it  may  be 
taken  that  preparations  included  in  group  (a)  are  not 
proper  and  sufficient  drugs  or  medicines  in  the  sense  of 
the  National  Insurance  Act,  and  should  not  be  prescribed 
for  or  supplied  to  insured  persons. 

The  Commissioners,  on  the  other  hand,  consider  that 
preparations  included  under  group  (b),  the  composition  of 
which  is  made  public  without  reserve,  should  be  supplied 
by  chemists  where  ordered  for  insured  persons  by  Insur- 
ance service  practitioners. 

It  is  assumed  that  practitioners  will  not  order  "Pro- 
prietary Medicines"  under  group  (b)  unless  they  look 
upon  them  as  possessing  recognised  advantages  over 
pharmacopceial  or  other  well-known  non-proprietary  pre- 
parations of  similar  composition,  and  that  they  will  in 
prescribing  bear  in  mind  that  certain  drugs  which  have 
special  proprietary  names  figure  also  under  other  titles 
in  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex. 

While  the  Commissioners  do  not  at  this  time  propose 
to  draw  up  a  list  of  the  "  Proprietary  Medicines,"  which 
should  be  classed  under  group  (a)  and  group  (6)  respec- 
tively, they  will  be  willing  to  advise  Insurance  Com- 
mittees with  respect  to  substances  referred  to  them  for 
their  opinion  in  any  case  regarding  which  the  Committee 
may  consider  that  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  uncer- 
tainty. 

It  should  be  noted,  in  conclusion,  that  Medical  Benefit 
does  not  include  the  ordering  for,  or  supplying  to,  insured 
persons  of  preparations  which  are  not  simply  of  the 
nature  of  drugs  or  medicines,  but  are  administered 
wholly  or  in  part  on  account  of  their  nutritive  character. 
Any  charges  for  such  preparations  should  be  disallowed 
whether  the  analysis  or  composition  of  the  preparation 
has  been  made  public  or  not. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Committee  of  the  County 
of  London  has  issued  the  following  circular  to  panel 
doctors  : 

I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  the  London  Insurance' 
Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  question  of 
the  supply  of  patent  medicines  and  proprietary  articles 
and  compounds  generally  to  insured  persons  as  a  part  of 
Medical  Benefit  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1911, 
and  have  decided  to  suggest  to  you  that,  as  a  general' 
rule,  prescriptions  should  not  be  given  to  patients  for  such 
medicines  or  compounds  where  the  constituent  drugs  are 
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included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  Codex,  and 
Squire's  "  Companion."  I  am  also  desired  to  point  out  that 
in  no  case  should  any  proprietary  article  not  of  the  nature 
of  a  drug  be  prescribed  for  insured  persons  as  a  part  of 
Medical  Benefit. 

Insurance  Dispensing  Experiences. 

A  Welsh  Experience. 
After  six  months  of  Insurance  dispensing  I  have  reluc- 
tantly come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  worth  the 
candle,  as  far  as  chemists  are  concerned.  On  drawing  up 
my  balance-sheet  for  the  year  1912-13,  I  find  that  I  have 
a  net  loss  on  trading  of  Wl.  Last  year  (1911-12)  I  made 
a  net  profit  of  951.  On  investigation  I  discovered  that  the 
above  loss  represents  the  difference  in  my  present  stock 
from  what  it  was  in  June  1912.  Further,  up  to  January  1, 
1913,  I  find  that  my  earnings  were  better  than  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  year  before.  Therefore,  I  con- 
clude that  Insurance  dispensing  is  the  direct  cause  of  the 
difference.  Why  is  this  ?  Personally,  I  believe  that  owing 
to  the  rush  of  dispensing  I  have  not  had  the  time  to 
handle  customers  properly.  In  six  months  I  have  had  to 
tackle  single-handed  2,500  scripts,  put  up  stock,  clean  and 
keep  the  shop  tidy,  and  attend  to  the  front  counter.  The 
result  was  that  more  often  than  not  during  my  busiest 
time  the  shop  was  full  of  people  waiting  for  their  medi- 
cine. Consequently  other  clients,  who  might  have  turned 
in  for  sundries,  passed  by.  Another  cause  was  that  I  for- 
merly did  a  fair  amount  of  counter-prescribing ;  now  I 
rarely  get  the  chance,  because  workers  won't  pay  doctor 
and  chemist  for  the  same  work.  Specialities,  which  used 
to  sell  very  well,  are  now  "  dead  off,"  although  I  tried 
to  combat  this  by  distributing  hand-bills,  advertising  in 
local  paper  and  on  the  cinema-screen.  On  the  other  hand. 
I  must  6tate  that  I  now  see  nearly  double  the  number 
of  private  prescriptions  than  formerly.  Also  I  have  a 
running  account  with  the  local  doctor  for  any  drugs  or 
sundries  he  may  require.  This  helps,  because  I  get  all  his 
orders  for  trusses,  etc.  (patients  paving),  which  formerly 
he  ordered  himself  from  his  wholesalers.  During  the  next 
six  months  I  intend  to  set  aside  a  room  where  Insurance 
customers  may  wait  while  their  medicines  are  being  pre- 
pared. By  this  means  I  hope  to  regain  the  bigger  part 
of  lost  counter-trade.  I  shall  have  a  better  idea  as  to 
6tock  necessary  to  cope  with  the  work,  and  shall  be  able  to 
despatch  scripts  better  and  more  expeditiously  than  up 
to  now.  This,  with  my  firm  belief  that  the  National  Insur- 
ance Act  will  find  its  level,  as  far  as  chemists  are  con- 
cerned, within  a  year,  helps  me  to  put  up  with  the  extra 
bother  and  worry. — lanto  (163/6).

Medical  Benefit. 
Supply  of  Drugs  and  Appliances. 
I  have  to  inform  you  that  a  list  of  certain  articles  sup- 
plied during  the  first  quarter  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  the  local  Medical  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  their  views  in  regard 
to  the  question  as  to  whether  such  articles  can  properly 
be  prescribed  by  practitioners  and  supplied  by  chemists 
under  the  arrangements  made  by  this  Committee.  The 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee,  after  careful  considera- 
tion, concur  in  the  views  communicated  to  them,  and  I 
am,  therefore,  directed  to  send  you  the  following  men- 
tioned tables,  which  set  out  certain  articles  which — 

(a)  will  be  allowed  until  the  16th  instant,  but  which 
will  not  be  allowed  thereafter; 

(6)  are  disallowed. 
In  these  circumstances  adjustments  will  have  to  be 
made  in  the  accounts  presented  by  the  chemists.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  obtain  the  views  of  the  before-mentioned 
Committees  in  regard  to  other  articles  which  have  been 
supplied  by  chemists  since  the  before-mentioned  list  was 
prepared ;  and  a  further  communication  will  be  addressed 
to  you  in  due  course. 

Revised  Drug  Tariff. — I  am  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  resolution  passed  by  the  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
revised  drug  tariff,  a  copy  of  which  is  as  under: 

That  the  revised  drug  tariff  be  approved,  subject  to 
no_  dispensing  charge  being  allowed  in  cases  where  pro- 
prietary medicines  and  pills  are  dispensed. 

Transfer  of  work  from  Chelmsford  to  London. 
The  work  of  checking  the  chemists'  prescriptions  will 
shortly  be  transferred  from  Chelmsford  to  the  London 
offices.    Due  notice  will  be  given  when  the  transfer  will 
take  place. 

Table  A  contains  the  following  three  items,  the  supply 
of  which  will  be  allowed  until  August  16,  1913,  but  will  be 
disallowed  thereafter :  Oxygen,  sera,  vaccines. 

Table  B  6tates  that  the  supply  of  the  undermentioned 
articles  is  disallowed  :  All  forms  of  atomisers,  douches,  in- 
halers, nebulisers,  pessaries,  sprays,  and  syringes.  All 
foods,  such  as  Benger'6,  Bovril,  invalid  Bovril,  jellies, 
Liebig's  extract  meat,  Plasmon  biscuits,  Plasmon  cocoa, 
Sanatogen,  Valentine's  meat-juice,  Virol,  and  other  similar 
preparations.  Belts,  clinical  thermometers,  elastic  knee- 
caps, elastic  stockings,  eye-shades,  flat-foot  socks,  lamps, 
oxygen  (except  as  above  mentioned),  sera  (except  as  above 
mentioned),  cotton  anklets,  spectacles,  all  kinds  of  trusses, 
Wincarnis  and  quinine,  Wincarnis. 

Hamilton.  — The  Insurance  Committee  has  been  informed 
by  the  Insurance  Commissioners  that  the  Committee  ha6 
power  to  ask  chemists  to  render  accounts  on  the  adopted 
form  and  with  reasonable  care.  The  Commissioners  further 
state  that  the  Committee  are  not  at  present  called  upon  to 
make  a  check  of  the  individual  items,  but  that  it  will  be 
sufficient  if  the  accounts  are  submitted  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  and,  on  the  same  being  returned  by 
them,  the  Committee  should  make  payment  without  further 
question-  An  arithmetical  and  general  check  should  be 
made  by  the  Committee  to  detect  such  obvious  errors  as, 
for  example,  charges  for  appliances  not  included  in  the 
tariff.  The  Commissioners  do  not  suggest  that  the  Com- 
mittee should  undertake  any  check  requiring  technical 
knowledge.  The  Committee  adopted  its  Finance  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  to  submit  and  pay  the  chemists'" 
accounts  for  July. 

Hull.  -  The  Kingston-upon-HulI  local  Medical  Committee' 
have  issued  a  gummed  folder  for  pasting  in  the  copies  of 
the  local  Formulary,  giving  the  "  pharmaceutical  equiva- 
lents "  of  about  130  drugs  bearing  "proprietary  or  trade 
names." 

Huntingdonshire.  —  The  Insurance  Committee  orj 
August  11  had  before  them  the  reply  from  Messrs.  Sturton 
&  Sons,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Peterborough,  stating  that  their 
refusal  to  dispense  a  prescription  was  because  the  Com- 
mittee had  declined  to  allow  the  extra  fee  for  dispensing 
in  urgent  cases.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  R.  C.  Grey)  said  that 
in  no  other  part  of  the  county  had  they  met  with  such  an 
attitude  on  the  part  of  the  chemists,  and  in  scarcely  any  part 
were  prescriptions  marked  "  Urgent,"  except  in  the  Peter- 
borough district.  He  added  that  it  was  their  opinion  that 
doctors  at  that  end  of  the  county  marked  unnecessary  num- 
bers of  prescriptions  "  Urgent."  A  member  stated  that 
at  Huntingdon  the  chemists  dispensed  at  any  hour  in  the- 
night.  The  Chairman  remarked  that  they  would  have  t/> 
draw  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  attitude 
of  the  firm  named  if  the  Committee  had  anything  more  to> 
do  with  them.  In  reply  to  a  member,  who  asked  if  insured' 
persons  would  not  go  elsewhere  for  their  "Urgent"  medi- 
cines, the  Chairman  replied :  "  The  less  said  about  it  the- 
better;  I  think  it  will  settle  itself." 
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Ipswich.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  August  14  re- 
ported that  the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  past  month 
totalied  132?.  There  was  some  discussion  as  to  the  advis- 
ability of  the  Chemists'  Sub-Committee  checking  them.  The 
Deputy-Mayor  (Mr.  F.  E.  Rands),  who  presided,  said  it 
would  entail  tremendous  work  owing  to  the_  very  large 
number  of  small  items.  On  a  previous  occasion  the  cost 
of  checking  in  London  was  nine  guineas,  and  the  result  was 
that  the  chemists  accounts  came  to  8/.  more  than  they  had 
charged.  The  accounts  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee. 

Kirkcaldy.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  August  15,  Councillor  Garnock,  who  presided,  proposed 
that  the  report  in  regard  to  the  chemists'  accounts  be  con- 
sidered in  private.  Opposition  to  this  was  raised  on  the 
ground  that  the  matter  was  a  public  question  which  had 
already  been  discussed  in  the  Press.  Tho  Chairman  said 
the  reason  for  his  motion  was  that  this  was  largely  a 
personal  matter.  They  had  seen  the  beginning  of  it,  but 
they  did  not  know  where  it  would  end.  The  Chairman's 
motion  was  carried  by  18  to  10.  The  chief  question  under 
consideration  was  the  alleged  over-drugging.  The  Medical 
Committee  had,  after  investigation,  reported  that  the  exces- 
sive drug  bill  was  due  to  orders  given  by  one  doctor  for 
medicine  in  extravagant  quantities.  This  practitioner,  who 
undertook  to  exercise  more  discretion  in  future,  had  for- 
warded a  cheque  for  34/,  to  the  Committee,  this  being-  the 
sum  by  which  tho  Drug  Fund  had  been  exceeded.  The 
Finance  Committee  recommended  acceptance  of  the  sum  ten- 
dered to  cover  the  deficiency  in  the  Drug  Fund  for  the  first 
quarter.  The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  maintained  that  the 
acceptance  of  the  cheque  would  not  settle  the  point  at  issue — 
the  apparent  insufficiency  of  the  Drug  Fund.  The  Insurance 
Committee  decided  to  accept  the  cheque  on  the  understanding 
that  in  the  event  of  the  income  available  for  payment  of  the 
accounts  being  less  than  340?.,  as  estimated,  the  doctor  will, 
as  indicated  in  his  letter,  pay  the  additional  sum  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  Committee  to  pay  the  chemists'  accounts, 
amounting  to  374?.  2s.  Wd.,  in  full. 

Lanark.  Mr.  Alexander  A.  Dick,  pharmacist,  Bellshill, 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners 
on  tlu  Insurance  Committee  for  the  County  of  Lanark. 

London.  —A  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C.,  on 
August  14.  with  Mr.  H.  Skinner  in  the  chair.  The  Secre- 
tary (Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher)  was  instructed  to  ask  the  London 
Insurance  Committee  to  press  the  Commissioners  for  their 
approval  of  the  revised  tariff,  which  is  to  be  retrospective 
from  April  15.  1913,  and  also  to  indicate  in  his  letter  that 
the  standards  fixed  for  lint,  bandages,  and  gauzes  should  be 
specified  in  a  footnote  on  the  last  page  of  the  tariff.  Three 
complaints  were  then  dealt  with.  The  first  was  that  a 
provident  dispensary  advertises  that  medicines  are  dispensed 
for  any  insured  persons.  It  was  added  that  no  qualified 
chemist  was  in  charge,  and  that  two  doctors  were  interested. 
The  Secretary  was  directed  to  write  to  the  London  Insur- 
ance Committee,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  circular  issued  by 
the  institution,  and  requesting  that  inquiries  be  made  into 
the  matter.  A  complaint  was  also  made  that  the  London 
Insurance  Committee  has  disallowed  charges  for  Calvert's 
carbolic  acid.  The  Insurance  Committee  had  indicated  to 
the  panel  chemist  that  liability  cannot  be  accepted  for  pre- 
parations the  formulas  of  which  are  not  included  in  the 
B.P..  B.P.C.,  and  Squire's  "Companion."  After  discus- 
sion, the  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  pointing  out  the  inadvisability  of  not  accepting 
the  charges  for  Calvert's  carbolic  acid  and  such  like  pre- 
parations, as  the  joint  committee  of  doctors  and  chemists 
agreed  that  patent  medicines  should  not  be  prescribed,  but 
this  decision  did  not  affect  the  prescribing  of  proprietary 
drugs  which  are  not  secret  remedies,  but  approved  drugs 
presented  _  in  an  improved  form.  Certain  London  doctors, 
by  prescribing  stock  mixtures  by  numbers,  are  thereby  con- 
fining the  dispensing  for  insured  persons  to  particular 
chemists,  and  the  Committee  decided  to  take  steps  to  stop 
this  practice. 

Nottingham.  —  Chemists  on  the  panel  were  paid 
■865?.  14s.  IOcZ.  during  the  past  month. 

Oldham.— The  chemists'  accounts  for  the  past  quarter 
amounted  to  1,658/.,  against.  1.821/.  in  the  previous  three 
months,  and  payment  of  63  per  cent,  is  recommended. 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Commitee  received  a  deputation 
from  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  when  Mr.  Gart- 
side  urged  the  advisability  of  the  adoption  of  the  duplicate 
prescription-form  as  first  used,  and  pressed  upon  the  Sub- 
Committee  the  need  for  the  more  expeditious  payment  of 
accounts.  After  the  deputation  had  withdrawn,  the  Sub- 
Committee  decided  to  forward  a  resume  of  the  discussion  to 
the  Commissioners,  asking  if  the  original  prescription,  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  for  checking  purposes,  will 


meet  the  requirements  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act. 
The  Finance  Sub-Committee  is  to  be  asked  to  consider  any 
arrangements  for  expediting  payment  of  chemists'  accounts. 
The  proceedings  were  adopted  by  the  full  committee,  who 
decided  to  ask  the  Commissioners  whether  the  Suspense  Fund 
can  properly  be  utilised  during  the  course  of  the  year  in 
reduction  of  the  chemists'  accounts. 

Perth.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Burgh  Insurance 
Committee,  presided  over  by  Mr.  R.  Callan,  correspondence 
was  submitted  between  the  Committee  and  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Commissioners  (Scotland)  with  regard  to 
the  question  of  repeating  Insurance  prescriptions  without 
an  order  from  a  panel  doctor.  The  Commissioners  were  told 
that  the  chemist  on  each  occasion  had  pointed  out  that  he 
could  not  dispense  without  a  proper  requisition,  but  the 
patients,  on  the  other  hand,  had  stated  that  for  their  own 
reasons  they  did  not  wish  to  go  back  to  the  doctor,  and  that 
they  were  quite  prepared  to  pay  for  the  drugs.  In  a  number 
of  cases  the  chemists  had  dispensed.  The  drugs  dispensed 
were  usually  ordinary  tonics,  or  such  medicines  which  the 
chemist,  using  his  ordinary  skill,  was  satisfied  would  not 
be  likely  to  do  any  harm.  The  Secretary  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, in  his  reply,  stated  that  the  practice  alluded  to 
was  one  which  ought  not  to  continue.  Apart  altogether 
from  the  legal  aspect  of  the  matter,  the  Commissioners 
would  deprecate  the  unauthorised  drugging. 

^  Peterboroug-h.-The  Soke  of  Peterborough  Insurance 
Committee  on  August  13  discussed  the  question  of  dispensing 
"Urgent"  prescriptions,  the  matter  arising  out  of  a  recent 
inquest  (C.  <£•  L>.,  August  9,  index  folio  237).  Tho  Clerk 
stated  that  he  had  written  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Noble,  Secretary 
to  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  calling  attention  to 
the  difficulty  experienced  by  insured  persons  in  getting  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  on  Thursday  afternoons,  and  suggest- 
ing some  arrangement  whereby  each  chemist  on  the  panel, 
when  he  is  absent  from  his  place  of  business,  should  leave 
a  notice  in  his  window  stating  at  what  place  of  business 
prescriptions  could  be  dispensed,  and  that  an  arrangement 
should  be  made  between  the  chemists  whereby  one  of  them 
would  remain  at  his  place  of  business  each  Thursday  after- 
noon. Mr.  Noble  had  replied  to  the  effect  that,  so  far 
as  his  Committee  was  aware,  no  difficulty  had  been  experi- 
enced by  insured  persons  getting  their  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed when  marked  "Urgent,"  and  that  no  specific  in- 
stance had  been  given  when  an  "Urgent"  prescription  had 
not  been  dispensed.  Mr.  J.  G.  Sturton,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, referring  to  the  inquest  incident,  said  that  no  difficulty 
occurred  in  that  ca6e  at  all.  It  was  stated  that  the  chemist 
refused  to  dispense  because  the  prescription  was  not  marked 
"  Urgent."  The  doctor  declined  to  do  so,  and  the  chemist 
waited  in  his  shop  two  hours,  and  eventually  did  riot  get 
a  prescription  at  all.  During  the  last  quarter  there  had  only 
been  thirteen  "Urgent"  prescriptions,  and  five  only  of 
these  were  brought  in  on  Thursday  afternoons,  and  thev'  had 
been  dispensed  by  one  chemist.  The  arrangements  made  by 
the  ehemist6  among  themselves  were  such  that  a  prescription 
could  be  dispensed  in  about  ten  minutes  or  so.  Dr.  Clapham 
said  he  understood  that  the  prescription  referred  to  at  the 
inquest  was  marked  "Special,"  not  "Urgent,"  but  it 
implied  the  same  thing.  Mr.  C.  Neaverson  pointed  out  that 
the  doctor  in  the  case  did  not  go  to  see  the  patient  at  all, 
and  the  doctor  could  have  dispensed  the  medicine.  Mr. 
Haddon  remarked  that  it  was  fairly  obvious  that  the  doctor 
made  a  mistake,  and  not  the  chemist  as  he  suggested.  Mr. 
Whitwell  broached  the  subject  of  Sunday  dispensing,  and 
thought  that  the  chemists  should  be  paid  extra  for  Sunday 
work.  Mr.  Neaverson  proposed  that  the  doctors  should 
dispense  prescriptions  on  Thursday  afternoons,  Sundays,  and 
Bank  holidays.  Mr.  Sturton  suggested  that  the  experiment 
should  be  tried  for  three  months,  so  that  the  number  of 
"Urgent"  prescriptions  could  be  compared.  The  Clerk 
advised  that  the  motion  was  unnecessary,  as  tho  doctors 
already  had  the  power  to  dispense  if  necessary,  and  that  had 
been  done  by  one  practitioner.  Eventually  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  : 

That  the  doctors  on  the  panel  be  aeked,  to  write  "  Urgent "  on 
each  prescription  given  by  them  on  Thursday  afternoons,  and 
that  a  fee  of  6d.  be  paid  for  dispensing  each  prescription'  so 
marked1,  and  that  the  chemists  be  asked  to  establish  a  rota  for 
Thursday  afternoons. 

Rochdale.— It  has  been  decided  to  pay  75  per  cent,  of 
the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  past  quarter,  amounting  to 
752/.  17s.  9d. 

West  Bromwich.— Payment  has  been  made  to  chemists 
for  the  second  quarter  of  a  total  sum  of  418/.  18s.  3(7.,  being 
85  per  cent,  of  the  amount  due. 

Philadelphia  Industries. — At  the  census  of  1909  there 
were  thirty-nine  factories  producing  drugs  and  chemicals 
in  Philadelphia,  the  market  value  of  the  output  being 
5.116,852/.  and  the  number  of  wage-earners  5,470.

Price-list. — The  new  price-list  issued  by  Messrs.  May 
Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  druggists'  sundriesmen,  7,  9,  and 
11  Clerkenwell  Road,  London,  E.C.,  has  been  revised  to 
August.  It  is  divided  into  sections.  Part  I.  is  an  illus- 
trated list  of  druggists'  sundries  and  glassware,  occupy- 
ing 270  pages;  Part  I. a  is  devoted  to  veterinary  instru- 
ments. Then  follows  a  special  list  of  the  dressings  and 
appliances  included  in  the  drug  tariff.  Part  II.,  on  buff 
paper,  is  a  patent-medicine  list,  and  Part  III.  a  list  of 
packed  drugs,  perfumes,  toilet  and  household  requisites. 
The  list  is  issued  half-yearly. 

Lavender  Harvest. — The  lavender  grown  by  Messrs. 
W.  Ransom  &  Son,  Hitchin,  has  all  been  cut  and  distilled. 
The  absence  of  sun  has  prevented  a  high  yield  of  oil,  the 
amount  obtained  being  in  consequence  considerably  lower. 
From  a  specimen  of  the  new  oil  which  we  have  received 
we  are  able  to  judge  that  the  quality  is  exceptionally 
fine,  the  sweetness  and  mellowness  of  the  aroma  being  very 
pronounced.  During  the  progress  of  the  lavender  harvest 
Messrs.  Pathe  Freree  sent  an  operator  down  to  cinemato- 
graph the  scene.  The  whole  process  from  cutting  the 
lavender  to  emptying  the  stills  was  "  filmed,"  and  should 
result  in  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  industrial 
subject  for  exhibition. 

Lanotherm. — Messrs.  Francis  Newbery  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
27  and  28  Charterhouse  Square,  London,  E.C.,  have  been 
appointed  sole  wholesale  agents  for  Lanotherm,  a  new 
curative  wool  for  preventing  chills,  checking  inflamma- 
tion, and  increasing  the  activity  of  the  skin.  Being  made 
of  real  wool,  lanotherm  is  non-inflammable,  and  has  other 
hygienic  advantages  over  cotton.  It  sells  at  Is.  1-^d. 
and  2s.  9d.,  and  the  selling  price  is  being  protected  under 
the  P.A.T.A.  scheme.  An  advertising  campaign  to  the 
public  is  to  be  started  before  the  winter  season,  and 
special  inducements  are  to  be  offered  to  chemists  to  stock 
lanotherm.  For  the  first  six  months,  for  example,  thir- 
teen of  the  2s.  9f7.  size  will  be  sent  out  for  each  dozen 
ordered.  The  wool  is  packed  in  cartons  with  a  prevailing 
lavender  tint,  the  same  colour  being  also  employed  for  a 
descriptive  circular  which  gives  details  of  the  way  lano- 
therm is  used  in  the  various  affections  for  which  it  is 
beneficial. 

Washer  Connector. — The  Altrincham  Rubber  Co., 
Mossburn  Buildings,  Altrincham,  have  brought  out  a 
special  form  of  rubber  tube  for  con- 
necting the  water-tap  with  the 
washer  for  photographic  plates  or 
prints.  It  is  known  as  the 
"  A.R.C."  anti-climatic  washer 
connector,  and  consists  of  a  strong 
rubber  tube,  24  in.  long,  with 
strengthened  ends,  one  of  which  is 
made  to  fit  over  a  f-in.  projection 
on  the  print-washer,  and  the  other 
to  fit  over  a  5-in.  tap.  It  sells  at 
Is.  Zd.  The  company  issue  circu 
lars  giving  particulars  of  this 
washer  connector,  a  space  being  left 
for  the  dealer's  name  and  address. 
The  connector  is  a  handy  appliance,  and  photographic 
chemists  should  be  able  to  sell  one  with  each  washer.

The  Week  in  Parliament. 


The  New  Session. 
According  to  present  arrangements  the  Session  of  1914 
will  commence  not  later  than  the  first  week  in  February. 
Some  authorities  make  the  date  of  reassembling  as  early 
as  the  last  week  in  January. 

Medical  Prescriptions  Bill. 
This  Bill,  which  was  introduced  at  a  late  period  of  last 
Session  by  Lord  Lamington,  was  not  proceeded  with  owing 
to  the  exigencies  of  Parliamentary  time,  but  it  will  be 
reintroduced  at  an  early  period  next  year. 

Highlands  and  Islands  Medical  Service. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  August  14  Mr.  McKinnon 
Wood  announced  the  names  of  those  who  are  to  consti- 
tute the  Board  to  administer  the  Highlands  and  Islands 
Medical  Service  Act  as  follows  :  Sir  John  Dewar,  Chair- 
man ;  Sir  Donald  MacAlister,  Principal  of  the  University 
of  Glasgow ;  Lady  Susan  Gilmour,  Honorary  Secretary  of 
the  Queen  Victoria  Jubilee  Institute  for  Nurses ;  Dr. 
McVail,  of  the  Scottish  Insurance  Commission ;  Dr.  Leslie 
Mackenzie,  of  the  Local  Government  Board;  Dr.  John 
Macpherson,  of  the  Lunacy  Board  ;  Mr.  J.  L.  Robertson, 
Chief  Inspector  under  the  Scotch  Education  Department. 

Patent-medicines  Committee  Report. 

The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Patent  Medicines 
made  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  ordered  to  be  printed 
on  August  6  has  been  issued  this  week.  It  consists 
merely  of  an  enumeration  of  the  dates  of  the  meetings, 
attendances  of  members,  and  names  of  witnesses 
examined.  At  the  last  meeting,  on  August  6,  the  business 
done  is  thus  reported  : 

Draft  report,  proposed  by  the  Chairman,  brought  up, 
read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  agreed  to  a6  follows: 

"Your  Committee  have  considered  the  matters  referred  to 
them,  but  as  it  will  not  bo  in  their  power  to  make  a  full 
report  in  the  present  Session,  they  have  agreed  to  recom- 
mend that  a  committee  on  the  same  subject  be  appointed  in 
the  next  Session  of  Parliament." 

Ordered,  to  report. 

Opium  Stock. 

Mr.  Montagu  informed  Mr.  Theodore  Taylor  on 
August  14  that  the  estimated  stock  of  Bengal  opium  on 
March  31  was  16,818  chests.  There  is  no  Government 
holding  of  Malwa  opium  for  export,  and  for  Excise  use  it 
i6  purchased  as  required.  The  area  which  is  being  licensed 
for  poppy-growing  this  year  in  British  India  is  limited  to 
156.000  acres.    Licences  are  now  being  given. 

Mr.  Theodore  Taylor  further  asked  whether  any 
Indian  opium  certificated  for  sale  to  China  yet  remains  in 
India,  and  how  many  such  chests  have  been  shipped  to 
China  since  April  last  ? — Mr.  Montagu  replied  that  it  was 
reported  to  the  Government  of  India  in  July  last  that  of 
the  2,760  chests  of  Malwa  opium,  the  right  to  export 
which  was  bought  by  traders  at  the  sales  in  November 
and  December,  1912,  1,775  chests  then  remained  at 
Bombay.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  no  later  informa- 
tion. He  understands  that  there  is  no  certificated  opium 
at  Calcutta. 

Veterinary  Dispensaries. 
Mr.  O'Sullivan  asked  the  Vice-President  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  (Ireland)  on  August  14  whether  he 
has  received  a  resolution  from  the  Tralee  Rural  District 
Council  requesting  him  to  establish  veterinary  dispen- 
saries in  Castleisland,  Knocknagoshal,  Brosna,  and  King- 
williamstown,  and  also  to  appoint  a  veterinary  surgeon 
-who  will  reside  in  the  district  and  attend  to  them;  and,  if 
so,  what  action  he  proposes  to  take? — Mr.  Birrell  replied 
that  the  resolution  referred  to  has  been  received  by  the 
Department.  Of  the  four  places  at  which  the  Tralee  Rural 
District  Council  desired  veterinary  dispensaries  to  be 
-established,  two — namely,  Knocknagoshal  and  Castle- 
island— are  already  provided  with  these  dispensaries.  The 
dispensary  at  Knocknagoshal  is  sufficiently  near  Brosna  to 
be  availed  of  by  farmers  from  the  latter  place,  and  simi- 
larly the  Castleisland  and  Rathmore  dispensaries  are 
within  reach  of  farmers  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of 


Kingwilliamstown.  The  Department  do  not  propose  at 
present  to  alter  these  arrangements,  which  have  been 
settled  after  full  consideration. 

National  Health  Insurance. 
More  Amendments. — There  is  every  reason  to  believe, 
writes  our  Parliamentary  correspondent,  that  another 
amending  Insurance  Act  will  be  introduced  in  the  course 
of  next  Session.  It  may  be  recalled  that  during  the 
discussion  upon  the  Act  which  has  just  become  law  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  stated  that  in  Germany  no 
fewer  than  ten  such  amending  Acts  have  been  passed. 

Irish  Grant. — The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
informed  Mr.  John  Redmond  on  August  14  that  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  grant  of  50,000?.  at  present  available  for 
expenses  due  to  the  absence  of  medical  benefit  in  Ireland 
is  insufficient  to  provide  for  adequate  arrangements  for 
certification.  The  Insurance  Commissioners  are  engaged 
in  negotiation  with  the  medical  profession  and  with  the 
approved  societies,  and,  if  a  scheme  can  be  devised  which 
is  satisfactory  to  the  parties  concerned,  he  will  be  pre- 
pared to  ask  Parliament  to  increase  the  grant  by  such 
amount  as  may  be  necessary,  subject  to  the  limit  of  2s.  6rf. 
per  insured  person  which  has  been  imposed  in  Great 
Britain  not  being  exceeded  in  Ireland. 

Payments  to  Institutions. — Mr.  Butcher  asked  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  August  12  whether,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  sum  of  7s.  per  insured  person  per 
annum  is  paid  to  doctors  on  the  panel  for  medical  treat- 
ment, exclusive  of  drugs  and  medicine,  he  will  state  the 
reason  why  a  sum  of  only  4s.  per  insured  person  per 
annum'  is  allowed  to  friendly  societies'  medical  associa- 
tions for  providing  medical  treatment,  including  drugs 
and  medicines  ?— Mr.  Masterman  replied  that  the  hon. 
member  has  been  misinformed.  Where  the  expenditure 
of  an  approved  institution  in  respect  of  their  insured 
members  upon  medical  treatment  (including  the  provision 
of  medicines  and  appliances)  and  all  reasonable  establish- 
ment charges  amounts  to  9s.  per  head,  the  amount  of  the 
contribution  to  be  made  to  the  institution  by  the_  Insur- 
ance Committee  will  be  a  sum  equal  to  9s.  per  insured 
member  of  the  institution. 

New  Schedule  Suggested.— In  the  course  of 
the  discussion  of  the  Lords'  amendments  to  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Amendment  Bill  in  the 
House  of  Commons  on  August  14,  Mr.  Glyn- Jones,  on  the 
proposal  to  insert  a  new  schedule—"  enactments  repealed 
—said  :  The  principal  Act  is  of  necessity  very  long  and 
complicated,  and  this  Bill  is  also  of  necessity  largely  legis- 
lation by  reference.  This  amendment  will  assist  those 
who  have  to  administer  both  the  principal  Act  and  this 
one  by  reason  of  its  setting  forth  in  this  new  schedule  the 
enactments  of  the  principal  Act  which  had  been  repealed. 
He  further  suggested  that  a  White  Paper  should  be 
printed  showing  both  the  principal  Act  and  this  Act,  so 
that  it  will  be  auite  clear  not  only  what  sections  ot  the 
principal  Act  have  been  repealed,  but  those  which  have 
been  modified  or  amended.— Mr.  Masterman  promised  to 
see  if  anything  could  be  done. 


SUMMER  OUTINGS. 


A  Blackpool  Trip.-  The  employees  of  Messrs.  R. 
Parkinson  &  Sons,  wholesale  druggists,  had  their  annual 
outing  on  August  16  to  Blackpool.  About  ninety  persons 
made  the  journey,  and  spent  a  most  pleasant  day. 

Greensted  VJsited.-An  official  ramble  of  the  West 
Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists  took  place  on  August  14. 
Conducted  by  Mr.  Soper,  a  party  of  fourteen  took  tram 
to  Ongar.  An  enjoyable  walk  brought  the  party  to 
Greensted  Church,  which  is  noted  for  the  great  age  of  a 
portion  of  the  structure,  the  walls  being  formed  of  unbarked 
trees  driven  vertically  into  the  earth.

'Allen's  Commercial  Organic  Analysis.  A  Treatise  on  the 
Properties,  Modes  of  Assaying  and  Proximate 
Analytical  Examination  of  the  Various  Organic 
Chemicals  and  Products  employed  in  the  Arts,  Manu- 
factures, Medicine,  etc.,  with  Concise  Methods  for 
the  Detection  and  Estimation  of  their  Impurities, 
Adulterations  and  Products  of  Decomposition.  Edited 
by  W.  A.  Davis,  B.Sc,  A.C.G.I.,  and  Samuel  S. 
Sadtler,  S.B.  Fourth  edition.  Vol.  VII.  9  in. 
by  6£  in.  Pp.  563.  21s.  net.  (London  :  J.  &  A. 
Churchill,  7  Great  Marlborough  Street.) 

We  reviewed  the  first  volume  of  the  fourth  edition  of 
this  work  in  the  early  part  of  1910,  since  when  the  other 
volumes  have  been  issued  at  intervals.  The  volume 
under  review  shows  the  same  characteristics  as  the  others 
of  the  series — thorough  revision  and  trustworthy  informa- 
tion.   The  matters  dealt  with  are  : 

Vegetable  Alkaloids  and  Ptomaines,  by  G.  Barger. 

Glycosides,  by  E.  Fiankland  Armstrong. 

Non-Glucosidal  Bitter  Principles,  by  G.  C.  Jones. 

Animal  Bases,  by  A.  E.  Taylor. 

Animal  Acids,  by  J.  A.  Mandel. 

Lactic  Acid,  by  W.  A.  Davis. 

Cyanogen  and  its  Derivatives,  by  Herbert  Philipp. 

The  enumeration  of  the  titles  of  the  sections  indicates 
the  importance  of  the  volume,  which  deals  with  subjects 
about  which  information  is  difficult  to  obtain  in  a  con- 
nected form.  Dr.  Barger's  article  on  alkaloids  is  addi- 
tional to  that  of  Mr.  Carr  in  Vol.  VI.,  and  deals  with 
the  lesser-known  alkaloids  of  papaya,  colchicum,  labur- 
num, stavesacre,  ergot,  Calabar  bean,  gelsemium,  peganum, 
harmala,  barley  germs,  ipecacuanha,  pomegranate, 
jaborandi,  pepper,  broom,  sabadilla,  hellebore,  potato 
and  yohimboa  bark.  Dr.  Armstrong's  chapters  on  gluco- 
sides  follow  this,  whilst  the  chapter  on  bitter  principles 
by  Mr.  Jones  is  of  interest  to  pharmacists,  as  it  deals 
with  the  aloins  and  bitters  of  artemisia,  colocynth,  coccu- 
lus  indicus  and  hops.  The  acids  of  urine  are  the  chief 
part  of  Dr.  Mandel's  section  on  animal  acids,  and  among 
the  subjects  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Philipp  are  prussic  acid, 
ferrocyanides,  and  the  platinocyanides,  the  last-mentioned 
of  great  importance  to  radiographers. 

Spices.  By  Henry  N.  Ridley,  M.A.,  C.M.G.,  F.R.S., 
F.L.S.  8^  in.  by  5Jr  in.,  pp.  450.  8s.  6d.  (London  : 
Macmillan  &  Co.,  Ltd.) 

The  history  and  the  cultivation  of  "Spices"  is  dealt 
with  in  this  work  of  450  pages,  which  is  well  printed  in 
large  type,  and  the  information  given,  in  spite  of  various 
mis-statements  referred  to  later,  should  prove  of  value  to 
the  planter,  botanist,  and  dealer  in  spices.  Altogether 
there  are  fifteen  illustrations,  but  these  are  all  from  old- 
fashioned  woodcuts,  which  in  these  days  of  process-work 
are  quite  out  of  date.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  the 
book  could  have  been  made  much  more  interesting  and 
attractive  by  modern  illustrations.  The  spices  reviewed 
include  vanilla,  nutmegs  and  mace,  cloves,  pimento,  cinna- 
mon, massoi-bark,  black  peppers,  long  pepper,  grains 
of  paradise,  cardamoms,  capsicums,  coriander,  dill,  cumin, 
ginger,  turmeric,  zedoary,  galangal,  and  calamus-root. 
There  are  twenty -two  pages  of  "  Introduction"  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  book,  these  principally  dealing  with 
soils,  diseases,  insecticides,  manures,  packing  produce 
for  markets,  planting  estimates,  etc.  "  Bordeaux  Mix- 
tures "  take  up  six  closely  printed  pages,  the  bulk  of  this 
matter  being  an  extract  from  the  "  Journal  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture."  Turning  to  the  various  spices  we  find 
that  the  largest  monograph  (seventy-five  pages)  is  devoted 
to  vanilla,  the  principal  flowering-season  for  which  in  the 
Straits  Settlements  is  from  September  to  November.  The 
statistics  regarding  exports  from  the  various  producing 
countries  are  by  no  means  up  to  date.  Those  from 
Mexico  (the  principal  source)  are  for  1892-93,  Guadeloupe 
1883,  Mauritius  1904-1905,  Reunion  1896-97,  Madagascar 
and  Seychelles  1906,  Java  1888,  and  so  on.  Mr.  Ridley 
refers  to  "limed"  nutmegs  of  commerce,  but  omits  to 


give  the  meaning  of  the  term.  He  also  states  that  mace 
"  costs  more  per  lb.  than  the  nutmeg  itself."  The  price 
actually  realised  for  mace  in  Mincing  Lane  is  double  and 
treble  that  of  the  nutmeg.  As  regards  cardamoms, 
"Ceylon"  are  described  as  "  1  to  2  in.  long,  three- 
sided,  and  often  curved,"  which  is  an  unfortunate  error. 
The  table  of  exports  of  cardamoms  from  Ceylon  ends  with 
the  year  1889,  but  more  up-to-date  figures  could  easily 
have  been  obtained.  Mr.  Ridley  says  the  coolies  cannot 
clip  more  than  3  lb.  per  day,  so  that  he  cannot  be  aware 
that  most  of  the  clipping  is  done  by  the  machine  invented 
by  a  Ceylon  planter. 

Mr.  Ridley  states  that  the  "produce  included  under  the 
name  of  spices  comprises  all  aromatic  vegetable  products 
which  are  used  in  flavouring  food  and  drinks,  but  almost 
all  have  other  uses  as  well,  for  which  they  are  in  great 
request  in  commerce.  Many  are  used  in  perfumery  or  in 
soap-making,  such  as  vanilla,  cloves,  and  pepper."  We 
have  not  previously  heard  that  pepper  was  used  in  soap- 
making.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  certain  number 
of  commercial  spices  are  hardly  cultivated  at  all,  but  are 
derived  from  wild  trees  or  plants,  the  demand  for  them  not 
being  greater  at  present  than  the  forest  can  supply. 
These  include  Malay  cassia-bark  and  calamus-root,  which 
Mr.  Ridley  believes  may  at  any  time  come  into  a  greater 
demand,  and  it  would  then  be  necessary  to  develop  the 
cultivation.  Like  many  writers  of  text-books  on  materia 
medica  the  author  has  freely  drawn  from  other  works 
and  writers,  and  this,  of  course,  has  meant  the  perpetua- 
tion of  errors,  which  is  to  be  regretted. 


POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Ten  deaths  from  poisoning  have  been  chronicled  since  our 
last  issue. 

Laudanum-poisoning  caused  the  deaths  of  Joseph  Gilli- 
land  (65),  Ballybay,  co.  Monaghan,  and  Augusta  Caroline 
Daniel  (58),  retired  nurse,  Forest  Gate,  London,  E. 

Mercury  Bichloride. — William  Burton  (68),  naturalist, 
Shepherd  s  Bush,  drank  some  preserving-solution  containing 
bichloride  of  mercury  in  mistake  for  water  with  fatal 
effect. 

Morphine. — The  suicidal  death  at  Southport  of  Charles 
Edward  Lyle,  chartered  accountant,  Edinburgh,  was 
attributed  to  morphine-poisoning. 

Potassium  Cyanide  was  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by 
Thomas  Statham  (39),  labourer,  Texall,  Staffs.  _  Mr.  M. 
Averill,  chemist  and  druggist,  produced  at  the  inquest  a 
poisons-register  showing  that  1  oz.  of  the  chemical  had  been 
supplied  on  August  2  for  the  purpose  of  killing  wasps. — ■ 
Matthew  Lawton,  chargeman  grinder,  was  found  dead  at 
Edgwake,  near  Inberrow.  Two  crystals  in  his  pocket  were 
identified  by  Mr.  F.  F.  Bawcutt,  chemist,  St.  Stephen's 
Pharmacy,  Redditch.  as  consisting  of  potassium  cyanide, 
and  the  jury  found  that  deceased  committed  suicide  with 
this  chemical. 

Potassium  Dichromate. — Henry  Wall,  Vauxhall,  poisoned 
himself  at  a  police  station,  taking  potassium  dichromate. 

Spirit  of  Salt. — Chas.  Wm.  Taylor  (50),  French  polisher, 
Chelsea,  died  in  St.  Thomas's  Hospital  from  spirit-of-salt 
poisoning. 

Strychnine. — The  death  of  Sarah  Ann  Bromley,  aged 
two,  in  the  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital,  was  due  to 
strychnine-poisoning  (C.  do  D.,  August  16,  index  folio  268). 
Nur6e  Moore,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  Children's  Ward  at 
the  Hospital,  stated  at  the  resumed  inquest  that  it  was 
the  practice  to  keep  hypodermic  solution  of  strychnine  on 
a  tray  in  case  of  emergency,  and  this  had  been  the  custom 
before  she  took  over  the  duties.  The  jury,  in  returning  a 
verdict  of  accidental  death,  censured  the  nurse,  and  recom- 
mended that  in  future  poisons  be  locked  up. 

Veronal. — Mary  Dorothy  Brophy  (24)  died  at  Margate 
from  veronal-poisoning.  Deceased  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  taking  aspirin,  and  a  box  of  tablets  labelled  "Aspirin" 
and  bearing  the  name  of  a  Limerick  chemist  was  found  by 
her  bedside.  The  Coroner's  inquiry  was  adjourned  for 
analysis  of  the  tablets,  as  it  was  suggested  that  veronal 
had  been  supplied  in  mistake  for  aspirin.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Rttaii  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

BUSINESS  conditions  in  the  wholesale  chemical  and 
drug  markets  remain  much  as  previously  reported, 
the  bulk  of  the  buying  being  for  current  requirements 
only,  with  but  few  changes  in  values.  Shellac,  under  the 
influence  of  speculation,  has  again  been  active  at  higher 
rates.  Menthol  has  been  subjected  to  "  bear  "  tactics, 
but  the  market  has  a  firm  undertone.  Cream  of  tartar 
is  Is.  dearer,  and  citric  acid  remains  scarce  in  second- 
hands,  makers'  price  being  nominal.  Benzols  (90  per 
cent.)  and  ammonia  sulphate  are  firmer.  Glucose  and 
starches  are  again  dearer.  Opium  has  taken  an  upward 
turn,  native  sellers  in  primary  markets  being  less  eager. 
Morphine  has  been  in  good  demand  from  second-hands ; 
considerable  quantities  have  gone  to  the  U.S.A.  of  late, 
an  anticipation  of  the  rise  in  the  tariff.

Conditions  in  the  heavy-chemical  market  remain  much 
the  same  as  lately  reported,  and  the  bulk  of  the  business 
passing  still  continues  to  be  for  near  delivery.  At  the  same 
time  inquiries  on  forward  account  have  been  more  numerous, 
but  buyers  do  not  show  any  great  eagerness  to  close  in  this 
direction.

10s.  per  ton 
free  on  rails  for  home  trade.  Saltcake  quiet  at  unchanged 
rates.  Chlorates  steady  at  3l(?.  to  4r7.  per  lb.  Yellow 
prussiates  in  good  demand  at  6c?.  to  6^(7.  for  potash  and 
Ad.  to  4£c7.  for  soda. 

Lead-products  are  slightly  easier  than  they  were,  but 
for  all  practical  purposes  remain  at  values  last  mentioned. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  has  well  maintained  its  lately 
improved  tone,  and  demand  for  prompt  parcels  has  been 
much  better.  Some  business  has  also  been  done  on  forward 
account  at  a  premium  on  prompt  figures.  Makers'  ideas 
for  forward  remain  at  an  extra  of  5s.  to  7s.  6c?.  per  ton.

Manchester  Chemical  Market.

There  is  no  particular  feature  to  note  in  heavy  chemicals, 
the  holidays  still  curtailing  demand  to  some  extent. 
Exports  continue  on  a  fair  scale.  Sulphate  of  copper  con- 
tinues in  sellers'  favour  owing  to  the  advances  made  from 
time  to  time  in  the  raw  metal,  and  merchants  do  not 
appear  willing  to  operate  on  speculative  account  to  any 
great  extent;  ordinary  quotations  for  best  brands  are 
23/.

Glycerin,  crude,  80  per  cent.,  65s., 
and  industrial,  s.g.  1.260,  at  90s.  Current  price  of  nitrate  of 
lead  is  30?.  ;  white  acetate,  26?.  5s.  ;  brown  ditto.  227.  15s.  ;i 
and  carbonate,  27?.  per  ton.  Brown  acetate  of  lime  easier 
at  7?.  10s.  to  7?.  12s.  6c?.,  and  grey  12/.  to  12/.  5s.  per  ton 
c.i.f.  Solvent,  and  miscible  wood  naphtha  is  about  2s.  6c?. 
per  gal.,  and  industrial  methylated,  64°,  2s.  Id.  to  2s.  2d. 
per  gal.  Aniline  oil,  pure,  55c?.,  and  salt  4c?.  Yellow  prus- 
siate  of  potash  4gc7.  Coal-tar  products  are  quiet,  although 
there  is  rather  more  inquiry  for  pitch,  and  creosote 
rules  firm.  Makers  of  benzols  are  turning  their  attention 
to  an  increasing  extent  to  a  more  highly  refined  article 
than  has  been  the  case  for  some  time  past,  and  appreciating 
the  lower  price  and  greater  producing  power  of  this  pro- 
duct. Price  of  90's  is  etill  around  Is.  Z^d.  to  Is.  4(7,. 
per  gal. 

American  Peppermint  and  Spearmint  Oils. 

Mr.  F.  M.  Rudd,  of  Bronson,  Michigan,  wrote  on 
August  8  and  9  to  his  London  agents  (Messrs.  R.  W.  Greeff 
&  Co.)  as  follows:  "The  recent  reports  which  have  been 
appearing  in  American  journals  that  a  large  crop  of  pepper- 
mint is  anticipated  in  certain  districts  appears  to  have  been 
written  solely  with  the  intention  of  depressing  the  market 
so  that  purchases  could  be  made  from  growers  on  favour- 
able terms.  Such  articles  are  quite  misleading.  Appear- 
ances indicate  that  since  these  articles  were  written  rain 
has  fallen  in  some  of  tho  peppermint-growing  districts,  and 
the  yield  of  oil  will  be  slightly  larger  than  was  expected 
a  month  ago,  although  it  is  firmly  believed  that  there  is 
no  longer  any  doubt  about  the  crop  being  a  small  one — viz., 
about  two-thirds  of  that  of  1912.  Thi6  shortage  warrants 
the  maintenance  of  prices  at  their  present  level,  and  the 
opinion  is  expressed  that  after  a  few  sales  have  been  made 
the  price  will  advance  again,  and  that  peppermint  oil  will 
be  sold  this  season  at  $3.75  to  $4  per  lb.  in  New  York. 

"  As  regards  spearmint  oil,  owing  to  the  increase  in  acreage 
and  to  the  limited  uses  to  which  it  is  confined  outside  the 
chewing-gum  trade,  this  has  assumed  an  easier_  position,  at 
least  for  the  time  being,  and  orders  for  fair  quantities 
could  be  accepted  to-day  at  16s.  6c?.  to  16s.  per  lb." 

Otto  of  Rose. 

In  the  August  issue  of  the  "  Perfumery  and  Essential 
Oil  Record  "  a  short  article  appears  on  French  otto  of  rose, 
the  figures  for  a  sample  prepared  from  rose-leaves  obtained 
from  various  types  of  red  roses  corresponding  closely  to  the 
figures  for  Bulgarian  otto  of  rose.  The  first  experiments 
were  made  with  the  Red  Rose  Brunner  in  1911-12,  but  this 
variety  could  only  be  used  for  the  preparation  of  ro6e-water, 
and  it  gave  scarcely  any  otto.  By  using  volatile  solvents 
it  was  possible  to  extract  an  essence  distinctly  coloured  and 
possessing  an  aroma  resembling  "roses  de  Mai."  Messrs. 
Chiris  et  Jeancard  Fils  have  also  extracted  by  volatile  sol- 
vents large  quantities  of  "  tea  rose,"  and  the  entire  output 
of  this  type  of  essence  was  at  once  taken  up  by  a  few 
clients  "in  the  know."  In  a  brief  editorial  note  the 
editor  of  the  "Record"  says:  "That  the  Bulgarian  otto- 
of-rose  trade  at  the  present  time  is  in  an  indefinite,  not  to 
say  parlous,  condition  cannot  be  gainsaid.  Repeated  appli- 
cations to  primary  and  local  sources  of  supply  for  prices  of 
new  crop  fail  to  elicit  a  satisfactory  response,  and  con- 
sumers feel  a  certain  sense  of  uncertainty  and  dissatisfac- 
tion. The  Balkan  producers  have  in  the  past  not  treated 
users  with  that  degree  of  confidence  and  reliability  which 
they  have  the  right  to  expect,  but  now  complete  disloca- 
tion of  the  business,  although  possibly  excusable  through 
the  war,  finds  them  inclined  to  resent  the  entire  absence  of 
inf  ormation  to  guide  buyers  as  to  output  and  value.  It  is  not 
surprising,  therefore,  that  the  South  of  France  producers  are 
making  the  most  of  the  situation,  and  developing  otto  of 
their  own  production."

Liq.  Carbonis  Detergens. 
Sir, — As  a  physician  and  pharmacist  I  quite  agree  with 
the  remarks  by  a  doctor  in  praise  of  Wright's  liq.  carbonis 
detergens  which  appeared  in  the  C .  <L-  D.  last  week.  I  con- 
stantly prescribe  and  dispense  the  preparation,  and  from 
the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view  it  is  undoubtedly  a  more 
elegant  compound  to  work  with  than  the  B.P.  imitation  of 
it.  I  think,  therefore,  that  chemists  would  be  justified  in, 
and  might  well  be  forgiven  for,  substituting  Wright's  pro- 
prietary in  the  few  instances  where  doctors  forgetfully  or 
otherwise  prescribe  the  B.P.  liq.  pici6  carb.  The  good 
results  to  be  obtained  from  the  original  article  in  this 
case  are  well  worth  the  difference  in  cost,  which  difference, 
after  all,  is  not  so  very  great.  I  hope  to  see  the  imitation 
omitted  from  the  coming  new  B.P. — Tours  truly,

The  Preliminary  Examination. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  your  article  on  the 
Preliminary  examination,  but,  as  you  suggest,  there  is 
another  side  to  the  question.  Examinations  in  general 
academic  subjects  are  best  taken  direct  from  school;  and 
from  personal  knowledge  of  apprentices,  both  commer- 
cially and  in  my  former  position  as  lecturer  at  a  univer- 
sity college,  I  can  testify  to  the  difficulties  encountered 
by  those  who  postpone  them  until  after  they  have  started 
the  practice  of  pharmacy.  A  pharmaceutical  Preliminary 
would,  I  fear,  be  too  often  treated  as  a  post-scholastic 
event,  while  a  general  examination  taken  from  school 
has  the  advantage  of  opening  the  door  to  many  careers, 
as  to  the  comparative  advantages  of  which  a  schoolboy  is 
seldom  competent  to  decide.  My  chief  object  in  writing, 
however,  is  to  combat  your  statement  that  it  might  be 
desirable  to  devise  some  means  whereby  registration  as 
apprentice  or  student  could  be  secured  without  Latin. 
In  my  opinion  some  knowledge  of  that  language  is 
essential  to  a  proper  education,  and  in  particular  to  that 
of  a  pharmacist.  If  it  be  omitted  from  the  Preliminary, 
it  is  still,  as  you  point  out,  required  for  the  Minor,  and 
must  therefore  either  be  very  imperfectly  acquired  in  a 
specialised  form,  or  learnt  with  much  labour  at  a  time 
when  the  student's  attention  should  be  devoted  to  the 
art  of  pharmacy  and  the  sciences  upon  which  that  art 
is  founded.

Sir, — I  gather  from  the  C.  <&  D.  that  your  remedy  for 
the  scarcity  of  apprentices  is  to  make  the  Entrance 
examination  easier — in  other  words,  to  lower  the  standard 
of  education  necessary  to  become  a  qualified  pharmacist.  In 
this  age,  which  shows  in  every  direction  an  upward  stan- 
dard of  proficiency  requisite  to  qualify  for  any  profession 
or  trade,  it  is  puzzling  to  find  such  a  means  being  advo- 


cated as  the  one  you  adopt.  If  there  is  a  scarcity  of 
chemists'  apprentices  we  may  be  sure  of  this — that  it  is 
not  on  account  of  the  lack  of  education  on  the  part  of 
our  youths.  The  opposite  is,  in  fact,  the  case,  for  there- 
are  thousands  of  well-educated  boys  at  the  present  moment 
anxious  to  enter  some  trade  or  profession  in  which  ability 
will  be  recognised — in  other  words,  where  a  proper  re- 
muneration is  paid.  This  is  the  crux  of  the  whole  matter. 
The  rising  generation  seek  a  means  of  improving  their 
position  in  life,  and  they  expect  qualifications  to  be  paid 
for.  There  is  at  this  moment  a  scarcity  of  persons  enter- 
ing the  scholastic  profession,  but  no  one  suggests  that  the 
standard  of  qualification  for  school  teachers  should  be 
lowered.  The  only  remedy  advocated  is  to  pay  increased 
salaries.  This  is  what  is  necessary  also  in  the  case  of 
pharmacy.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — Your  articles  on  the  scarcity  of  assistants  will 
interest  many  of  us  as  showing  the  need  of  considering  our 
position  under  present  and  forthcoming  conditions.  The 
remedy  you  propose — viz.,  the  alteration  of  the  Preliminary 
examination,  so  as  to  induce  young  fellows  to  enter  our 
calling — is  one  which  will  not  meet  with  the  approval  of 
pharmacists  generally.  It  will  suit  the  shareholders,  etc., 
of  the  large  drug-stores,  who  want  cheap  labour  of  any 
kind  and  big  dividends.  These  will  be  the  only  persons 
to  benefit  by  an  influx  of  undesirables  which  the  present- 
day  examination  keeps  out.  The  only  remedy  is  that 
there  will  have  to  be  bigger  profits  and  higher  wages  for 
pharmacists  and  shorter  hours  of  labour,  and  then  you 
will  have  more  apprentices,  despite  the  examination.  The 
stores  and  chemists  in  business  will  have  to  (or  as  an 
evolutionary  process)  increase  their  prices  to  meet  the 
higer  level  of  expenditure.  The  public  will,  of  course, 
pay  more  for  their  drugs  than  heretofore,  just  as  they  are 
doing  now  for  groceries  and  railway  fares.  I  congratulate 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  on  their  conduct  of  the  exami- 
nations, which  are  being  kept  abreast  of  modern  times.

Sir, — The  remarks  on  the  cause  of  the  scarcity  of 
chemists'  assistants  [C .  <SL-  D.,  August  9,  index  folio  248) 
are  very  opportune,  and,  as  a  strong  opponent  of  the 
abolition  of  the  old  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, I  agree  that  the  present  impasse  can  certainly  be 
traced  to  that  step.  In  1902  I  placed  before  the  Liver- 
pool Chemists'  Association  my  views  on  the  training  of 
apprentices,  and  expressed  regret  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Preliminary  had  been  done  away  with.  I  think,  however, 
that  all  the  speakers  who  took  part  in  the  discussion  dis- 
agreed with  me  on  that  point. 

The  great  difficulty  with  "  grown-ups  "  is  to  see  the 
point  of  view  of  budding  youths,  their  aims,  ambitions, 
desires,  and  outlook  on  life  generally.  We  have  made  a 
mistake  in  expecting  to  draw  our  recruits  from  the  class 
of  youths  who  have  attended  high  schools  and  colleges. 
The  allurements  of  pharmacy  are  not  now  viewed  in  the 
same  light  by  the  schoolboy  of  to-day  as  they  were  thirty 
years  ago ;  neither  is  the  remuneration  when  one  com- 
mences business.  Wages  are  higher,  true,  but  no  more 
than  in  proportion  to  the  increased  cost  of  living.  The 
average  youth  who  is  apprenticed  to  pharmacy  does  not 
pass  the  "  Preliminary  equivalent"  before  he  commences 
shop  life.  The  old  Preliminary  was  an  inducement  to 
take  up  his  school  studies  afresh  and  avoid  breaking  off 
the  study  habit.  I  have  heard  the  statement  made  by 
men  who  have  never  qualified  that  they  would  take  "  it  " 
up,  but  there  is  "that  blessed  Prelim." — "  makes  one  feel 
such  a  schoolboy."  The  various  examinations  taken  as 
a  Preliminary  in  many  cases  are  "  got  through  "  piecemeal ; 
whereas  the  Pharmaceutical  First  examination  had  to  be 
taken  at  one  sitting,  and,  although  there  were  only  three 
subjects,  the  examination  was  very  searching  as  far  as 
those  subjects  went.  We  should  have  done  as  our  Irish 
brethren  have  done  :  kept  bringing  the  examination  up  to 
date. 

To  sum  up,  let  us  have  our  own  Preliminary  on  modern 
lines,  and,  following  this,  let  us  have  the  first  part  of 
the  Qualifying  examination  to  qualify  as  a  dispenser  to  a 
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pharmacist  under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  the 
minimum  age  for  this  to  be  nineteen.  Dispensers'  certifi- 
cates might  also  be  given  to  those  candidates  who  during 
the  last  three  years  have  passed  the  first  day  of  the 
Minor  examination  but  failed  on  the  second  day.  This 
would  meet  the  temporary  dearth  of  men  capable  of 
fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act.

Chronic  Poisoning  by  Oxalic  Acid. 

Sir, — The  article  on  oxalic-acid  poisoning  in  your  issue 
of  August  2  is  interesting  not  only  because  it  explains 
why  a  large  dose  of  oxalic  acid  produces  acute  poisoning 
and  possibly  death,  but  also  because  it  suggests  a  chronic 
condition  in  which  oxalic  acid  plays  a  very  important, 
but  to  most  people,  many  doctors  among  others,  a  quite 
unrecognised  part.  Too  little  lime  in  the  blood  is  the 
cause  of  many  ills,  and  the  absence  of  lime  is  either  coinci- 
dent with  the  presence  of  oxalate  of  lime  in  the  urine  or 
has  been  preceded  by  that  trouble,  which  we  call 
oxaluria.  I  have  had  occasion  to  examine  many  specimens 
of  urine  from  patients  suffering  from  that  disease,  and 
in  no  condition  that  I  am  acquainted  with  does  the  morn- 
ing urine  differ  60  much  from  that  voided  in  the  evening. 
The  one  may  be  so  loaded  with  oxalate  as  to  become 
almost  solid  when  cold,  while  the  other  may  remain  clear 
for  hours  after  cooling — a  curious  phenomenon  which  has 
more  than  once  led  to  a  wrong  diagnosis.  The  loss 
of  large  quantities  of  lime  as  oxalate  naturally  depletes 
the  blood  of  that  most  essential  element,  with  the  result 
that  the  blood  becomes  "  thin  "  and  loses  its  coagulability, 
so  that  bleeding  is  apt  to  set  in  with  the  slightest  provo- 
cation, and  this  leads  to  haemorrhage  from  the  nose,  gums, 
throat,  and  lungs,  while  it  also  helps  to  induce  that  most 
common  of  all  winter  complaints,  chilblains.  These  are 
caused  by  the  effusion  of  the  "thin"  serous  blood  into 
the  tissues,  and  as  it  is  liable  to  stagnate  in  the  extremi- 
ties— toes,  fingers,  ears,  etc.- — frost-bite  readily  follows. 
Since  it  is  almost  a  daily  experience  in  winter  for  pharma- 
cists to  be  asked  for  a  remedy  for  chilblains,  many  of 
your  readers  may  be  interested  in  learning  the  chemistry 
of  the  matter,  and,  knowing  this,  it  is  easy  to  suggest  a 
remedy. 

People  do  not  take  oxalic  acid  habitually,  though  some 
of  us  who  are  fond  of  rhubarb  consume  not  a  little  during 
the  season,  and  the  question  naturally  arises,  how  is  the 
acid  produced  ?  The  human  body  is  simply  a  laboratory 
in  which  all  kinds  of  chemical  and  physiological  pro- 
cesses are  constantly  going  on.  We  know  that  we  can  pro- 
duce oxalic  acid  in  the  test-tube  by  oxidising  carbo- 
hydrates, particularly  sugar,  and  what  is  more  natural 
than  that  the  same  process  should  go  on  in  the  human 
test-tube?  It  is  a  well-ascertained  fact  that  many  people 
who  are  fond  of  sugar  and  who  take  it  in  large  quantities 
suffer  not  only  from  chilblains  but  from  oxaluria,  with 
the  indigestion,  headache,  depression  of  spirits,  and  even 
acute  pain  which  are  symptomatic  of  that  disease. 

Fortunately,  not  all  who  like  sugar  suffer  in  this  way, 
but  many  do,  for  through  some  defect  in  metabolism  the 
sugar  is  transformed  into  oxalic  acid,  which  removes 
calcium  from  the  blood,  to  be  excreted  in  turn  as  oxalate 
in  the  urine.  The  natural  remedy,  in  the  case  of  chil- 
blains, is  first  to  treat  the  symptoms,  best  done  by 
applying  a  strong  counter-irritant,  such  as  iodine  or 
capsicum,  then  to  remove  the  cause  by  replenishing  the 
lost  lime.  It  will  often  be  found  that  a  teaspoonful  of 
calcium  lactate  twice  a  day,  followed  by  a  big  draught 
of  water,  will  cure  chilblains  in  forty-eight  hours.  At  the 
same  time,  the  daily  allowance  of  sugar  should  be  cut 
down,  so  as  to  remove  one  of  the  chief  sources  of  the 
acid.  It  is  probable  that  a  similar  poverty  of  lime  in 
the  blood  is  one  of  the  causes  of  warts,  which  have  been 
found  to  disappear  after  a  few  doses  of  the  lactate. 

While  too  little  lime  in  the  blood  is  bad,  so  also  is 
too  much,  one  of  the  dangers  of  an  excess  of  lime  being 
the  formation  of  gravel  in  the  kidneys  and  urinary 
passages,  with  the  consequent  excruciating  pain  that 
accompanies  Nature's  efforts  to  get  rid  of  the  insoluble 
matter,  and  the  not  infrequent  necessity  of  a  severe 
surgical  operation.    It  is  well  known  that  women  are  more 


subject  to  gravel  than  men,  and  the  explanation  is  prob- 
ably found  in  the  fact  that  the  menstrual  discharge 
periodically  depletes  the  body  of  a  large  quantity  of  blood, 
with  the  consequent  loss  of  the  more  soluble  potassium 
salts.  This  is  why  citrate  and  nitrate  of  potassium  are 
found  to  exercise  such  a  beneficial  influence  on  painful 
urine  troubles,  because  they  redress  the  lost  balance,  and 
by  helping  to  render  the  uric  acid  and  lime  salts  and 
concretions  soluble  they  eliminate  the  excessive  proportion 
of  lime  from  the  system.  Lithium  citrate  possesses  similar 
properties,  and  it  is  supposed  to  have  a  selective  influence 
on  insoluble  urates.  Persons  who  suffer  from  kidney  pains 
are  almost  certain  to  be  relieved  by  liberal  doses  of 
potassium,  and  for  this  purpose  there  is  nothing  better 
than  a  teaspoonful  of  the  bicarbonate  in  a  glass  of  water 
every  other  morning  for  a  week  or  two  when  the  trouble 
appears,  discontinuing  the  doses  as  soon  as  the  effect  is 
obtained. 

These  observations  are  not  intended  as  an  aid  to  counter- 
prescribing,  but  as  useful  knowledge  gained  in  a  long 
experience  and  not  accessible  in  the  ordinary  sources  of 
information.  Many  pharmacists  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
give  a  scientific  explanation  of  why  their  customers  suffer, 
and  the  lesson  will  be  all  the  more  impressive  if  a  cure  can 
be  simply  and  rapidly  effected  in  those  common  ailments 
for  which  our  advice  is  daily  asked. — Yours  truly,

Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


Caffeine  (175/49). — The  use  of  a  brand-name  on  a  medicine 
makes  it  liable  to  stamp-duty,  even  though  not  recommended. 

F.  W.  O.  (174/58). — The  contracts  entered  into  with  the 
local  Insurance  Committee  for  the  supply  of  drugs  expire 
on  January  14,  1914.  No  notice  is  required  from  a  chemist 
who  does  not  intend  renewing  his  contract. 

Assistant  (168/62),  who  is  an  insured  person  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  was  away  from  business  on  account 
of  illness  for  a  week.  He  asks  whether  he  is  entitled  to 
be  paid  his  wages  in  respect  of  that  week,  in  addition  to 
the  sickness  benefit  he  received.  [In  the  absence  of  any 
contract  to  the  contrary,  the  employer  is  bound  to  pay 
"  Assistant  "  his  wages  for  the  week  he  was  ill.] 

Master  (168/1)  asks:  "  If  an  assistant  gives  a  month's  notice 
to  leave  a  situation,  but  fails  to  complete  the  month's 
service,  is  it  advisable  for  the  employer  to  take  proceedings 
against  the  assistant?  "  [The  employer  is  entitled  to  sue  the 
assistant  for  breach  of  contract  of  service,  but  whether  it 
is  advisable  to  do  so  is  another  matter,  since  the  damages, 
if  any,  recovered  would  be  trivial,  except  in  special  cir- 
cumstances.] 

Optical  (169/52). — (1)  The  Value  of  a  Peopeietary  Aeticle 
depends  upon  several  circumstances,  such  as  annual  not 
profit,  goodwill,  and  stock.  The  fact  that  it  is  neither 
patented  nor  has  attached  to  it  any  registered  trade-mark 
does  not  justify  anyone  putting  up  an  imitation  under  the 
same  name.  (2)  The  Registbation  of  Limited  Companies 
is  explained  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary,  and 
advertisers  in  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  undertake  to 
carry  through  the  formalities. 

It.  D.  O.  (170/15). — Chemists'  Shops  in  Beitish  Columbia 
are  known  as  drug-stores.  These  must  be  managed  by 
pharmacists  registered  in  the  Province.  Dominion  recipro- 
city of  pharmaceutical  diplomas  is  almost  unknown,  but  a 
chemist  with  the  English  qualification  of  recent  dato  should 
not  find  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  British  Columbia 
diploma.  The  British  Minor  certificate  enables  a  chemist 
to  be  registered  as  a  "clerk"  or  assistant,  which  gives  the 
newcomer  time  to  size  up  the  possibilities  of  his  adopted 
country. 

A.  B.  (169/35). — Appbenticeship  to  Companies  in  Ieeland. — 
It  was  held  in  the  case  of  Conyngham  v.  The  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  (C.  &  D.,  LIIL.  818) 
that  a  limited  company  composed  solely  of  pharmaceutical 
chemists  comes  within  the  description  of  "a  legally  quali- 
fied firm  "  to  whom  a  person  may  be  apprenticed.  It  had 
been  held  previously  (Cleeland  v.  P.S.I.)  that  a  limited 
company,  all  the  members  of  which  are  not  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  does  not  come  within  the  meaning  of  the  Society's 
regulations.

In  such  cases  the  numbers  are  mentioned,  and  if  querists 
cannot  refer  to  these  they  may  obtain  the  numbers  from  the 
"C.  &  D."  Office  at  the  published  prices,  usually  6d. 


Wholesale  (163/27).— Von  Lettbe's  Soluble  Meat  is  pro- 
bably what  your  customer  requires.  This  is  highly  praised 
by  Bauer  in  "  Dietary  of  the  Sick,"  where  is  given  the  fol- 
lowing method  of  preparation  :  Place  1,000  grams  of  finely 
minced  lean  meat  in  a  porcelain  vessel  with  1,000  c.c  of 
water  and  20  c.c.  of  pure  hydrochloric  acid.  This  is  then 
put  into  a  Papin's  digester  and  boiled  for  ten  to  fifteen 
hours.  The  mass  is  taken  out  and  rubbed  to  a  paste  in  a 
mortar,  put  again  into  the  digester,  and  boiled  for  another 
period  of  ten  to  twenty  hours.  The  acid  is  then  neutralised 
with  sodium  carbonate,  and  the  paste  is  ready  for  use.  It 
contains  unaltered  albumin,  peptones,  and  extractives;  none 
of  the  meat  is  taken  out;  it  therefore  contains  all  the  meat 
in  a  partly  digested  form.  It  keeps  well,  is  easily  digested, 
and  has  a  milder  taste  than  meat  extract.  It  can  be 
administered  'per  sc  or  diluted  with  an  equal  quantity  of 
water. 

Anglo-Hibernian  (161/5). — Electrolytic  Interruptor. — 
In  the  home-made  type,  which  was  described  and  figured  in 
The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary,  1911,  the  holes  in  the 
female  syringe  must  be  left  open,  but  if  too  much  current 
should  pass,  one  or  more  of  the  holes  may  be  plugged.  The 
liquid  must  rise  freely  in  the  tube.  No  platinum  is  needed 
in  this  form  of  interruptor.  The  lead  6trip,  which  may  be 
of  any  shape,  should  reach  to  within  an  inch  or  so  of  the 
perforations.  The  dilute  sulphuric  acid  may  be  left  in  the 
jar  when  the  apparatus  is  not  in  use.  but  when  evaporation 
occurs  it  is  filled  up  to  the  original  level  with  water. 

Eraho  (165/65). — We  do  not  undertake  analyses  of  unknown 
substances  about  which  the  senders  give  no  information.  We 
occasionally  examine  preparations  which  are  likely  to  yield 
results  of  general  interest. 

Canadian  (162/61) —Cider.— The  method  of  preparing 
cider  is  as  follows :  Fruit  which  ripens  in  October  i6  best 
for  the  purpose  of  making  cider,  and  each  variety  of  aprjlo 
should  be  kept  separate  if  the  best  product  is  desired.  "In 
athering  the  fruit,  which  should  be  done  on  a  cool,  dry 
ay,  care  must  be  taken  not  to  bruise  the  apples,  as  moulds 
form  on  the  bruised  fruit  and  communicate  a  fusty  flavour 
to  the  cider.  The  fruit  is  stored  in  shady,  cool  rooms  until 
quite  ripe.  It  is  then  ground  to  a  pulp  between  the  rollers 
of  a  mill.  The  pulp,  called  pomace,  is  exposed  to  the  ali- 
tor a  period  varying  from  six  to  thirty  hours,  after  which 
it  is  put  into  a  hydraulic  press  between  hair  cloths,  and 
the  expressed  juice  run  into  vats  to  clear.  This  liauid, 
known  as  "must,"  is  exposed  in  large  vats  in  cool  cellars, 
where  it  undergoes  fermentation,  the  process  being  attended 
by  much  frothing.  Dregs#and  scum  are  removed  by  racking 
and  filtration.  Catechu  or  substances  of  like  nature  are  used 
to  precipitate  albuminous  and  gummy  matters.  The  ciders 
of  different  orchards  are  blended  at'  this  stage  to  make  a 
uniform  product,  and  undue  acidity  is  neutralised  by 
alkalies.  _  Most  makers  add  a  pint  of  milk  to  every  9  gals, 
for  "  fining,"  and  about  1  oz.  of  salicylic  acid  to  every 
96  gals,  as  a  preservative.  The  cider  is  then  nut  in  bottles 
or  barrels  and  transferred  to  cool,  dry,  and  airy  cellars 
to  mature. 

Hat-dye  (171  /SO).— Dull  Straw-hat  Varnish. 


Shellac    15  parts 

Resin    ...    25  parts 

Black  aniline-dye  (spirit-soluble)      Vs  part. 

Powdered  naphthalin    1  part 

Boric  acid    3  parts 

Spirit  (95  per  cent.)    60  parts 


Dissolve  the  shellac  and  resin  in  the  spirit,  strain,  and 
add  the  other  ingredients. 

The  black  dye  can  be  replaced  by  coloured  aniline-dyes 
as  desired. 

Anchor  (172/28). — Herbal  Obesity-cure. — The  herbal  mix- 
tures for  reducing  stoutness  generally  contain  bladder- 
wrack  {Fueus  vesiculosus)  alone  or  mixed  with  aperient 
ii  gredients,  such  as  cascara  or  senna.  A  French  obesity- 
tea  is  stated  in  "  Secret  Remedies  "  to  consist  of  the  leaves 


of  senna  and  bearberry  (Uva;  ursi)  and  the  flowers  of 
lavender  and  anthylla,  but  other  guesses  at  the  composition 
are  at  variance.

Belgium.  (2)  Emplastrum  Plumbi,  in  some  cases  with  the- 
sub-title  emp.  diachylon,  occurs  in  the  following  Pharma- 
copoeias: Austria,  Croato-Slavonia,  United  States,  Russia 
(all  with  emp.  diachylon  as  sub-title),  Switzerland,  Sweden, 
Spain  (Norway,  Denmark,  and  Holland  use  the  expression 
emplastrum  oxydi  plumbi).  The  German  Pharmacopoeia, 
adopts  the  title  emplastrum  lithargyri,  but  gives  as 
synonyms  in  the  index  empl.  diachylon  and  empl.  plumbi. 
(3)  The  Expression  "  Liq.  Plumbi  "  does  not  occur  in  any 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  titles  adopted  are:  Liq.  plumbi  sub- 
acetici,  or  plumbum  aceticum  dilutum,  or  other  variations 
of  Latin.  The  Japanese  Pharmacopoeia,  .gives  Goulard's  water 
as  a  6ynonym  for  liq.  plumbi  subacetici  dilutus.

R.  W.  (165/55).— Ung.  Methylis  Salicylate.— The  for- 
mula for  this  is  as  follows : 

Methyl  salicylate  (by  weight)  ...    2  oz. 

White  beeswax   1  oz. 

Hydrous  wool-fat  1  oz. 

Mix  the  wool-fat  with  the  melted  beeswax,  add  the- 
methyl  salicylate,  and  stir  until  cold. 

"  R.  W."  informs  us  that  on  adding  the  methyl  salicylate 
he  always  gets  out  part  of  the  wax.  We  have  examined  the 
formula,  and  find  that  by  following  the  directions  quite 
a  satisfactory  ointment  is  produced.  It  is  well  not  to  have 
the  mixed  wax  and  wool-fat  too  hot.  The  directions  are 
to  mix  the  wool-fat  with  the  melted  beeswax.  If  the  mix- 
ture be  hot  some  of  the  wax  comes  out  on  addition  of  the 
methyl  salicylate,  but  moderately  prolonged  stirring  brings- 
it  all  in  6mooth  again.  Methyl  salicylate  softens  if  it  does 
not  dissolve  beeswax.  If  some  beeswax  be  heated  in  a 
bottle  with  methyl  salicylate  and  shaken  well  while  the 
mixture  is  cooling  a  permanent  gelatinous  opaque  cream 
is  produced.  The  wax  that  comes  out  at  first  in  preparing 
the  ointment  soon  becomes  softened  in  presence  of  the 
methyl  salicylate,  and  stirring  reduces  it  to  smoothness.
